TAX CHEATERS 

The State of Kentucky made baseball player Pete Rose a 
Kentucky Colonel one day before Rose pleaded guilty to 
income tax evasion on $350,000 in gambling winnings. 

Kentucky's governor and other Rose supporters remained 
unfazed by the knowledge that they had handed the state's 
highest honour to a tax cheater.

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Budget was 
disappointing 


The provincial budget is a disappoinung document 
not so much for what it does as for what it does not 
sae budget includes a lot of good things -- more 
money for the environment and especially for waste 
disposal, a new crown corporation with the flexibility 
to move quickly on sewage problems, a bit more 
funding for municipalities, extension of the GO 

Transit to more outlying communities, some timely 
interest rate assistance for farmers and further 
encouragement of the Land Stewardship Program, 
more capital funding for hospitals and schools and 
the beginning of significant changes in long term 
health care. . 

But social assistance has been a major and 
disappointing oversight. 

Everyone agrees that social assistance needs 
reform. In 1988, the SARC (Social Assistance 
Reform Committee) report on comprehensive social 
assistance reform was finally tabled. Last year, the 
government took some initial steps to implement the 
report -- and lo and behold, the number of people 
needing assistance dropped. According to the 
provincial treasurer, a self-admitted skeptic, the drop 
was largely due to those initial reforms. 

So what has he done with social assistance reform 
in this budget? Nothing. People on social assistance 
have been thrown a sop in the form 6f an increase in 
funding that doesn't even keep pace with inflation and 
the promise of more study of the SARC report. 

Sounds like U.S. President George Bush on the 
subject of acid rain. 

That's disappointing. 


Plan for growth 


We've said it before and now John Mansfield, the 
head of the Ontario Home Builder's Association, has 
Said it again -- growth is great but only if it is 
properly planned. And from where he sits, he sees a 
lot of poor planning or no planning at all. In fact,-he 
Says he sees a lot of communities that are having 
problems as a result of growth. 

The conclusion is not that growth is bad -- far from 
it, but that it simply needs good planning. 

As Mansfield noted, this area is on the verge not 
only of growth but of explosive growth -- Sears and 
Coke have proved that. We can probably expect an 
increase in population in Belleville and the south part 
of Hastings County of about 5 to 10 per cent over the 
next few years. 

That's a lot of growth. Will we have enough water, 
enough sewage-handling capacity, enough land that is 
properly zoned and serviced to handle industry, retail 
business and housing? 

As Mansfield says: "If we don't have those things, 
we better start looking at how we will provide them 
and where they will be located.”

This is the time of year 
when governments at all 
levels are attempting to put 
the final touches on their 
budgets. Treasurers, finance 
committee members, etc. 
are all faced with demands 
for services and limited tax 
dollars to allocate to each. 

The Better Roads 
Coalition is able to put 
forth a number of 
interesting _ statistics. 
Quoting from government 
sources and a recent study 
being carried out under the 
auspices of the Roads and 
Transportation Association 
of Canada (RTAC), they 
illustrate that the funds 
spent on our road system is 
far less than what is 
collected from road related 
taxes. 

One statistic that is most 
disturbing is the fact that 
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the federal government 
collects $2 billion per year 
in road related taxes on 
Ontario alone each year, but 
spends no money on roads 
in Ontario. In fact, the 
federal government has 
provided no funding for 
Ontario roads since 1971 
when the Trans Canada 
Highway was completed, 
yet road related taxes now 
have become a major 
source of revenue. 

Even in the area of the 
removal of level grade 
crossings, which is clearly 
the responsibility of the 
federal government, 
contributions since 1978 
are now zero on our 
provincial highways and 
only $2 million per year on 
Our municipal road rail 
crossings. 

The Better Roads 
Coalition, because it is an 
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Ontario-based organization, 
concentrates on Ontario’s 
needs, However, turning to 
Canada as a whole, the 
federal government now 
collects $5.73 billion 
dollars per year from road 
related taxes and spends 
only $200 million dollars 
per year on our roads. 

The Ontario provincial 
government collects $2.3 
billion per year in road 
related taxes and spends 
$1.5 billion per year on 
roads. 

This statistic does not 
take into account the 
additional revenue from the 
new 1989 road related 
taxes, nor does it reflect the 
much welcomed five year 
$2 billion Transportation 
Enhancement Program. 

When one reviews these 
Statistics at both the federal 
and provincial government

An emotionally, mentally, 
and physically tired, 
Robbins arrives on the 
west shore of Centennial 
Park at 6 p.m. Tuesday, 
April 24. He’s just had to 
double back at the CFB 
Yacht Club after finding the 
Causeway impassable. He’s 
already four days behind, 
but feels he’ll need another 
unbudgeted day’s rest. 

Then he learns he’s on 
the wrong side of the park. 
Before continuing around 
the point, he gets out, walks 
on the dry land and talks to 
reporters. But his mood 
Suggests after 11 hours in 
the canoe, he’d hoped he 
was done today and needs 
to psyche himself back up 
for another 15 minutes. 

His plan is flexible. It has 
cushions built in. He knows 
that to complete the course 
in the time he’s set, he’ll 
have to gradually increase 
his rowing from the current 
10 to 12 hours a day to 18 
or.20 by the final spurt. 

That will be a 2,300 mile 
“downhill” run through the 
wide, fast waters of the 
MacKenzie and Yukon 
Rivers, with four to six 
mile an hour currents going 
his way. There, he hopes to 
travel up to 110 miles a day. 

Between those two rivers, 
however, he has to portage 
over the continental divide 
at McDougall Pass, pulling 
his 120 pound, 18-1/2 foot 
Mad River canoe, modified 
with oarlocks, and another 
120 pounds of gear, up the 
rushing Rat River’ by rope 
from the shore. 

Robbins estimates only 
about 70 canoeists have 
ever conquered the Rat, and 


none on their own. 
Ironically, it’s the “rat” race 
he’s running from. 

“I -was in middle 
management for a direct 
mail company,” he 
explains. “Then came 
changes, and backstabbing, 
and politics. I had to get 
out. At first I took a 
mechanic’s course, but 
what I really needed was a 
challenge that would effect 
a change in me. 

“I wanted to turn my life 
around, and I didn’t want to 
put something like this off 
till I was 90.” 

Robbins has canoed since 
he was a child, and done 
much of it on Canadian 
rivers and open waters. 
He’s well read, has studied 
meteorology, knows he’s at 
the mercy of. Mother 
Nature’s whims, her 
currents and winds, so he 
appreciates the risks, and 
the concerns of his family 
and friends for his safety. 

“I am not alone on this 


trip. I have all my friends, 
and- though -I’m_ not 
married, my immediate 
family with me. And along 
the way I'm meeting people 
I shall never forget.” 

He plans to document the 
journey with logs and in 
poetry. “What’s going to 
come out of this is 
communications to other 
people of the waterways 
I’m using, a trip like this, 
the realities of it, and what 
it takes to do something 
like this alone.” 

In a ‘Single’ sheet 
explanation of his mission 
he hands out along the way, 
Robbins explains some of 
the Strategies and 
knowledge needed: 
“..Navigational skills — 
including night travel, 
nutrition and endurance, 
camp skills, strategic 
interpretation of wind, 
water and weather reports, 
training, water reading, 
survival skills, equipment 
selection and adaptation,

hypothermic protection — 
self healing, and more.” 
But one is left with the 
impression he will meet all 
these challenges, that his 
only real danger lies on the 
other side of the Rat River. 
The Yukon, he explains, 
freezes up “around” Oct. 15 
every year, with up to two 
weeks in variation possible. 
His goal of reaching its 
mouth by Oct. 1 doesn’t 
leave much room for delays 
in case of an early winter. 
He strikes his pup tent 
from the end of B Pier and 
Clears the slips at 8:25 a.m. 
Thursday, April 26. Even 
after a day’s rest, it’s a late 
Start. “Some momings you 





don’t feel like climbing out 
of a warm sleeping bag and 
getting started.” 

But it’s not long before 
he’s in full swing. Fighting 
a surface current in the 
Trent River that’s ebbing 
from its spring high but still 
running a healthy three or 
four miles per hour, he 
Passes under the Dundas 
Street lift bridge by 8:30. 

Has it ever raised for any 
vessel bound for such a 
distance? Surely none will 
ever pass beneath it again? 

Within a few strokes, 
he’s out of decent camera 
range. The sleek canoe cuts 
a wake that doesn’t 
diminish even while he 
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Rat River 





takes time to sky his oars in 
farewell salute to Trenton. 

And he’s off to Lock 1, 
the first of 44 on the Trent- 
Severn system  he’ll 
portage. The canal doesn’t 
open till May 15, and he 
plans to reach Port Severn 
by May 5.

Finally, look at all the proposed locations through the 
windows of your home. 

The view from the inside of your home is an important 
aspect of exterior decoration. As a final check, view the 
proposed locations from inside, through he windows of 
your home. It is a good idea to stake the locations first and 
then make the final adjustments according to what you see.

Think before planting trees 


Of all the factors you reviewed with your family 
probably the most important is “... size at maturity”. In 
other words, the space the tree will occupy ten or twenty 
years in the future. And another factor that has a good deal 
to do with space is the basic shape of the tree, roughly 
categorized as follows: 1. Weeping; 2. spreading; 3. 
rounded ; 4. conical and 5. columnar. 





Weeping trees can be as short as 15 feet (Weeping 
Mulberry) or as high as 60 fee (European Birch), but no 
matter their size, they should not be planted so that their 
pendulous branches brush a flower garden or a home. The 
height of a weeping tree can be two to ten times greater 
than its width and will fit into a much smaller space than a 
spreading tree (Russian Olive) where the opposite may be

true. Conical trees such as the Red Oak or columnar trees 
such as the Carolina Poplar, may be ten to 20 times as high 
as they are wide. ; 

The last thing you want is your home totally dominated 
by a tree, so your home’s basic architecture is important in 
your choice of shape. If yours is a one-story home your 
best choices are spreading or rounded. But if yours is a 
two-story home a tall conical or columnar tree will be quite 
at home. 

Sound like a lot of homework? Read on, because you are 
fast approaching the time to choose the right trees for the 
locations of your choice. 

The next step is to collect and read, every local nursery 
catalogue you can get your hands on. Then, go driving 
around your neighbourhood covering nothing less than a 
five-mile radius and look at trees. And when you see one 
you like, go up and knock at the owner’s door and ask 
them what it is, what they like about it and what they don’t 
like about it. 2 

Don’t be shy. You’ll be surprised at how flattered they 
will be. And now, you should be finally ready to make 
your final decisions and head for the nursery of your 
choice.

City police joins

Belleville leadfoots best 
beware! 

Amidst a province-wide 
crackdown on speeders, 
Belleville city police are 
stepping up radar patrols on 
city streets as of May 1. 

The strategic move by the 
Belleville force is part and 
parcel of a campaign 
entitled “Speeding Slows 
You Down” embarked upon 
by 122 police forces, the 
Insurance Bureau of 


Canada and the Ministry of 
Transportation. 

As.much as $80,000 has 
been earmarked for the 
campaign by the Insurance 
Bureau of Canada to cover 
advertising expenditures 
and radio airplay. 

At a press conference last 
Friday, Belleville Staff Sgt. 
Jack O'Donnell warned that 
motorists exceeding the 
speed limit will be subject 
to the full extent of the law, 
including higher speeding 
fines. 

Motorists caught speed- 


ing will have to reach 
deeper into their pockets 
after the transportation 
ministry revamped fines 
last March. 

Motorists charged with 
15 km/hr over the speed 
limit will face a fine of 
$45.12 — 35 km/hr over 
will result in a $213.75 
fine. 

O'Donnell said the 
campaign stems from many 
contributing factors — 
more powerful cars and 
improved street conditions 
that have encouraged 


peeding 


drivers to speed, an 
increase in fatalities and 
increasing repair costs for 
msurance agencies. 

Const. David Craig, 
public information officer 
for the Belleville OPP, 
agrees, Saying statistics 
show speeding was a factor 
in 51 per cent of car 
accidents in 1989. 

O’Donnell says the 
Campaign is designed to 
increase public awareness 
of the danger and high costs 
of speeding.

In Ontario, speed was a 
factor in 20 per cent of 
fatalities, statistics reveal.

At speeds of 100 km/hr, 
an average of four people 
were killed for every 100 
vehicles involved in 
accidents.

her resident partner, Arc 
Industries employee Jimmy 
Brock, through a lap top 
computer that activates a 
realistic mechanical voice. 
But she beams with 
uncontrolled delight as 
she’s greeted by all, and 
shares in the incredible 
warmth of mutual support 
and genuine love that 
permeates. 

Thirteen-year-old 
Michael Lane sits down to 
a piano beside the TV set, 
and offers some surprising 
light jazz renditions for 
everyone present. None 
mind at all the interruption 
to their viewing, and Jacobs 
proudly confides Michael is 
in the process of composing 
his own song. 

Jocelyn Buggie and 
Marla Murphy bring 
flowers to a spry Miss 
Helen Brooks, a lifelong 
maiden, in her room. And 
Tammy presents each

In the activity room, 
resident Glenn Arthur asks 
visitor Helen Ann Burrows 
to hold hands, and she’s 
pleased to respond.

All indications point to an excellent opening weekend for 
walleye here if the good weather holds up and the fish 
don’t develop lockjaw. 

Traditional early season hotspots bordering Belleville 
have been the waters from the Bakelite plant to BGH and 
the good structure jutting out from Cow Island. Anderson’s 
Shoal, located nearer to the south shore of the Bay across 
from Loyalist Park, also holds many post-spawning 
walleye. 

Anglers launching their crafts in Point Anne should give 
Big Island Shoal a try as numerous walleye are taken from 
there in the early part of the season. Finding the drop off 
there and slowly retrieving either a baited bucktail jig or 
Twister Tail should produce fish. 

Those who don’t mind the heavy vessel traffic will find 
numerous schools at Telegraph Narrows, which is perhaps 
the heaviest fished area in the Bay next to the Trenton area.

giving to the arts

Paying too much tax to 
the government? Dohate to 
charities or the arts, says 
Brian Costello, Canada’s 
best known money 
manager. 

The goodwill gesture will 
give you a tax break in the 
long run, says Costello, an 
author and familiar radio 
and television celebrity 
across Canada and the 
United States. 

Costello on a lecture 
swing through the area, 
shared his love for money 
matters and business with a 
crowd of 180 arts patrons 
attending the first “Mayor’s 
Luncheon for the Arts” 
April 25 in Belleville. 

The luncheon proved 
fruitful for Quinte Arts 
Council, as more than 
$1,500 was raised for the 
non-profit association. The 
luncheon was sponsored by 
Quinte Broadcasting. 

While raising money for 
the arts council was the 
goal of the day, speaker 
Costello later spoke of 
lowering your tax base. 

Lowering your tax base is 
probably one of the most 
important things a person 
can do for themselves, 
especially in wake of 
looming provincial and 
federal tax grabs to pay for 
an $28 billion deficit, he 
advised the crowd. 

“We're in a lot of trouble 
here because we pay taxes 
that are too high to offset 
the deficit and government 
spending,” said Costello. 

“The prime interest rates 
are Only available in the 
United States. In Canada 
we are prime plus five and 
half per cent. Would you 
borrow money at prime

Plus five to start a 
business?” he asked, giving 
his Own answer: "No." 

“Yet what do we do? We 
80 Out and borrow $28 
billion more a year. That’s 
because we all give this 
country’s government the 
right to do it — because 
we don’t complain. There 
are some things we can 
do,” said Costello. 

A tax revolt, without 
violence or cheating on our 
taxes, is in order. This 
revolt could be carried out 
on an individual basis. 

“We can stand up and 
rebel against the present tax 
System, by putting our 
financial affairs in such an 
order that we don’t have to 
pay Our taxes. If we all had 
a little more money 
wouldn’t we all be a little 
better off?” 

Costello queried why the 
Canadian people should 
give 50 per cent of their 
hard-earned money to 
governments who are 
irresponsible when 
spending it. 

The Ontario government 
“said we are going to have 
6.8 per cent windfall this 
year. Let’s spend it. That’s 
the sad state of the country. 
That’s why we are prime 
plus five and half per cent 
and that is also why I don’t 
have to voluntarily pay any 
taxes I don’t have to.” 

And one way to lower 
that tax base is to donate 
money to the arts, he 
reiterated. 

“The first $250 you give 
to the arts or charity will 
give you the lowest 
possible tax break. After 
that every dollar is rebated 
by the government.The 
government will give you 
half of money donated over

Jacob Dickey was next seen struggling 
desperately with a man on Baytree Rd in 
Brixton, some distance from the bright 
lights of London’s: West End. The doors of 
his cab were wide open. The residential 
street was quiet except for the struggling 
men. The sound of shots broke the still 
night air. Dickey fell to the street. His 
assailant ran away : 
The police were at the scene in 
moments. Dickey lay dead beside his taxi. 
Nearby, on the road, police recovered a 
recently fired gun, which the killer had 
hurriedly thrown away. They also found a 
cane with a distinctive gold knob, a pair 
of suede gloves and a blackjack. Dickey’s 
fare had been well prepared to rob the 
unsuspecting taxi driver 
Police attempted to trace the flight of 
the killer. They found a flashlight in an 
open residential garage at 28 Baytree Rd. 
here were footprints and broken shrub- 
bery in the garden behind the house. The 
trail led to a wall, enclosing the backyard 
of 15 Acre Lane. Two ladies lived in the 
house at 15 Acre Lane They were sur- 
ed to see a man jump over the wall 
onto their property. The desperate man, 
who they thought was a burglar. faced 
the two women, who had not heard the 
shots. “I must get through to the street.” 
he said. The terrified women let the

he had never left his room. 

Eddie stated that a friend, 22-year-old 
Scottie Mason, had been released from 
prison only a few days before Dickey’s 
murder. The two men had spent time in 
prison together and had planned to pull a 
few “‘house jobs’’ when Mason got out. 
Sure enough, on the Sunday before the 
murder, Mason had shown up. They had 
looked over a few likely houses to bur- 
glarize. 

When the night for the planned robbery 
arrived, Eddie was too ill to take part. 
Scottie had borrowed his walking stick, 
flashlight and blackjack. According to 
Eddie, Scottie had left at 7:30 p.m. and 
had returned at 11:30 p.m. in a dishev- 
elled condition. His shoes and clothing 
were dirty and had bloodstains on them. 
Scottie had told his friend, “I’ve made a 
mess of things. I’ve shot a taxi driver.” 

Eddie “told Scotland Yard detectives 
that he had put Scottie up that night, tell- 
ing Hettie that his friend had been 
roughed up by some thugs. The next 
morning, Scottie left. Eddie hadn't seen 
him since.

Scottie was placed in a 
police lineup. The two women who had 
had the disconcerting experience of show- 
ing a killer through their home were 
brought in to see if they could pick their 
visitor out of a lineup.

Eddie Vivian was released from custody 
and Scottie Mason was charged with| the 
murder of Jacob Dickey.

I did not do 
it.” More than that, Scottie Mason would 
not say.

On July 11, 1923, Scottie Mason stood 
trial for murder without ever really giv- 
ing his side of the story. Eddie Vivian 
was rigorously cross examined by Scot- 
tie’s legal aid counsellor, A.C. Fox-Da- 
vies. The defense put it to Eddie that his 
story of being sick had been concocted to 
conceal from Hettie the fact that he and 
Scottie were planning a robbery. 

Fox-Davies revealed that Scottie had 
left the Vivian love nest at 7:30 p.m., Het- 
tie had left at 8:30 p.m., leaving Eddie 
plenty of time to meet Scottie at Baytree 
Rd. Fox-Davies accused Eddie of being 
the man who was Dickey’s fare that night 
and of being the murderer of Jacob 
Dickey. Eddie vehemently denied all. 

The accused man took the witness stand 
in his own defense. Scottie told the court 
that Eddie’s illness had been contrived 
between them to allay Hettie’s fears that 
they would pull a robbery that night. 
They had planned to meet at Baytree Rd. 
Eddie had told Scottie that he knew a 
shady taxi driver who would drive for 
them. 

Scottie went to Baytree Rd. to wait for 
Eddie and the taxi. As the taxi 
approached, Scottie heard the two men 
arguing. The doors flew open and the taxi 
driver and Eddie began fighting on the 
street. Shots were fired. Scottie didn’t 
wait around. He took off, jumped a fence 
and stood for a few seconds before an 
open house garage. It was here he left the 
flashlight. 

Eddie jumped over the Same fence. 
Frantically, he looked at Scottie and said, 
“My God, Scottie, help me, I can’t walk. 
My legs are gone. I can’t move.” 
wasn’t in any mood to help anyone. He 
jumped over a wall, 
by the two women who let him go through 
their house. He then

espite his plausible story, 
the English jury took only 
17 minutes to find Scottie 
Mason guilty of murder. 
He was sentenced to 
death. Five days before 
his execution date, he 
received a reprieve. The Home Secretary, 
William Bridgeman, later revealed that 
Mason’s story had placed a lingering 
doubt in his mind, which resulted in his 
issuing a reprieve. 

An interesting aspect came to light 
when the prosecuting attorney, Sir 
Richard Muir, revealed that throughout 
the trial he had consulted an old ordi- 
nance survey of the area where the crime 
had been committed. It was his practise 
to visit the scene of every murder where 
he acted as prosecuting attorney. How- 
ever, on the day he drove down to look at 
the Dickey murder scene with the inten- 
tion of making sketches, a terrific rain- 
storm, accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning, took place. As a result, he didn’t get 
out of his car, but relied on the old survey 
drawings. 

In the years between the time of the 

_ Survey and the date of the murder, 
several buildings and walls had been 
erected. The escape route described by 
Scottie as the one taken b Eddie was an 
impossibility. Scottie ha made up the 
story incriminating Eddie. He was indeed 
the guilty Party, but his life had been 
spared because of a thunderstorm. 

Scottie Mason spent 14 years in prison 
before being paroled in 1937. He served as 
a merchant seaman in the Second World 


ar and was lost at sea when his ship 
was torpedoed.

Picton used to have two 
castles, but with the 
disastrous explosion and 
subsequent demolition of 
Castle Villeneuve four 
years ago it is reduced to 
having one. 

Rickarton Castle, like 
Castle Villeneuve, must 
have started as a simple 
symmetrical box of a 
house, but just before 1863 
it developed the trappings 
of a castle: a massive 
square tower at one end and 
plenty of miscellaneous 
rambling additions at the 
other, crenellations along 
every roofline, and shapely 
Tudor gothic verandahs in 
back to look over the 

harbour. 

The tower accommodates 
a dazzling ballroom, not 
very large, but benefitting 
enormously by a curving 
end wall that intrudes into 
the space of the original 
house, creating a bend in 
the main hall. The curving 
end and classical columns 
and delicate plasterwork of 
this ballroom recall the 
similar rooms added to or

The Settler's Dream for all 
these houses. And we’re 
reminded that Anglican 
rector William Macaulay 
greatly enlarged his dining 
parlour in that same era, or 
maybe even as early as 
1851, though he didn’t 
achieve a curved end wall 
or columns. 

Col. Rylands, who did the 
gothicizing, called his 
castle Warwick House, but 
got in financial trouble and 
sold it for a Church of 
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England boarding school in 
1866. The school didn’t 
flourish long, and Arthur 
W. Hepburn bought it for a 
private residence and 
named it Rickarton for 
estates in the old country. 

Hepburn acquired the 
Bay of Quinte Steamboat 
Company from his father- 
in-law James S. McCuaig. 
McCuaig was sometimes 
called “Biggie”: see his 
genteel and impressive 
portrait photo at p. 247 in 
Lunn, The County. He lived 
down the road a bit in a big 
house that later became the 
True Blue Orphanage, 
where Merland Park Motor 
Court now is. 

Rickarton is just a pub 
now, its daintily-designed 
interior painted shockingly 
with a lot of black, but it 
still stands rather 
impressively on a rise as 
you come into Picton along 
the Loyalist Parkway from 
the direction of the Glenora 
ferry. Though the house is 
shorn of some of its 
crenellations, the tower 
remains a landmark seen 
both from the road and 
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from the Water 
Miraculously, the lovely 
Tudor gothic verandahs at 
the back remain (though 
with an extra level added) 
from which the Hepburns 
used to view their 
steamships plying the bay, 

It remains to be seen 
whether the town of Picton 
will have the moral fibre to 
hold on to this highly 
important landmark if, as 
some suspect, the new 
developer-owner chooses to 
think of removing it. 

With the recent 
renovations to the Merrill 
house, the North American 
Hotel, the Crystal Palace, 
and the Master Feeds- 
Stevenson block, and many 
other buildings both public 
and private, no one can fail 
to see that “heritage” 
renovation is a way to 
foster the individual 
character of a place and that 
Picton has plenty of people, 
both old-timers and new- 
comers, who continue to 
put a lot of effort into doing 
it.

Q. This washstand of 
mine has a very strange 
wood grain. I was told it 
was Tiger Maple. Since I 
am going to sell it I would 
like to know how old it is 
and what could I expect to 
get for it? 

A. Whoever told you that 
your washstand was made 
of Tiger Maple was close 
but not quite correct. It is 
made of Flame Birch, a 





wood that looks very much 
like Tiger Maple but has a 
much broader grain pattern. 
Washstands like yours were 
common during the late 
1890s and today sell for as 
much as $400 in refinished 
condition. 


Q. I certainly appreciate 
the fact that someone with 
your experience has taken 
the time to write a column 
covering the local antique 
scene. Bravo! Could you 
comment on the investment 
value of antiques? 

A. Antiques are a very 
good long term investment. 
A case in point is the 
washstand featured in this 
week’s column. In 1969 
washstands of this type 
would sell for under $50 in 
good condition, so in a little 
more than 20 years, it has 
increased in value an 
average of 40% a year, not

Q. I would like to know 
how much the value of a 
antique is affected by 
repairs? For example, what 
about a table with original 
legs and a new top? 

A. This is a question that 
1 am often asked in my line 
of work. An antique in need 
of no repairs is indeed rare 
and because of that is worth 
much more than a identical 
article with numerous 
repairs. Some repairs such 
as regluing, if done in a 

identical manner to the 

Original manufacture, have 

very little effect on value, 

but a table with a new top 
will have no further 
investment value as an 
antique and should be 

priced the same a 

reproduction.

Water, sewer and storm 
sewers will also need 
upgrading in the next five 
years to meet the enormous 
demand of industry settling 
in the city.

Plans to build two large 
sludge holding tanks at the 
Belleville Sewage Disposal 
plant are in the works. 
Sludge stored in the tanks 
will be used for agricultural 
needs. ‘ 

And Coca Cola’s 
proposed consumption of 
73 million _ gallons of 
treated Bay of Quinte water 
annually is a good example 
of the continuing need to 
upgrade area water quality. 

Water quality in the Bay 
of Quinte area is going to 
be crucial in the years to 
come, says Murray. 

“We've had some serious 
questions raised as to the 
quality of water in the Bay 
of Quinte — Is it good or 
bad? That’s why we can’t 
let the environment 
deteriorate any more,” says 
Murray. 

Surrounding townships 
Thurlow, Sidney and 
Ameliasburgh are also 
dependent on Belleville 
treated water and will need 
sufficient supply and 
quantity for personal and 
economic growth. 

QERA’s concerns of 
water quality are shared by 
the city, says Murray, and 
city council has made its 
comments to the 
association in a collective 
bid to clean up our 


es for growth 


waterways. 

“QERA will provide the 
framework from which 
decision makers can decide 
on future growth in the City 
and the possible negative 
impacts growth has 
delivered to the 
environment in the past,” 
says Murray. ‘ 

Garbage disposal 
likewise, will also have to 
be considered, solutions to 
which are long overdue in 
the area, says Murray. 

“Instead of finding a big 
hole close to the city to 
handle the garbage of 
tomorrow we have to find 
other proper means of 
disposing of our garbage. 

“It’s the number one 
concern today, because we 
need clean air and clean 
water to drink and a city 
can’t survive without it,” he 
asserts. 

And increased population 
due to hiring of employees 
for Sears and Coca Cola 
means the city has to 
address a housing shortage. 

““We’re not in too bad of 
shape. Part of the need for 
more housing will be 
solved with the approval of 
500 units in a subdivision 
near Stanley Park in the 
city,” says Murray. G 

“We're trying to ensure 
there is enough land to 
build more homes on down 
the road.” 

A subdivision is also 
planned for Thurlow 
Township just north of 
Cannifton. 

“Overall we have to be 
sure to protect the quality 
of life people in Belleville 
are used to and today that’s 
a very complicated 
undertaking,” Murray adds.

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Coke expects to hire 
locally for most jobs

The hiring of 100 


workers for the proposed 
Coca Cola Foods Inc. plant 
in Belleville in 1992 will 
mean a Salary injection of 
at least $2 million dollars 






into the community based 
on an average $20,000 
annual salary per employee 
and the boost to Belleville 
and area will spell good 
news for the local economy. 

Most of the 100 positions 
available at the $25 to $30 
million plant will be filled 
with local workers, says 
Gray R. Barnes, president 
of Coca Cola Foods Inc. 

“There is no doubt that at 
least 95 per cent of the 
employees hired will come 
from the local workforce, 
depending on the amount of 
skilled workers available,” 
Barnes Said in a recent 
interview with Quinte 
Weekly News. 

Although the proposed 
plant -will be highly 
automated, personnel will 


be needed for maintenance,’ 


packaging, “supervisory 
positions and shipping and 
receiving. 

Coca Cola announced 
April 9 it would be building 
a plant in Belleville after 
city council passed a bylaw 
earlier that day approving 
the sale of a 34-acre 
industrial site for $1.3 
million to Coca Cola. A 
warehouse is also in the 
planning stages to store the 
drink produced at the 


Belleville plant. 

The plant will produce 
ready-to-serve Minute 
Maid and Five Alive fruit 
juices. 

The plant is estimated to 
Start production by late 
1992, and Barnes predicts 
construction will probably 


underway by mid-1991. 


The company will not be 
hiring until the final stages 
of construction in 1992. 

The president says most 
of the jobs will be filled 
locally based on Coca 
Cola’s experience at their 
Peterborough plant built in 
1985, the year Barnes came 
on board with Coca Cola. 

“At least 95 per cent of 
the people hired at that time 
were from the Peterborough 
area. Our hope would be to 
see a similar situation here 
in Belleville,” Barnes says. 

“We won’t be hiring for 
some time, however, so 
please, if you’re 
considering filling out an 
application with us or 
sending resumes hang on to 
them until late 1992,” he 
said. 

Barnes has_ been 
swamped with phone calls 
from engineering firms, 
architectural firms, 
contractors and builders. 

“T’'ll bet at least 20 firms 
have been phoning us about 
our plans in Belleville,” 
says Barnes. “They want to 


make sure they are 
considered before any 
decisions are made.” 


Framework will have to 
be established for the new 


plant before the calling of 
any tenders is issued by the 
soft-drink mogul. 

Waiting for state-of-the- 
art equipment will also 
slow the tendering process. 
Much of the needed 
equipment is not yet 
available to Coke. 

“We are looking to make 
this a state-of-the-art plant 
and we have to make sure 
that we get the latest 
equipment available. Some 
of it isn’t even ready yet 
and we will have to wait 
before we know what will 
be installed at the plant,” he 
said. 

After a year of searching 
for an ideal place to locate, 
Coke is in no hurry to rush 
a good thing. 

A year of searching 
landed Coke on Belleville’s 
doorstep. The landing was 
more than luck, however. 

The key to Coke’s 
decision to locate here is 
Belleville’s central location 
and its easy accessibility to 
U.S. and Canadian markets. 

Barnes explains: “The 
real key factor was 
Belleville’s location.” And 
land, employment, dis- 
tribution-opportunities and 
professional city officials 
helped seal the deal with a 
kiss. 

“David Parker 
(Belleville's industrial 
development director) and 
those with your city worked 
very hard to lure Coke to 
come to Belleville. They 
were better organized than 
most other communities. 
They did a much better job 
enticing us frankly than 
others did,” says Barnes. 
“We bargained hard and 
they did as well — sewer, 
water, roads — a lot of 
things were discussed. 
Belleville was very 
responsive, had things laid 
out very well and were 
quick in responding to our 
enquiries.”

May is Cystic Fibrosis Month in Canada 
and this year, patients with the killer 
disease and their families have something 
to celebrate. 

The disease is incurable and until last 
year had been a mystery. Scientists knew 
it was caused by a defective gene, but had 
no idea which one. Until it could be 
found, no progress could be made towards 
finding a cure or way of dealing with the 
disease, which is invariably fatal. Last

Carolee’s career with his superior and managed to get 
her an increase in pay to $26,900. : 

It was an exciting summer all around. Allan’s wife 
travelled to Europe and his son was at camp. Carolee 
spent two glorious weekends with Allan in the Ross’ home 
in Greenwich. ; 

After that, for reasons known only to the lovers, their 
affair went sour. Allan was still Carolee’s champion at 
the bank, but the bedroom activities abruptly ended. He 
managed to get her salary up to $30,000, but he was 
attempting to divest himself of his former lover. 

In March, 1980, Allan, in conjunction with his superior 
at the bank, reshuffled Carolee’s department, so that she 
was to report to another vice president. When he told 
Carolee of the new arrangement, she was furious. She 


complained to Allan’s 
superior, but received no sup- 
port. Carolee threatened to 
leave the bank. Without hesi- 
tation, she was offered three 
months salary and benefits, 
which would keep her theore- 
tically employed until Oct. 31, 
1980. In addition, she would 
get seven weeks severance 
Pp 


ay. 

Carolee left the bank. Within 
days, a bank official received 
a lawyer’s letter charging that Carolee had been sexually 
harassed. She demanded a much larger remuneration 
package. At the same time, Carolee filed wage dis- 
crimination complaints with the New York Human Rights 
Commission and the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission. The official complaints spelled the end of 
Allan’s career at Chase Manhattan. Four months later, he 
found employment elsewhere. 

On Aug. 12, 1981, Carolee filed a $2.5-million lawsuit 
against Allan Ross and the Chase Manhattan Bank. The 
suit made for titillating reading for New Yorkers, but 
affected the Koster family in a different manner. Charlie 
Koster moved out of the area. His daughter’s sex life was 
being enjoyed by millions. It was hard to take. 


Carolee hired and fired lawyers. Her case dragged on 


for years. It was difficult for her to gain employment. 
Throughout the manv hearings and depositions, Carolee

she would be fired from Chase Manhattan. She denied 
that she and Allan had planned to marry. _ e 

The case dragged through the courts until 1987. Finally, 
Judge Richard Daronco, 56, was to hear the case of Caro- 
lee Koster versus the Chase Manhattan Bank and Allan 
Ross. The judge brought all parties together to try 
and reach an out-of-court settlement. The bank offered 
Carolee $300,000 to drop the case. She turned down the 
offer. 

At the turn of the year, Judge Daronco tried a second 
time to negotiate a settlement. Once more, he failed. 

On March 23, 1988, the sensational case went to trial. 
Mary and Charlie Koster were at their daughter’s side. 
Carolee’s case against Allan was based on his demand for 
sexual favors in return for advancement in position 
and pay. Against the bank, she claimed she didn’t receive 
the same pay as men performing the same duties. In his 
own defense, Allan claimed that his affair with Carolee 
was a mutual thing which in no way was held over 
her head. The bank claimed they knew nothing of the 
affair and that Carolee had been treated as well as any 
employee, male or female. 

n the end, Judge Daronco ruled, ‘‘Theré is not a scin- 

tilla of credible evidence to suggest the affair was 

coerced or unwanted by either party.’’ The judge went 
on: “The plaintiff is responsible for her termination from 
Chase in that she refused to accept management’s con- 
trary assessment and declined the only position available 
at the time for which she was qualified.” All of Carolee’s 
claims were dismissed. 

The Koster family was devastated, especially Charlie. 
That night, he couldn’t sleep. His daughter had been 
painted as the sexual aggressor. The judge’s decision sim- 
ply wasn’t acceptable. 

Next morning, Charlie drove to a cemetery and parked 
his car. He made his way to Judge Daronco’s home in 
Pelham Heights. Charlie was carrying his old .38 Colt 
police revolver. 

Judge Daronco was pruning a maple tree on his front 
lawn. He saw Charlie approaching. Without Saying a 
word, Charlie raised the Colt and fired four times. One 
slug tore into the judge’s chest, spinning him around. The 
second, third and fourth slugs entered the judge’s back 
and thighs. Despite his wounds, Daronco was able to run 
to the kitchen door of his home. As he ran through the 
house, he yelled, “I need help. I need help!’’ Charlie 
Sd was in pursuit. He shouted, “I’m going to get 
, Joan Daronco, the judge’s wife, ran to neighbors, 
imploring them to call an ambulance. Back in the house, 
Judge Richard Daronco lay dead on the floor of his study. 
Charlie Koster then placed his Colt .38 to his temple and 
pulled the trigger. He died instantly.

Skater Brian Orser eyes city radio market

Canadian Olympic skating champion Brian 
Orser wants to repatriate Belleville and area 
radio listeners who tune in regularly to 
American FM rock stations. 


So much, in fact, the 
Olympic silver medalist is 
willing to invest in 
establishing a new FM 
Station in the city of 
Belleville. 

Born in Belleville Dec. 
18, 1961, Orser lived in the 
city until moving to 
Midland, Ontario with his 
family in 1965. 

His father was a salesman 
and delivery man with the 
former Belleville Coca 
Cola distribution plant. 

The move from Belleville 

changed Orser’s life, for it 
was in Midland’s twin city 
Penetang that he would 
meet his skating coach of 
20 years, Doug Leigh. It 
was also in the north that he 
would discover figure 
skating. 
’ Belleville remains, 
however, the place where 
Brian Orser was born and 
raised until the age of four 
With his two sisters and two 
brothers in a four bedroom 
house. 


“Belleville has always 
held a special place in my 
heart — it means a lot to 
me to be able to come back 
to the city in this capacity,” 
said Orser-in an exclusive 
interview with Quinte 
Weekly News last week. 

“This is really new for me 
— it’s very exciting,” said 
Orser, Canada’s most 
accomplished male figure 
skater. “The idea of 
investing in a radio station 
in the city that I was born in 
makes so much sense to 
me.” 

Investing is nothing new 
for Orser, a partner in a pair 
of Cultures restaurant 
franchises. 

Orser, his father Butch, 
and several business 
associates have applied to 
the Canadian Radio 
television Telecom- 
munications Commission 
(CRTC) for a license to 
operate their proposed FM 
Magic 95.5. 

The 100,000 watt station 


would offer contemporary 
rock on a dormant 
frequency assigned to the 
CBC and would transmit 
from a tower 18 miles 
northeast of Belleville. 

Four other applications 
have been submitted to the 
CRTC to establish a new 
FM radio station in the city. 
Application hearings will 
be conducted by the CRTC 
Starting June 11. The 
selection process will take 
three months. 

Pending CRTC approval, 
Orser would act as vice- 
president of the FM station 
in association with 
colleagues Bob Marshall 
and Augustinus 
Sondermeyer of Magic 95.5 
of Burlington. 

The internationally 
renowned figure skater 
noted most Belleville and 
area residents between the 
ages of 18-34 listen to FM 
rock stations in Rochester. 
“My main concern is the 
18-34 age group are leaving 
the country when they tum 
their radios on,” he said. 
“That can’t be good for the 
area. A local youth FM 
Station is important to 
represent the lifestyles and 
concerns of the community. 

“T think it could create a 


better community under- 
standing and involvement 
in the city and area’s 
youth,” said Orser. “First 
we have to get them 
listening. The rest will be 
easy.” 

Orser first 
became involved 
with the station 
proposal through 
his father and 
close friend Bob 
Marshall of 
Magic 95.5 in 
Burlington. 

The concept of 
working at arm’s 
length with a 
radio station in 
his Native 
hometown 
intrigued Orser 
due his growing 
ties with the 
entertainment 
industry and 
media. 

“I have gotten 
to know the media very 
well through my career and 
skating events,” said Orser. 
“I really didn’t have to 
think about it too much. I 
jumped right on the band 
wagon to join the team for 
Magic 95.” 

And continued celebrity 
Status in the entertainment 


industry has granted Orser 
insight into radio and 
television operations. 
“Another reason I jumped 
into the proposal is the fact 
that I am in_ the

entertainment business 
now,” Orser explained to 
Quinte Weekly News 
readers. 

Orser turned professional 
in the fall of 1988 after 
winning the silver medal at 
the Calgary Olympics 
during the famed “Battle of 
the Brians”. He now tours 


with the ice company Stars 
on Ice through the United 
States and Canada. The 
show* is planning a 
Belleville stop-over in the 
fall. 

“My knowledge and 
connections with the 
entertainment industry were 
the first things I thought I 
could contribute to our 
Magic 95.5 team.” said 
Orser. 

A prime example of his 
love for entertainment, he 
fsaid, was his television 
special featuring skating 
Stars Brian Boitano, Toller 
Cranston, other prominent 
skaters and pop band Glass 
Tiger, in December of last 
year. The special ran on the 
CBC network. 

Brian Orser won the 
silver medal at the 1984 
winter Olympics in 
Sarajevo, gaining inter- 
national prominence that 
followed him until the 1988 
Olympics in Calgary. 

Coupled with several 
national championship wins 
and the 1987 world 
championship win, Brian is 
a Canadian hero, known 
around the world for his 
leaps, spins and his 
“Canadian triple Axel”.

Big break close for teen model

Someday teen-model 
Jennifer Hopkins could be 
the face that launched a 
thousand contracts.

What the doctor orders 
isn’t always the best 
medicine — especially when 
seniors are taking as many 
as 18 over-the-counter and 
prescription pills and 
medications a day. 

So says Dr. William 
Seward, a Belleville family 
physician of 20 years, who 
addressed seniors al a 
medication awareness 
seminar May 2 at the 
Hasting-Prince Edward 
Health Unit. 

The aim of the seminar 
was to provide a better 
understanding for seniors of 
the potential hazards of 
prescription and over the 
counter drugs. The seminar 
was sponsored by the Healthy 
Elderly Committee and the 
Sagonaska Kiwanis Club. 

“In traditional modern 
medicine people expect you 
to give them a prescription. 
In the future I want to see 
that form of health care 
changed,” said Seward. “I 
think we, as doctors, should

seniors, who represent only 
11.4 per cent of the 
population. 

“Ninety-seven per cent of 
all seniors use some form 
of drugs, of which, there 
are 8,000 prescriptions 
available,” he said. “Most 
seniors take them because 
the doctor orders a 
prescription for them and 
the pills are free.” 

But he adds: “They are free 
financially, yes...but they are 
not free from side effects.” 

Every drug has as many 
as 20 possible side effects, 
and the risks increase with 
age, the amount of drug 


taken and taking several 
types of prescription drugs 
in combination. 

“The problem is the 
elderly aren’t always able 
to fight the side effects as 
easily as a healthy 20-year- 
old would,” said Seward. 

Physical changes happen 
to people as they grow 
older, putting seniors at 
more of a risk. The kidneys 
and liver, for example, 
can’t rid the body of drug 
residues. The increased 
absorption of drugs 
increases the side effects. 

“Liver and kidney 
functions, some _ Say, 
decrease by one per cent for 
every year after age 40,” 
said Seward. “Seniors also 
have 15 per cent less water 
than younger people and 50 
per cent more body fat.” 

When three types of 
drugs are combined there is 
a 50 per cent chance the 
user will suffer from side 
effects. Combining five 
drugs, there is a subsequent 
100 per cent chance of side 
effects, said Seward. Not 
good news for the average 
senior on medication. 

Studies show the average 
older person in Canada 
takes five prescription 
drugs a day and at least 
three over the counter 
medications. 

Recent studies by the 
Ontario Ministry of Health 
in 1987 showed that 20 per 
cent of geriatric patients 
admitted to hospital were 
treated for adverse drug 
reactions or for taking the

BELLEVILLE — All 
supports and programming 
for seniors must reflect 
their primary desire to 
remain independent and 
live in their own home and 
community as long as 
possible. 

That’s the first and 
keynote recommendation to 
come out of the Hastings 
and Prince Edward Council 
on Aging’s (COA) Needs 
Identification Study. The 
findings and report of. that 
Study are currently 
sweeping the two county 
area in a series of regional 
meetings open to the 
public, seniors in particular, 
for information and 
continued input. ; 

‘The Hastings and Prince 
Edward COA, one of the 
first in the province, is a 
non-profit corporation 
formed in Feb. 1988. Its 
needs study, conducted by 
two firms — Beckett, 
Kitcher Consultants Corp. 
and Critical Issues, was 
funded by the Ontario 
Ministry of Community and 
Social Services. 

Consultants interviewed 
516 seniors across both 
counties, held news forums 
in 14 different 
communities, and 
approached 42 _ key 
informants with specialized 
knowledge for input and

The result is a total of 238 
recommendations, 
summarized by 25 major 
ones to represent a broad, 
consistent consensus. All 
25 of the major directions 
are extensions, to some 
degree of other, of the key 
recommendation 1.

long-term beds, and health 
care facilities, including 
specialist services. Also 
recognized is the need for 
education on the use and 
abuse of medication, and 
co-ordinated care and day 
Car services. 

Home support services 
should be available on a 
Sliding scale based on 
income. Meals on Wheels 
and Meals to Wheels, 
visiting programs, and 
home maintenance and 
repair assistance are all 
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identified as worthy needs. 
In transportation, 
accessibility and volunteer 
networks where there is no 
public transportation 
system are the targets. 


The recreation and leisure 
recommendations focus on 
accessibility too, as well as 
the need to encourage 
healthy lifestyles. 

The COA sees its key 
role as that of “an advocate 
to government and the 
community on issues that 
affect the senior 








population.” 

Accordingly, it calls for 
senior resource/referral 
centres, for regional

freshwater in the world. 

“It is a very significant 
feature here at the park,” he 
asserts. “People from all 
over come to see the 
magnificent dunes.” 

In the late 1800s over- 
grazing by farmers de- 
stabilized the vegetation 
and trees growing on the 
dunes. The remainder was 
only desert until local 
citizens chipped in and 
replanted a few trees and 
vegetation, says Buckholtz. 

The dunes were formed, 
say geologists, when the 
receding ice-age glaciers 
broke down the rocks into 
sand and travelled through 

Lake Ontario. 

Classified as a natural 
environment park, the 
Sandbanks also offers a 
wide variety of activities 
within the park borders. 

“We have interpretive 


programs, visitor services 
centre, aquariums full of 
fish and wildlife of the park 
and we also have kid’s 
programs,” says Buckholtz. 


“The children can learn 


more about the 
environment here at the 
park — sand dunes, their 
formation, vegetation and 
of course the many types of 
wildlife at the Sandbanks.”

The dissolution of limestone here at the retreat of the Ice 
Age left a priceless gem. 

A gem for tourists that is. 

Lake on the Mountain in Prince Edward County offers 
the traveller a unique and picturesque view of the Bay of 
Quinte from atop a 62 meter cliff. A lake several steps 
away offers another quiet setting for a family picnic, or 
short stopover. 

The park site is located on County Road 12just west of 
the Glenora Ferry crossing. 

“Lake on the Mountain is a unique setting that you don’t 
often 

see anywhere else,” says park supersntendent Don 
Buckholtz. “It’s typical of the special feeling we share 
here in Prince Edward County. 

“It’s in the rural atmosphere, is close to water and the 
closeness of history at the site makes it a perfect site to 
see,” he says. 

An old grist mill, established at the base of the cliff in 
the late 1700’s used the Lake on the Mountain for its water 
to grind wheat into flour. 

Old channels diverted the water from the lake over the 
cliff and down into the grist mill for power, says 
Buckholtz. 

Another unique feature of Lake on the Mountain is the 
fact that there is no visible inlet. The 38 metre deep lake is

In summer 
they open up a wide range 
of natural environments for 
exploration.

And large expanses of parkland are host to many special events 
held during the summer, including the Waterfront Festival, Canada 
Day celebrations, the Wiser Series, and Music Box Series. 

“These events draw thousands of people to Belleville every year. 
Visitors can drop in and participate,” she says. 

Cultural opportunities are equally accessible venues in the city 
for the tourist or resident. 

“We have an equally active arts community in the city and area 
that provide s variety of things for people to see and do in the city,” 
says Buck. “People can visit the Belleville Public Library art 
gallery, take in a play at the Pinnacle Playhouse sponsored by the 
Belleville Theatre Guild or visit the Art on the Fence in 
Ameliasburgh, organized by Belleville artisans.”

BELLEVILLE — TWIGG 
would make Quinte “rock 
and rock harder.” And Roy 
Bonisteel (“Man Alive”) 
would help it happen 

Actual redio jargon for a 
Group II station is “Pop and 
Rock Harder,” and TWIGG 
Communications Limited 
Executive Vice President, 
Jim Boyle, says that’s the 
kind of FM programming 
his company will offer if it 
wins a new broadcasting 
licence, currently up for 
consideration by the 
Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC). 

“Our research shows 50 
per cent of the younger 

ple in this area (40 years 

and under) listen to out- of- 
the- marketplace, mostly 
American radio stations,” 
says Boyle. There is no 
rock station here, and he 
suspects other applicants 
will be targeting the same. 

TWIGG owner Tony 
Zwig's father has been 
prominent for some time 
now as a downtown 
Toronto developer, but the 
younger Zwig has shown a 





greater interest in 
communications. He 
currently owns AM and-FM 


stations in London and 
Sarnia. 

Boyle explains the 
Belleville area is growing 
and has a void, both for 
tock lovers and advertisers. 
A new TWIGG station here 
would employ 22 full time 
people among its staff, 
announcers, technicians, 
etc., and two part timers. 

At the helm would be 
Station Vice President and 
General Manager Roy 


Bonisteel, a long time area’

service in Eastminster 
United Church, told the 
large congregation, “We 
were United Empire 
Loyalists. Sidney Township 
is 200 years old now, and 
the Bonisteel family was 
here six years before that.” 

He entered radio 
broadcasting many years ago 
with Quinte Broadcasting 
(CJBQ) of Belleville before 
moving on to other cities. 
Over his 15 year radio career 
he spent the last seven in 
program management before 
taking on “Man Alive” with 
CBC Television. 

He confirms his 
connection with the 
TWIGG application and its 
plans for rock music 
programming. “When 
TWIGG first approached 
me I said I would be 
interested only if it was to 
be a hard rock station. 

“So it will be as close to 
that as we can get without 
moving out of the (Group 
II) category. If we’re going 
to repatriate the young 
listeners from Rochester, 
we're going to have to play 
their music.” 

Certain promises are 
made in licence 
applications that cannot be 
changed once the 
application is “gazetted,” or 
made public. Twigg’s 
include the following: 

1) $12,000 annually to 
generate local interest in 
live “hometown Rock,” and 
to air it. 

2) $11,000 every summer 
for three family “Sundays 
in the Park” to promote and 
air regional artists. 

3) $5,000 annually to 
support local theatre groups 


in the area. 
4) $5,000 annually for a 
Short story contest, 


including publication, along 
with additional air time 
Costs to advertise it. 

5)a weekly half hour 
program for Loyalist College. 

6) $35,000 annually to 
the Belleville Waterfront 
Festival and Folklorama to 
sponsor and stage major 
concerts with big name 
Canadian talent, and air 
time worth $5,000 to 
promote them. 

7) $2,000 to organize two 
“Town Hall” meetings a 
year where local residents 
can speak out and be heard 
on local issues of concern. 

Boyle states TWIGG is 
“environmentally friendly,” 
broadcasting the 
“Earthwatch” feature over 
its London FM station 
seven times a day. That 
program would be brought 
to Belleville 

And the TWIGG 
application will not be in 
competition with Loyalist 
College’s bid for an on 
campus low power station, 
according to Bonisteel. “I 
think there will be a licence 
for both Loyalist and one of 
the other applicants. I don’t 
know of any applicant that 


wouldn’t support the 
college.” 
TWIGG is _ building 


support too. He showed 
letters to the CRTC from 
Sidney Reeve Tom Nobles 
and the Headmaster of 
Albert College. His 
association with the group 
coupled with his well 
known concem for young 
people is behind Albert 
College’s support.

ou've all heard about England’s Great 
Train Robbery and the Brinks Caper in the 
United States. These were individual 
robberies pulled off with singular planning 
and daring, but they were one-time efforts. They 
lacked staying power.

assistance of extensive gambling, they managed to go 
through their share of the loot and returned to the 
US. 

In 1877, Marsh was apprehended while robbing the 
First National Bank in Wellsboro, Pa. He was 
sentenced to 20 years in solitary confinement in 
Eastern Penitentiary in Philadelphia. After serving 
15 years, he was released, a broken man. He died 
years later, living off the charity of friends who liked 
to hear about the time Marsh and his companions 
walked away with $1 million. 

But let's get back to Adam Worth in Liverpool. 
Despite now being a wealthy man, he looked around 
for new worlds to conquer. One day he spotted a 
pawnshop with some nice pieces of jewellery on 
display. Just for fun, he managed to make a wax 
impression of the key to a vault in the store. He and 
Bullard scooped up jewellery valued at 25,000 pounds. 


Bullard met beautiful Kitty Wells, a barmaid in the » 


Washington Hotel. He fell hard and married the girl. 
Together with Adam, they took off for Paris. The 
three partners opened Paris’ first American style 
bar at 2 rue Seriebe. The place was lavishly 
decorated and featured American drinks. Soon Wells’ 
Bar became the ‘‘in” place in the City of Light. 
Americans and Europeans alike flocked to the novel 
establishment and the money rolled in. 

Had our friends turned legitimate at this point in 
their careers, it is possible that they could have 
spent the rest of their lives comfortably in Paris. 
However, Adam, who was now married, simply 
wasn’t built that way. He installed a gambling casino 
on the second floor. Before you could say Mon 
Dieu, police raided the place. Bullard, his wife Kitty, 
Adam and his wife hurriedly took off for. London. 

Bullard and Kitty took a chance on returning to the 
US. It was the wrong move. Bullard was taken into 
custody and sentenced to 20 years imprisonment on 
the old Boylston Bank robbery. After serving several 
years, he escaped and made his way to Canada. The 
old super thief was caught stealing gold chains from 
a jewellery shop showcase in Toronto. He spent 
several years in Kingston Penitentiary before being 
released. Bullard died in poverty. 

In the 1870s and ’80s, Adam continued to live well 
and steal big. Occasj nally he financed a robbery 
while not actually king part. All the top crooks of 
his time knew thét if anything went wrong, Adam 
Worth would do his utmost to secure their freedom. 
He gained the admiration of his fellow thieves and 
the respect of the law enforcement agencies 
attempting to gather evidence against him.

Worth’s most infamous heist was his theft of 
Gainsboroushta portrait of the Duchess of 
Devonshire. At the time, the Gainsborough was the 
most valuable work ever painted by an English 
artist. It was on display at Agnew and Co., an art

"On the att of May 26, 1876, the theft was 
discovered. The caper caused a sensation. The 
painting itself was too hot too handle. Adam didn’t 
need cash. He held on to the painting for 25 years. 

From his palatial home in England, where his wife 
and children lived the genteel life, Adam Worth made 
forays around the world, pulling off daring robberies. 
Together with trusted gang members, he relieved an 
express train travelling between Calais and Paris of 
700,000 francs in Egyptian and Spanish bonds. : 

Adam owned his own yacht, the Shamrock, which 
had a crew of 20. He owned several race horses and 
led a lifestyle only equalled by lords and ladies _ 
of the times. Yet, Adam never tired of the stealing 
game and the lure of the chase. By this time, law 
enforcement agencies of several countries knew the 
identity of the master thief. Still, they could not put 
him away. 

Now an extremely wealthy man, he could have 
quit, but something drove him to-continue his 
dangerous profession. In Liege, Belgium, Adam 
Worth, for the first time in his life, slipped up. He 
was apprehended while robbing a bank and sentenced 
to seven years in prison. It was his first and only 
time spent behind bars. 

Adam was released from prison in poor health. 
Much of his wealth had been spent to keep him in the 
necessities of life while in prison. William A. 
Pinkerton, head of the famed Pinkerton Detective 
Agency, was sure that it was Adam Worth who had ~ | 
the Gainsborough portrait. He sent a representative | 
to speak to Adam. The representative convinced- 
Adam to meet with Pinkerton in Chicago. val 

In January 1899, the fabled detective met with’ the 
equally famous thief. The two men had met years 
before when Pinkerton travelled to England to 
investigate one of Adam’s American bank robberies. 
After pleasantries, Adam explained that he would 
return the Gainsborough in exchange for a certain 
amount of cash and the Pinkerton Agency’s 
guarantee that no one would ever be punished for the 
theft, nor would his name be made public until after. 
his death. In return, the Agnew art gallery could 
send a representative to have the Gainsborough 
authenticated. 

Pinkerton explained that the deal would take some 
time to complete because he couldn’t make 
guarantees for Scotland Yard. In actual fact, it took 
a year of negotiations until the deal was 
consummated. Adam gave up the Gainsborough after 
having it in his possession for 25 years. 

During the last year of his life, Adam, broken in 
health, lived quietly with his wife and two children in 
England. The famed thief, now 58, corresponded 
frequently with William Pinkerton, the man who had 
tried and failed to put him behind bars. The two 
men became dear friends. 

On Jan. 8, 1902, Adam’s private nurse found him 
dead in his bedroom. He left word with his son to 
notify his friend William Pinkerton of his death and 
to send Pinkerton a private sealed note. The note 
received by Pinkerton outlined instructions on how a 
parcel could be retrieved. The parcel contained 
money which was to be used for his two children, 
who never knew that their father, ‘“‘The Man who 
Ser the Gainsborough,” was the greatest thief of 
a ime.

The Editor: 

I am writing to express a 
yiew in response to your 
article “Poorly planned 


growth = ae hurts 
municipalities . eas 
The article, which 


devotes most of its content 
to quoting John Mansfield, 
president of the Ontario 
Homebuilders Association 
(OHB), deals with the 
problem of poor planning 
for future growth and the 
difficulty that poses for 


municipalities. 7 
One section is 
particularly noteworthy, and 


| quote: “Growth is going 
to occur. In order for it to 
be meaningful and 
benefitting for a community 
we have to learn to manage 
it. That means we’re going 
to haye to say, for example, 
our city is going to have 
5,000 people over the next 
five to ten years. We will 
then have to ask if we ave 
enough water, enough space 
and land for industry, for 
housing. If we don’t have 
those things we had better 
start looking at how we will 
provide them and where 
they will be located.” 

There are many important 
observations contained in 
those statements, except for 
the most critical ones, 
which should be answered 


first. 
The focus of Mr. 
Mansfields observations are 


very understandable. He is 

a builder and derives his 

living from constantly 

building more and more 
buildings of one sort or 
another, 

But the question that 
needs an answer is not 
where the buildings should 
go or whether or not we can 
serve the but whether we 
should have them at all. 

Why must it always be 
assumed that continuous 
growth is good, for it is not! 
There is some evidence that 
if the rate at which we are 
consuming our resources is 
to continue then the whole 
world will only support 
about 250 million people, 
or the population of North 
America. Even the most 
self centred of North 
Americans would not 
Presume to suggest that 
such a solution to the 
environmental problem 
would be acceptable. Even 
if that estimate is in error 
by 100 percent - even 200 
Percent - the significance is 
very clear indeed: things 
must change. ; 

Therefore how can one 
Support Mr. Mansfields 
Conclusion: “Some say to 
me “growth is bad’. Let me 
tell you, if you think growth 
is bad, try having no growth 
for awhile. No growth 

means the community just 
basically stagnates. They 
don’t go forward, they go 
backwards.” 

That statement reflects a 
lack of appreciation for the 
impact that growth has had 
On the environment and that 


quality of life is mainly 
dependent on a super- 
abundance of material goods. 

Such Statements are 
misleading because they 
address only a very small 
part of the problem. Let us 
look at the problem more 
broadly. While Belleville 
may have an increase of 
only 5,000 people, Toronto 
will have to absorb 
somewhere around 100,000 
each year, or a total of 
500,00 to 1 million, 
because as we all know, 
they receive the majority of 
the immigrants each -year. 
With a quota of 160,000 per 
year, that share for Toronto 
and immediate area is not 
unrealistic. 

Toronto is already having 
an impact on the local area. 
What will a million more 
do? 

At this time perhaps the 
most significant sign of 
future impact is the 
probable water pollution 
resulting from metro 
garbage dumped in the 
mine immediately north of 
Belleville. When the Bay of 
Quinte is polluted via the 
Moira to the point of no 
return how will we feel 
about growth then? 

The whole question of the 
environment must be 
addressed now, not later. 
What level of growth can 
we have 


Does anyone know? 


without 
environmental damage? 


Reason? Simply this, the 
services for industry and 
housing have always been 
passed on to the existing 
residents and not paid for 
by the newcomers. 

What concessions were 
made to Sears? Do you 
know? Of course they will 
pay a large amount in taxes, 
but will it make up for the 
increase in public debt that 
will be financed over the 
next 25 to 30 years at 
exorbitant interest rates? 

Of course the proponents 
of Never-ending growth will 
raise the question of jobs 
lost if growth stops. 
Certainly some jobs will be 
lost but others can be 
gained. Perhaps the money 
spent on immigration could 
be diverted to building 

decent housing for the 
homeless and the money 
spent On interest could go 
towards feeding those who 
are hungry, the many 
children that go school each 
day without food. Both can 
be found in _ every 
community in the land. 

Perhaps more small 
industry would develop in 
the area. After all, do we 
really need to import 
cookies from the Maritimes 
or salad dressing from 
Montreal, or chicken feed 
from the West or chickens 

from the USA? Perhaps the 

401 would become fit to 

drive on again if many of 

the trucks were to disappear 


Of course thereisnoneed from what is a totally

sustainable growth, that is 
to say, we cut our 


we can 


consumption of resources 
to the point where we 
replace them at the same 
rate. We are far from that 
now. 

Can we accept the 
responsibility of risking our 
children’s future because 
we are destroying faster 
than we replace? That is 
more of the same attitude 
that we have shown these 
past 50 years. 

We cannot have an “Earth 
Day” once per year, it must 
be every day. Ask yourself 
this question “Do we need 
more people in the area to 
make it a good place to 
live?” Keep in mind that 
more people will mean 
higher land and housing 
costs, more housing on 
agricultural land, more 
garbage to handle, more 
demand on the water 
supplies, more chemicals, 
many more cars spilling 
carbon monoxide into the 
air, more acid rain from 
hydro stations or more 
nuclear power plants. In 
other words, more of the same. 

The other aspect of 
growth that is worthy of 
some one is ay 
financial side. How man 
times have you heard it said 
that we need growth to 
increase the tax base? 

But have you ever 
the taxes to go down as a 
result? You have not!

We all say we are 
concerned about the 
environment, and certainly 
many are. But to what 
extent are we prepared to 
go to protect it.

Finders of a shipwreck believed to be the 
British schooner HMS Speedy are hitting Lake 
Ontario waters this week to survey debris and 
articles of what may be Canada’s most historical 
shipwreck ever found. 

HMS Speedy sank in an unforgiving storm in 
1804 near what is now Presqu'ile Park. Several 
top-ranking government officials died when the 
Speedy disappeared from sight, never to be seen 
again 

Ed Burtt, president of Ocean Scan Systems 
and co-finder of the wreck, says bad weather in 
the past two weeks has hampered efforts by his 
firm to start invesUgative work on the site. 

“This week we Expect LO get out to the site in 


one shape or another,” Says Burtt. “We have to 
get our systems set up to Survey the site for 
academic records,”

Speedy’'s captain thought ship unseaworthy

The project’s technical 
director estimates the debris 
from the HMS Speedy is 
scattered over a four-and-a- 
half mile distance. 

The majority of articles 
and wreckage are confined, 
however, to a 4,000 foot 
long stretch of lake bottom 
approximately 600 to 700 
feet wide. 

“When the HMS Speedy 
broke up in the storm it 
dumped a lot of stuff into 
the water. The. current 
would have then scattered it 
along the lake bottom for 
several miles,” Burtt says. 

Burtt and his colleagues 
speculate HMS Speedy hit 
a pinnacle known as 
“Devil’s Horseblock” eight 
inches below the surface 
and 40 feet wide 
approximately four miles 
off-shore of Presqu'ile. 

When the ship hit the 
pinnacle in the black of 
night, everything on the 
ship would have jarred lose. 

“If it was sailing along at 
full speed and hit the 
pinnacle the masts would 
have snapped and 
everything would have 


including the anchor,” says 
Burtt. 

Deep anchor drag lines at 
the lake bottom near the 
wreckage of HMS Speedy 
lend credence to Burtt’s 
theory. - 

“In a storm there is no 
way a sensible captain 


the water — it must have 
been knocked loose and 
into the water,” he says. 
And with a sinking ship 
on his hands, the ship's 
captain, Lieut. Paxton, 
would have tried to run for 
shore and ground it. Lake

The Devil’s Horseblock 
was a well-known danger 
in Presqu'ile waters, says 
Burtt, and HMS Speedy 
captain Paxton would have 


The seasoned captain was 
blown off course by a 
windshift to the northeast. 
The captain could not steer 
the ship into the harbour 
due to the fierce wind. 

And coupled with a black 
night, a winter snow storm 
and no visible lights on 
shore as beacons, the ship's 
fate was sealed the night of 
Oct. 4, 1804. 

Records show Paxton 
fired the starboard cannon 
to alert people on Salt Point 
shore of his need for a 
beacon light. 

The last four miles of the 
journey for the HMS 
Speedy would have proved 
to be the most dangerous — 
area waters contain shoals 
and protnuding pinnacles. 

Many schooners made 
the voyage through the 
Presqu ile waters, 
delivering salt to a wooden 
dock at the proposed 
District Town of Newcastle, 


now Presqu'ile Park. 
The proposed town, at the 
time, boasted a large 


building containing the 
tavern, hotel and 
courthouse. 

The courthouse was 
expecting HMS Speedy 


General Robert Gray, High 
Constable Fisk, several 
high-ranking government 
officials and native Indian 
Ogetonicut. 

They were en-route to the 
proposed town to partake in 
the trial of Ogetonicut, 
charged with the murder of 
a trader. 

HMS Speedy left York 
left York Oct. 7 in the midst 
of a light snowfall after 
being chosen as the 
government vessel for the 
trip to Presqu'ile. 

Paxton was reluctant to 
command the ship, since 
HMS Speedy 
considered unseaworthy 
and suffered from dry- rot 

Strong pressure from 
Governor Hunter forced 
him to command the ship 
due to Paxton’s knowledge 
of the dangerous Presqu'ile 
walers. 

As many as 20 people 
died when the HMS Speedy 
broke up in rough Lake 
Ontario waters. Six copies 
of the provincial statutes 
went to the bottom also.

Belleville is 
the ninth district to receive 
the system out of 16 
provincial districts. 

All districts are slated for 
system implementation by 
spring of 1992. 

Two new 1-800 phone

The new number for 
callers requiring police 
assistance is 1-800-267-

“It’s going to make the 
job a lot easier now — we 
will be able to get back to 
the job of dispatcher and 
not have to worry as much 
about the paperwork," he 
says. 

A computer screen 
defines for each dispatcher 
the whereabouts and 
availability of each police 
officer on duty. Details 
such as times, priority. and 
comments, are recorded in 
digital form and sent to 
each detachment the 
following day for filing. 

As cruisers are 
dispatched, police officers 


push cifferent buttons for 


relay to the comcentre to 
inform the dispatcher if he 
is enroute, at the scene, 
available, etc. 

There is no room for 
error in the system, said 
Moore. 

“Once we have assigned 
an officer to an occurrence 
the business must be 
finished and an occurrence 
report filed or the machine 
will not let us go home,” 
Moore said. “We have to 
clear any outstanding 
occurrences for the day.” 

And the likelihood of 
occurrence reports getting 
misplaced is greatly 
reduced now that all are 
recorded digitally on the $5 
million computer 
equipment. 

“We can’t lose an 
occurrence report now,

Many changes have been made 
in lacrosse since its official 
evolution on Dominion Day, 1867, 
when Parliament proclaimed it the 
national sport of the Dominion. It 
was also on Dominion Day that the 
Dominion Lacrosse Title was 
fittingly won by the Caughnawaga 
3-2 over the Montreai Lacrosse 
Club. 

Today the sticks still clash and 
the mud still flies on the fields of 
Albert College in Belleville, the 
city's only high school lacrosse 
team. The only way they can get 
competition is to invite it here to 





their annual Women's Field 
Lacrosse Tournament, which was 
held on April 25. 

Jean Acton, head coach of the 
Albert College varsity and junior 
varsity teams, said that Albert 
College is the only school in the 
Bay of Quinte area with a women's 
field lacrosse team, which is why 
their nearest opponents are in 
Ajax, Mississauga and Port Perry. 

Acton said also that men's and 
women's organized field lacrosse 
only began in Canada around 
1980. 

Canadian high schools started 
organized field lacrosse around 
1985, so it relatively new, although 
there are scholarships offered to 
Canadian players by American 
colleges, suggesting there is a 
quality game being played. 

Ontario team coach, Barb Boyes, 
said there are several differences

between men's and women's field 
lacrosse. Women can play 
anywhere on the field, unlike men 
who have restraining lined on their 
field. There is also no contact in 
women's field lacrosse, unlike the 
men's game again. 

In men's field lacrosse you are 
required to wear protective 
equipment and use a stick with no 
pocket depth restriction, unlike 
women who don't wear equipment 
and must have a pocket depth on 
their stick no deeper than half the 
ball width, Boyes said. 

Boyes said also that because 
there are no boundaries in the 
women's game there are less 
whistles and stoppage of play, 
providing for a more flowing and 
speedier game than the men's 
game. 

Acton pointed out that field 
conditions are not usually as bad as 
they were the day of the 
tournament. Because of the mud, 
the flow and speed of the game 
was slowed down, but all the teams 
still enjoyed themselves.

BELLEVILLE — Dr. 
Cope Schwenger of 
Toronto sees suicide among 
the aged on the rise, but 
wonders openly if it’s all 
that disturbing. 

As guest speaker at the 
tenth Community Care 
annual meeting, the 
University of Toronto 
professor of gerontology 
pointed out that in Ontano, 
“We have the longest 
longevity of any country in 
the world.” Then he asked, 
“But what’s the quality? 
Are they good years?” 

Schwenger sees a great 
deal of money being spent 
to keep people “just living." 
In particular, he said last 
week, the time people 
spend in a hospital before

dying can be “very, very 
expensive.” But he also 
recognized, “None of us 
want the technologized 
living death.” 

He suspects our attitudes 
toward suicide and 
euthanasia are changing, 
and that we are looking 
upon these more favourably 
now. 

“The numbers (of 
suicides) aren’t great, but 
the rates are very high.” He 


attributed them in late old 
age not only to the fear of 
living death but also to loss 
— of spouses, friends, 
health, jobs, independence, 
etc -- and to loneliness. 
“The elderly male widow 
is particularly lonely,” 
Schwenger observed. “He 
doesn’t know how to look 
after himself day to day.” 
The professor also 
blasted government 
promises as worthless. He

social services, and housing 
initiatives for the aged. But 
when the budget finally 
came out last month, it 
offered only $50 million, 
with further promises of 
$500 or $600 million over 
the next five years. 

“The Minister 
Deputy Minister of Health 
were simply unable to keep 
hospital costs undér 
control,” he explained. 
Acute care for sick and 
injured of all ages, and 
doctors bills are a heavy 
drain on the health system.

Lake trout making acomeback

John Casselman has good 
news for lake trout sports 
fishermen. 

He says the netting of two 
native yearling juvenile 
lake trout caught in Lake 
Ontario’s eastern basin 
could mean lake trout are 
reproducing naturally 
again. 

Casselman, as senior 
scientist of the Glenora 
Fisheries Research Station, 
has been studying the lake 
trout. The two fish were 
caught last year during 
experimental netting by 
Glenora MNR staff. 

Ministry of Natural 
Resources have stockpiled 
lake trout since the mid 
1940s when the native Lake 
Ontario fish virtually 
disappeared due to over- 
fishing and predatory 
lampreys. 

“This is very exciting for 
us,” said Casselman at a 
May 16 meeting of the 
Central Lake Ontario 
Sport’s Association. “This 
means we may have 
realized another stage in the 
rehabilitation of a natural 
fish.” 

And the discovery of the 
two fish could also mean 
Lake Ontario is moving 
towards rehabiliation —

lake trout, for example, are 
reporducing on their own. 

“This is a good sign that 
the Eastern Basin of Lake 

Ontario is improving it’s 
water quality and that the 
conditions are adequate 
enough to sustain natural 
lake trout," he said. 

As many as 1 million six 
to eight inch lake trout are 
released into Lake Ontario 
waters every year, says 
Casselman. 

“Heavy stocking started 
in the mid 1970s. We 
figured that it would take a 
couple of generations to 
Start producing naturally,” 
says Casselman. 

He estimates 300,000 
female lake trout capable of 
reproducing are in Lake 
Ontario. Research still 
needs to be done on why 
they are not reproducing 
naturally. 

“We have always thought 
that if we stock enough fish 
there will be enough older 
ones over a period of time 
that will start reproducing," 
he said. 

A benefit of fish naturally 
producing their own young 
is a reduced stocking cost 
to the Ministry of Natural 
Resources. 

And an increase in lake 
trout numbers would not 
affect other fish species in 
the lake such as freshwater 
salmon.

BELLEVILLE = 
Boomerang is the 1990s. 
Hard-driving, bluesy metal 
with a party-till-you-drop 
attitude. If you can’t get 
into it you better duck, 
‘cause Boomerang will 
come right back. 

So wams their press kit, 
yet all but a small crowd of 
regulars on hand at The 
Docter’s last Tuesday, May 

15, will have to wait ‘till 
they come back for a first 
taste. 

They breezed through 
Belleville from _ their 
hometown, Kemptville, on 
very short notice. Too short 
for any pre-publicity. 

That, combined with 
customary reluctance on the 
part of pub patrons to 
spend prior to a long 
weekend, left Boomerang 
performing in front of an 
audience they’d just as soon 
forget. 

Pity! It’s a good act, but it 
needs good audience. 

At 19, vocalist Daniel 
Borwin is the youngest in 
the group, but he’s been 
doing clubs since he was 
12. His father played night 
spots with Anne Murray 
before she made it big, but 
gave up on hes because. he 
didn’t think’ Ste Was going 
anywhere. “~* 

Guitarist Darren Boyd 
turned 21 the day they were 
in Belleville.  T.O. 
VanEgten, bass, will be 22 
in July. And drummer Rikki 
Fox, barely 23, is the old 
man of the group. 

Despite their youth, 


they’ve been together since ‘ 


1986, when they started a 
band called Purgatory. 
Under that name, they 
produced their first demo 
tape, “Young Offenders.” 
Technical shortcomings 
aside, it outsold “Guns ‘n 
Roses” in their home town. 

Last year Purgatory did 
Supporting gigs with Lee 
Aaron, Girlschool, XYZ 
and Brighton Rock. Then 
with all the flare for 
Offensive language ex- 
pected of headbangers, they 
changed their name to 
Gangbang. 

“Tt didn’t hurt our image 
at all,” says Borwin. “We 
kept getting all sorts of fan 
mail.” But in the aftermath 
of the 14 female students 
Slain at the University of 
Montreal, they decided to 
distance themselves from: 
any possible connotations, 
and adopted Boomerang. 

Borwin was quoted in the 
May issue of the prestigious 
U.S. trade magazine, Metal 
Edge: “We don’t want to 
hurt anyone. We just want 
to party, kick ass, and let 

‘millions of people hear our 
music.” As Gangbang, they 
had just been highlighted in 
the April edition of the 
Same magazine, too. 

Boomerang isn’t thrash, 
to the chagrin of rock fans 
with that kind of tunnel 
hearing. Drummer Foxx 





They’ve already received 
over 600 fan letters, most 
from the eastern states. But 
their agent, Daniel Savoie, 
points out they have letters 
from the west coast as well, 
especially California, and 
from as far away as 
Sweden, Holland, Greece 
and Malaysia.

The Orsinis purchased a 
large home on Pontiac 

Drive in North Little Rock 
From that moment on, they 
were house poor. They not 
only. had a hefty mortgage 
to carry, but were strapped 
with large furniture pay- 
ments. All their troubles were dwarfed by 
the events which occurred on the night of 
Wed., March 11, 1981! 

On that night, Ron went to bed alone. 
Lee fell asleep with Tiffany, who was ill. 
It was close to midnight when the sound 
of a shot broke the still night air. Some 
inconsiderate person had blown Ron’s 
brains all over the bedroom 

Next morning, Lee discovered her hus- 
band’s body and called police. Ron had 
been killed by a .38 calibre bullet fired 
from a pistol which had been placed 
against his head. He was asleep when he 
was murdered 
Police studied the bed carefully. It 
appeared from the indentations that 
someone had slept beside Ron, although 
i that she had fallen asleep 
bedroom. The murder weapon 
was never found, but police learned Ron 
had reported his .38 calibre pistol stolen 
from his truck some time earlier. The 















ng had been stolen. Fortunately for 
Ron had insurance which paid off 
the mortgage on the house 

Understandably, Lee Orsini was a 

{ suspect in her husband’s murder. She 
ed well known Little Rock lawyer 
McArthur, advising him that she 

ught her husband had become involved 
in drug dealing. She called on McArthur 
often, telling him that her house was 
being watched and of other suspicious 
activities directed toward her. McArthur 
probably believed his new client, but 
couldn’t understand how Lee had not 
heard the shot which had taken her hus- 
band’s life 

Lee Orsini seemed to bask in the celeb- 
rity status which her husband’s death 
had thrust upon her. When the media 
tired of writing about her, she would 
come up with another choice bit of 
intrigue. Once she claimed she saw men 
leaving her house with plastic bags of a 
white powdery substance 

After investigating the Orsini murder. a 
Grand Jury returned a verdict of “no true 
bill”, which meant Lee would not be tried 
for murder 

A year later, the Orsini case had been 
dropped from the front pages of the Little 
Rock newspapers. Other crimes and 
world events had supplanted the killing. 
Still, there were many who felt that Lee 
Orsini had succeeded in getting away with 
murder 

On Friday, July 2, 1982, two men called 
at the home of lawyer Bill McArthur. 
They knew that Bill’s wife Alice would be 
j at home alone. Alice peered out a win- 

dow. She saw a man with a bouquet 
of flowers and a clip board. 

Alice was careful about strangers, and 
with good reason. Weeks earlier, when 
she had jumped into her Olds Cutlass and 
turned on the ignition, the car had blown 
up. She had been lucky to escape with 
only minor scratches to her legs. Police

The identity of the bomber was a mys- 
tery. In conjunction with his law practise, 
Bill McArthur was part owner of a west- 
ern style bar in town. No doubt he had 
enemies and the bomb could have been 
intended for him. 4 

Alice opened the door. It was a mis- 
take. Maybe she ran the moment the man 
gave her the bouquet and reached into his 
pocket. As she ran, a shot whizzed past 
her head. Alice made it to an upstairs 
closet with the stranger in pursuit. She 
knew her husband kept a gun inthe closet 
somewhere. She groped frantically for the 
weapon, but it was no use. The gunman 
had caught up to her. Another shot 
missed, but a third found its mark. Alice 
McArthur fell dead in her upstairs 
bedroom closet 

When Bill McArthur arrived home that 


| afternoon, he found the family dog out- 


side. The door to the house was open. He 
couldn’t locate Alice. He called one of 
Alice’s girlfriends, Anita Prather, but 
Alice wasn’t there. Bill called police. 
Anita arrived at the house around the 
same time as Patrolman Robert McNeely. 


| While Bill was explaining his wife’s 


absence, Anita strolled through the house. 
It was she who found her friend’s body in 


| the upstairs closet. 


Bill McArthur was devastated at his 
wife’s death. Who would do such a thing? 
There was talk that a rival bar owner 
might be responsible, but nothing of a 
tangible nature developed from this 
avenue of investigation. 

While Alice McArthur’s murder occu- 
pied the front pages of the two Little 
Rock newspapers, a small time criminal, 
Yankee Hall, inquired of his acquaint- 
ance, Forrest Parkman, if the police had 
any clues to the murder. Forrest Park- 
man was a member of the Little Rock 
Police Department. 

The bouquet of flowers left at the scene 
of the crime had been traced to a local 
flower shop. The woman who had sold the 
flowers gave police a detailed description 
of her customer. Parkman immediately 
thought the description fit Yankee Hall. 
That same day, police received an anony- 
mous phone call informing them that a 
man named Larry McClendon was the 
mieeer man in the Alice McArthur mur- 

er 


Yankee Hall was nervous. He asked 
another police officer if police would have 
enough evidence for a conviction if they 
located the man who had purchased the 
flowers. When he received an affirmative 
answer, he inquired if the man would get 
life or be executed. Hall had good reason 
to be apprehensive. He had spent one 
year in prison on a cocaine dealing 
charge and was out on parole. He feared 


being sent back to prison, but he feared 
death even more.

Little Rock detectives played on his 
fear. They told him that they had found a 
small card attached to the bouquet. On 
it were printed the words, ‘‘Have a Nice 
Day’’. They let him know that the police 
lab was endeavouring to lift a fingerprint 
from the card. The only reason the card 
hadn’t been checked earlier was because 
the lab had been closed for the weekend. 

Yankee Hall was held for questioning 
and later charged with the murder of 
Alice McArthur. A flower shop employee 
picked him out of a lineup as the man 
who had purchased the bouquet found at 
the crime scene. Two of his fingerprints 
were found on the incriminating card. 

Faced with this evidence, Hall con- 
fessed. He and Larry McClendon had 
been hired by Lee Orsini to kill Alice 
McArthur. He believed she had been com- 
missioned by Bill McArthur to do the job. 

During the course of the multi pronged 
police investigation, officers learned that 
Lee Orsini had solicited a friend to make 
the anonymous call to police naming 
McClendon as the killer. She, too, was 
oe into custody and charged with mur- 

er. 

Only Bill McArthur was able to prove 
himself devoid of any guilty knowledge 
concerning his wife’s murder. He was not 
romantically involved with anyone and 
had nothing to gain from Alice’s death. 
McArthur was exonerated only after 
being arrested and investigated by a 
Grand Jury. 

In return for his confession and a guilty 
plea, Yankee Hall was assured by the 
state that he would receive a life sen- 
tence. He revealed how he and Lee Orsini 
had been responsible for lanting the 
bomb in an attempt to kill Alice. Lee had 


told him that McArthur would pay them 


$20,000 to do the job, which would be

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enough money to set them up in the 
cocaine dealing business. 

On the day Alice McArthur was shot, 
Hall was waiting beside the car. When he 
heard the shols, he walked up to the front 
door. He was met by Larry McClendon 
and frantically asked Larry what had 
happened. Larry replied, “‘Let’s go, let’s 
go.’’ The two men dashed from the house. 

McClendon had panicked and had left © 
the bouquet behind, although he had strict 
instructions to take the flowers with him 
when he left the house. That’s what made 
Hall so nervous after the murder. He 
knew there was a good chance his finger- 
prints were on the card attached to the 
bouquet. 

An Arkansas jury deliberated eight 
hours before finding Lee Orsini guilty of 
capital murder. She was sentenced to life 
imprisonment without possibility of 
parole. Only a gubernatorial pardon can 
save her from spending the rest of her 
life in prison. 

Larry McClendon was found guilty of 
murdering Alice McArthur. Larry was out 
of prison on parole at the time of the 
murder. Now he must complete his origi- 
nal sentence of 31 years imprisonment. 
He was sentenced to another 20 years 
confinement for the McArthur murder. In 
all, McClendon stands to serve a total of 
51 years in prison. 

Yankee Hall, who is not eligible for 
parole, is serving his life sentence in an 
Arkansas prison. He works as a barber 
in the institution. 

Bill McArthur has been married, 
divorced and remarried since Alice’s 
murder. He continues to practise law.

BELLEVILLE — St. 


Lawrence Broadcasting 
Company Ltd. wants to 
bring “an unparalleled track 
record” to Belleville. 

And so does Loyalist 
College radio teacher Steve 
Bolton. 

Bolton, of course, has 
been here for a while 
already. He’s a graduate of 
the old King George 
School, of Quinte 
Secondary School, of 
Trenton High School 
(Grade 13) and of Loyalist 
College. And his wife, nee 
Jennifer Webb (ULE.), is a 
sixth generation direct 
descendant of Capt. John 
Meyers. 

The various bidders for a 
new FM _ broadcasting 
licence in Belleville feel it’s 
important to establish a 
strong local connection. 
Hence previous applicants 
profiled already by the 














Quinte Weekly News have 
recruited the likes of 
Olympic skater Brian Orser, 
born in Belleville, and 
“Man Alive,” Sidney 
resident Roy Bonisteel. 
While Bolton may lack 
the national recognition of 
of his competing “figure 
heads,” he comes with a 
wealth of radio experience, 
particularly with Toronto’s 
CHUM network. 
He’s been an announcer, 
program and promotion 
director, station manager, 
and network manager for 
-all seven. of CHUM’s 
Stations in Newfoundland. 
He’s also been involved 
with starting stations from 
scratch before, in St. John’s 
and Brockville. 

Bolton would take an

from Loyalist should St. 
Lawrence win the bid. 

He and corporate Vice 
President and General 
Manager, John Wright were 
in town Thursday to 
highlight details of the St. 
Lawrence committment. 

Like the two previously 
reported, St. Lawrence 
would make the station 
Group II under Canadian 
Radio-television and 
Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC) 
regulations — “Pop and 
Rock Harder.” 

CIGL, Belleville’s only 
FM station to date, is Group 
I — “Pop and Rock Softer.” 

Bolton points out WPXY 
Rochester holds nine to ten 
points of the listening share 
in the Quinte region, and 
ranks fourth among stations 


tuned in, mainly because of 
the younger crowd (18-34), 
whose music is not being 
played by area stations. 
Belleville’s CJBQ (AM) is 
first with 24 points, its 
affiliate CIGL attracts 14 
points, and CJTN (AM) in 
Trenton ranks third with 13. 

The goal of all five 
bidders seems to be 
“repatriation” of younger 
listeners from the U.S. 
market of Rochester. Those 
not proposing a Group II 
Station are going for Group 
IV — “Other,” which 
would also permit hard rock 
programming. 

Wright says community 
relations, a regional 
network, and St. 
Lawrence’s track record are 
what his company have to 
offer. 

Community relations 
would include work and co- 
operation with non-profit 
organizations and service 
Clubs, fund raising, and so 
on. They would also 


promote and develop local 
talent through free air time 
and regional exposure. 

The regional network 
would be a clear bonus for 
the Quinte Region should 
St. Lawrence win the bid. 
Wright sees Belleville, 
Kingston and Brockville, 
all with common concerns 
like waterfronts, boating 
facilities, pollution, tour- 
ism, economic develop- 


ment, etc., linked for 
mutual support and 
exchange through a 


regional radio version of 
“The Journal.” 


The emerging mini 
network’s track record is 
enviable: 

OQ CKLC (AM) in 
Kingston was “Station of 
the Year” in 1988, 


according to the Central 
Canadian Broadcasters’ 
Association. 

Q CJFR (AM) _ in 
Brockville was among the 
pioneers of radio in Eastern 
Ontario, signing on in 1926. 


M bidder sees regional linkage 


 CHXL (FM) in 
Brockville successfully 
repatriated listeners from 
what Bolton called “an 
automated juke box” in 
America. “This is radio 
listening which once went 
south of the border. We 
successfully compete with 


unregulated American 
signals, and we're 
winning,” he says. 

A Group II station 


doesn’t play the hardest of 
rock. 

“We would be a rock 
station,” says Bolton, “not 
easy listening. But we 
wouldn’t be metal. We'd 
play contemporaries like 
The Pretenders, Alana 
Myles and Brian Adams 
and seasoned standards like 
The Stones and The Who.” 

Their station d 
punch out 25,000 watts and 
have a radius of 40 miles. It 
would employ 21 full time 
transmitting from the CBC 
tower already in existence 
at Read,north of Deseronto.

anada’'s last prime minister 


We were talking to John (G.) Smith the other day out on 
the sixth concession and he's getting worried about all this 
separatist sentiment. Seems his neighbour just below the 
back forty is starting to make rumbling noises about 
leaving Canada, which would leave John's 240 acre farm 
as all that is left of Canada and John isn't sure if his kids 
will want to keep the farm going after he retires and he 
isn't sure he wants to sell Canada to some foreign 
developer who will put a subdivision on it 

"All this talk about 
separation is getting out 
of hand," he said in an 
interview at a bar in the 
village just a half mile 
past the Canadian border 
where it runs through 
John's fence line. 

First it was Quebec, 
then the west and then B.C. Most of Ontario went in the 
referendum of ‘98 except for some townships in Eastern 
Ontario and now John and his neighbour are the only ones 
left. 

"He can't leave," John grumbled. "Think of the economic 
implications. He only has 120 acres and how could he 
possibly make it on his own without me here to help him 
out. 

"Of course," he went on, "ol' Jean is getting more than 
his share of transfer payments. Last year alone, I shipped 





him 250,000 gallons of milk and he shipped me only 
200,000. I think it's time he realized how lucky he is to be 
part of Canada.” 

We sympathized and ordered another bottle of Labatt's 
Classic Light Dry with guaranteed no aftertaste, foretaste 
or in-between taste. "Beer just isn't what it used to be since 
it all went American in '96," we grumbled. 

Which made it harder to stop the separatist movement in 
Canada. And separatism became an avalanche in '97 when 
Hockey Night in Canada changed its name under pressure 
from the now-American beer sponsors. "Follow the suds 
south,” was the theme of the ‘98 separatist referendum in 
Ontano. 

"And I don't understand why Jean wants bilingualism,” 
John said. "My kids study it but they don't stand a chance 
against Jean's youngest and how are they going to stand a 
chance of getting the job with the Canadian civil service 
wlien Jean's wife retires? He's trying to force French on the 
majority. I mean, he only has a wife and two kids despite 
that baby bonus he demanded I pay his wife back when 
they were younger. My wife and me, we've got six kids, 
and that doesn't even count Dinah who's working on a 
green card as an artiste at a strip joint in TO." 

Canadians always were great entertainers. 

John says that despite separatist sentiments just south of 
his back forty, he still believes in the Canadian vision of a 
true north strong and free, or however the song goes. No 
one remembers it anymore ever since they stopped playing 


it on Hockey Night in the U.S.A. 

And he's willing to back up that belief with talk. Why 
just last spring, he almost bought a new handgun to replace 
the old .22 that fell in the creek during the summer NATO 
exercises but then he decided the budget wouldn't stretch 
that far. The U.S. complained that Canada wasn't carrying 
its weight in NATO, but what could he do, John asked. 

And as for the rowboat he had wanted to get for the farm 
pond, well that isn't even a dream anymore. With Canada’s 
deficit running into the thousands of dollars, he just can't 
afford new defence expenditures. 

But John is determined. Although he grumbies, like all 
Canadians -- and he's not even the worst, you should hear 
his wife on the subject of taxes -- he knows his duty. 
Someone has to be Canada. Otherwise, what would there 
be left to.separate from? 

But the future doesn't look bright for Canada’s second 
remaining family. If Jean takes his farm out of 
Confederation, that would leave just John and his family -- 
and John says his wife has been talking separation for 
years. All she was waiting for was the kids to grow up. _ 

And so we quietly and tactfully leave John to his 
problems. The man who will be Canada's last Prime 
Minister is sleeping with his head on the table. Too many 
beers to keep the concerns of state at bay. The bars Close at 
2 a.m. in the States and by then he will be in condition to 
walk home. The border guards by the laneway will point 

him in the direction of the house. 
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Protecting the 
weak and helpless 


Dr. Cope Schwenger painted a disturbing scenario in 
which the aged may one day*face rationing of health care 
even be from treatment. : 
urbe annual meeting of Belleville Community 

Care for Seniors ("Suicides increasing among aged . 

QWN, May 23, 1990), Dr. Schwenger envisioned the 

possibility that the growing number of seniors could strain 

the health care system to the point where administrators 
would have to ration or even refuse services such as 
ts or dialysis machines for seniors. 

Faas the limited services available cannot be provided 

to all in need, where's the cut off? 85?" he asked, adding 

that some countries have already taken such steps. 

That is disturbing, especially in the context of Dr. 
Schwenger’s other remarks about the growing number of 
suicides among seniors. Although the numbers arent high, 
the rates are growing, he said, of seniors who choose 
euthanasia because of a sense of loss or loneliness. 

He suspects that society views such euthanasia more 
favourably now and openly wonders whether it is all that 
disturbing. 

But it is. 

We have traditionally placed a high value on human life, 
even denying that people have the right to terminate their 
own life through suicide. What we seem to see today is a 
cheapening of human life. We have seen this with abortion 
in which we seem to feel it's okay to abort a baby for the 
convenience of the mother. Now we seem to be saying it's 

okay for a senior to take his or her life because of 
depression over loss or loneliness. How short a step is it to 
refusing medical aid to a senior because they are 
considered somehow expendable? 

History has shown that the cheapening of human life 
always starts with those most powerless and least able to 
defend themselves. And history has also shown that it 
always spreads to others. 

Last week, the government introduced debate on its 
controversial abortion law, in which it abdicates 
responsibility for those most helpless of creatures -- 
unborn babies. Will the government take seriously its job 
of protecting the weak and helpless? Evidently not. 
Instead, we fear that Canada has embarked upon a path that 
will further cheapen -- and thus endanger — human life. 


OPP communications 
system welcome 


A new cellular telecommunications system being 
installed in the Ontario Provincial Police District 9 
headquarters here in Belleville is certainly welcome. 

We would hope that streamlined communications would 
improve response time in Prince Edward County, 
especially after regular office hours when the county OPP 
dispatchers have traditionally gone home and county 
residents have had to contact their local OPP through a 
Zenith number to Belleville.

Now we see 
that the priceless Waring-

And thanks to a newly 
released report, the job may 
be a little easier to shoulder. 


An economic develop-- 


ment strategy report, 
released May 17, the first of 
three, will give city 
planning and development 
officials a direction and 
possibly a vision of 
Belleville for the next three 
to five years, says Parker. 
The report is part and 
parcel of an economic 
Strategy plan for Belleville 
that will examine the 
growth prospects for 
commercial, industrial and 
tourism, and the related 
physical and community 


infrastructure that 
contribute to the local 
quality of life. 


The report sets out five 
overall objectives for the 


city that are shared by at 
least nine groups, including 
the City of Belleville who 
have submitted detailed 
terms of reference: 

Q) Generate more taxable 
assessment, employment 
opportunities and a stable 
economy. 

Q Resolve conflicting 
interests and gain support 
for strategic development 
and sectoral investment 
initiatives. 

Q Develop an action plan 
to guide, implement and 
monitor the strategic 
development program. 

OQ) Determine the costs, 
timing and responsibilities 
for achieving imple- 
mentation. 

Q And ensure a co- 
ordinated approach to 
development. 


and Technology to direct 
and promote municipality 
growth across the province. 

The $35,000 cost for the 
research and data analysis 
behind the strategic plan 
has been granted to the city 
as part of a $50,000 grant 
given to the city under the 
auspices of the provincial 
Eastern Ontario Fund. 

Toronto-based _con- 
sultants Stephen Chait Ltd. 
and Belleville’s Ainley and 
Associates Limited have 
been carrying out the study 
and are responsible for the 
Stage one report. 

The contents of the stage 
one report are intended to 
provide an information base 
from which to begin to 
build an economic strategy 
for Belleville, says Stephen 
Chait, study director. 

The data presented in this 
report includes information 
taken from Statistics 


community, says Chait. 

In fact, public input will 
be a crucial factor in the 
collection of future data to 
determine the needs of the 
City in the next three to five 
years, says Parker. 





“With a lot of public 
participation and input, 
everybody should have a 
good idea where the city 
should go in the future,” he 
said.

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o lawns need a high nitrogen fertulizer 
(those with an extremely high first number 
on the bag) nor should lawns be fed in 
early spring. An excess of nitrogen will 
spur lush, soft growth that is prone to 
insect damage and summer diseases. 

Instead of an early feeding, add the fertilizer in late spring 

when the spring surge is over and lawns are in need of 

nutnents. 

And you now have a choice in lawn (as well as garden) 
fertilizers between “synthetic” or “natural” fertilizers.

Buy despite high 
rates, experts say 


Despite high interest 
rates, now is the time buy a 
home. 

The money a home buyer 
spends in extra interest will 
be more than compensated 
for when the price-tag of 
his home rises 10 per cent 
while making payments. 

That was the general 
concensus among local real 
estate, legal and financial 
experts at a May 23 
seminar on buying a home 
in today’s market. 

Steve Weese, Belleville 
based lawyer, told a small 
crowd at the Parkdale 
Community Centre seminar 
the Quinte market is a 
purchaser’s market — there 
are more homes for sale 
then buyers. 

“Look, if everybody is 
trying to sell their homes 
then why not buy,” said 
Weese. “Buyers should be 
getting on the market while 
prices have leveled off and 
everyone wants to sell. 
When interest rates go 
down the.price of homes 
will go up.” 

And predictions of 
another take-off in the local 
economy attributed to 
Sears, Coke and Goodyear 
establishing in the area will 
only further the need for 
homes when the economy 
swings about face, said 
Weese. 

“It is a smart person who 
sees the chance to buy a 
home when everybody is 
trying to sell. It’s simply a 
matter of suffering through

high interest rates until 
rates level off," he said. 

Dave Hider of the Royal 
Bank. concurred with 
Weese, suggesting people 
sign six-month or one-year 
terms On a mortgage and 
renew when rates drop. 

Hider compared buying a 
home with a high interest 
rate today to buying a home 
a year from now with a 
lower interest rate coupled 
with a 10 per cent price-tag 
increase. 

“If you don’t take the 
opportunity now what will 
it cost you down the road?” 
he asked. 

For example, buying a 
house today at 14.25 per 
cent could mean a $1,073 
monthly payment for an 
average home in 1990, said 
Hider. 

In 1991, if rates were 
down, the monthly payment 
on the same house would 
amount to $1,180 due to the 
increase in the home’s 
worth on the real estate 
market. It would cost $103 
more a month for simply 
waiting a year. 

“Prices will go up,” said 
Hider. “Get a one or two- 
year term and ride out the 
interest rates. And if you’re 
buying a house you want 
the term to open when you 
think interest rates will 
drop.” 

Weese and Hider predict 
interest rates will drop 
before next year due to the 
GST and a provincial 
election. 

“Once rates drop and 
Sears and Coke people are 
coming in I think you will 
see housing prices going 
up.

Landscape for comfort 


(NC) - If summer 
conjures an image of restful 
hours spent swinging on a 
hammock between two 
shady trees but the only 
vegetation growing on your 
property is a few tufts of 
grass, you may be 
considering a landscaping 
project this spring. 

Landscaping is not only 
soothing to the eye. It is an 
investment in your home. 

If you plan landscaping 
wisely, you can keep your 
home cooler in the summer, 
cut winter heating costs, cut 
down on dirt and mud that 
get tracked into house and 
grow fresh vegetables for 
less than you would pay at 
the supermarket. 

By controlling the 
amount of sun shining 
through the windows you 
may be able to eliminate 


the need for an air 
conditioner, 
Deciduous trees and 


shrubs offer shade in the 
summer. In winter, this type 
of plant loses its leaves, 
letting sun light and heat 
into the house. Coniferous 
trees may be best for the 
north sides of the house. 
Maples and other trees with 
full crowns are best for 
summer shading because 
they are high, do not block 
eye-level views, and let

through low-level breezes. 

Avoid planting poplars or 
willows close to house. 
Their heavy roots can grow 
right into the foundation, 
Causing it and the exterior 
walls to crack. Avoid 
planting trees that seed a 
lot, because the seedlings 
will sprout all over your 
garden. 

Evergreens should not be 
planted close to the 
southern exposure because 
their density prevents 
Summer breezes from 
passing into the yard and 
their cone-shaped heads do 
not provide such shade. 


Generally, there are five 
things to include in your 
landscaping project. Keep 
in mind that the fruits of 
your labour will not show 
overnight. The develop- 
ment of a property takes 
time, usually three or four 
years. 

Shape of the ground: 

Take advantage of natural 
features on your lot such as 
rock outcroppings, trees, 
and uneven grades. 

Surroundings: You may 
have a well-wooded area or 
a stunning view near your 
house. Plan your 
landscaping so it will not 
interfere with these 
features.

Canadians like to make 
the most of the few short 
months of summer.

Ontario changing 
disabled licencing 
to curb abuses

Province-wide 
regulations for disabled 
parking are in the throes of 
change. 

After Nov. 1, 1990, the 
special licence plates and 
municipal permits which 
currently allow parking in 
spaces designated for the 
disabled will no longer be 
valid. In their place will be 
portable permits that can be 
displayed on 
the visors or 
dashboads o 
any vehicle 
transporting 
a permit 
holder. 

The. six 
month 
phase-in 
period began 
May 1. After 
Nov. 1 a 
Visible 
Disabled Person Parking 
Permit will. be the sole 
clearance for parking in 
designated spaces. 

Exceptions will include 
visitors displaying valid 
number plates, permits, 
markers or other devices 
bearing the international 
symbol of access issued in 
other jurisdictions. Such 
visitors -will be afforded the 
same rights as Ontario 
permit holders. 

The new system is 
designed to make it easier 
for the disabled to acquire 
special parking privileges. 
An individual need not own 
a vehicle, and _ the 













portability of the new 
permit will allow parking or 
Stopping by any vehicle 
where local bylaws permit. 
In a recent letter to 
municipalities signed by 
William Wrye and John 
Sweeney, Ontario Ministers 
of Transportation and 
Municipal Affairs, they 
explained, “Because the 
permit holder must be 
medically certified, many 
abuses now occurring under 
the disabled symbol licence 





plate program will be 
eliminated.” 

Reciprocal agreements 
with other provinces will 
apply to the new permit. 
Similar agreements are 


being sought with 
jurisdictions across the U.S. 
Jary Plamondon, 


Secretary of the Belleville 
Parking Authority, says his 
staff is already aware of the 
new system. “We’ve been 
recognizing any form of 
sign as it stands right now, 
and that’s why we’re glad 
to see the change. Only one 
form of identification will 
be acceptable in the future.” 

He feels there will be 





much less abuse. “It will be 
difficult to obtain a permit 
(because of the medical 
certification required). 
Some people with I.D. on 
their licence plates now 
won't even be eligible. 
Those who have one will 
want to guard it.” 

Currently, regulations 
threaten misuse of the 
disabled licence plates with 
only a fine. “If you're 
caught parking a specially 
plated car in a designated 
spot without 
a 
handicapped 
passenger,” 
explains 
Plamondon, 
“it can mean 
a $25 fine. 
We’ ve nailed 
a few that 
way.” 

Under new 
regulations, 
however, 
there’s the threat of not 
only a larger fine but also 
revocation of the permit. 

Enquiries from the public 
concerning eligibility for 
the new permit can be 
directed toward local 
Ministry of Transportation 
Licencing Offices. Their 
numbers can be found in 
the Government of Ontario 
section of the blue pages in 
telephone directories, under 
“Transportation.”

BELLEVILLE — “Once 
Upon a Mattress” is a 
fractured fairy tale. 

That’s how (Sir Harry) 
Steve Forrester sees it. 

It zings around the 
Pinnacle Playhouse from 
somewhere between off the 
wall and under the sheets, 
taking its audience as close 
to both as a fairy tale can, 
without quite reaching 
either. Well, at least not the 
sheets, anyway. 

A fairy tale is an intense 
life and death struggle, 
where you pass a test and 
win the beautiful princess, 
or fail and lose your head. 
But of course, The Mattress 
and the Pea turns it all 
around and the prize is a 
prince. 

And in Marshall Barer’s 
and Mary Rodgers’ spoof, 
“Once Upon a Mattress,” 
he’s not exactly a prize of a 
prince. In fact, the 
consolation for failure, not 
death but a stuffed chicken, 
would probably appeal to 
more young women today 
than David Kidd as the 
wimpish Prince Dauntless 
“The Drab.” 

Still, Anne Mackinnon’s 
Princess Winnifred (Fred 
for short) finds him 
interesting enough to swim 
the moat of Diane Burley’s

Gray lives year round in an isolated 
Algonquin Provincial Park cabin miles 


from the nearest road. 


The location stimulates her imagination, 
challenges her survival skills, and demands 
dedication and hard work.

With the help of Dr. Cowles, Jake managed 
to walk to the Hardy Sanitarium, about a block 
from the hotel. Jake whispered that he had shot 
himself accidentally while he was cleaning his gun. 
He asked for his business manager, Frank Ketch. 

Jake was in a bad way. The .25 calibre slug had 
entered his right side, plowed through the rig t lobe 
of his liver and rested about an inch to the right of 
his spinal cord. 

The morning after the shooting, Clara was 
ushered into Jake’s hospital room. She stayed only 
a moment before rushing off to Frank Ketch’s 
office. 

Two stories about the shooting flashed across the 
nation. One was Jake’s version - that it had been a 
tragic accident. The second was not so kind. Jake 
had had a terrible argument with his mistress, 
which had ended with him at death’s door. Five 
days after being shot, Jake Hamon died. 

Jake’s highly placed friends attempted to have 
the shooting officially labelled an accident, but it 
was no use. Rumors persisted that Clara had 
plugged her lover. Attempts by law enforcement 
agencies failed to locate Clara, but Sam Blair, a 
Chicago newspaper reporter, together with Clara’s 
19-year-old brother Jimmy, tracked her down. It 
took a month. On Dec. 20, 1920, Sam and Jimmy 
found Clara in Chihuahua, Mexico. 

Clara’s return caused a sensation. She claimed 
that she had fled the country because Jake and his 
influential friends had wanted her to leave. She had 
no idea at the time that Jake was going to die. 
Once back in Oklahoma, Clara was arrested and 
stood trial for murder. 

Mrs. Georgea Hamon took the witness stand and 
told the story of her ruined marriage. She gave 
vivid details of how Clara had stolen her Jake with 
her cunning sexual charms. She testified that when 
Jake came to his senses, Clara shot him. 

Clara was the star of the show. She related how 
she had been Jake’s right hand girl for nine years 
before he attempted to discard her. On the day she 







































had planned to spend one last night together. 

When she entered his quarters, Jake shoved her 
into a chair. She abruptly left, but Jake followed 
and threw her down on her own bed. He slapped 
her face repeatedly and cursed at her. According to 
Clara, Jake kicked her in the back and tried to 
choke her. She struggled free, but Jake lunged 
drunkenly toward her, clutching at her blouse. 
Frantically, Clara reached into her open purse, 
which lay on the window sill. Her hand closed on 
her revolver. Out it came. Clara levelled the 
weapon at Jake to scare him. Jake ignored the gun 
picked up a chair and swung it at Clara. The chair 
hit the gun, which discharged. 

Clara went on. ‘Jake fell to the floor, but his 
wound didn’t make him unconscious. It sobered 
him, though, for he talked quite rationally as he 
tried to sit up. ‘Clara, you've hit me,’ he moaned. I 
tried to lift him onto the bed and told him I'd run 
for a doctor. But he kept saying, ‘No. Clara. it 
wouldn't be wise. I’m all right. I'll walk to the 
hospital and make believe I shot myself.’ "’ Clara 
watched as Jake staggered out the door. 

The prosecution presented a far different version 
of the shooting. A personal friend of Jake's, W.B. 
Nichols, the Oklahoma City chief of police, testified 
that Jake told him from his hospital bed that he 
had been lying on Clara's bed. She had been 
stroking his hair with one hand when she shot him 
in ae qomaes with the other. 3

Environment 
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his week is Environment Week in 
Canada, and Quinte Weekly News is 
taking this opportunity to look at the 
state of the environment in the Quinte 
area. Not so long ago, environmental 
activists were regarded as kooks -- as 
barefoot hippies, as former U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan used to put it. Not so any 
more. 

Today, the environment is the hottest political issue 
going -- although it has generated more talk than 
action among politicians, at least most politicians have 
realized they must give at least lip service to the issue. 
It has become as Canadian as apple pie. 

But in many respects, our public servants have 
lagged behind the public they serve. Polls have © 
consistently shown that the environment is a major 
concer for most citizens, and recent polls indicate 
Canadian citizens are prepared to back up this concem 
with money, as well. But environmental policies of 
govemments from local municipalities to the 
provinces to the federal government have not 
followed. Witness, for an example close to home, the 
resistance at the local municipal level to blue box 
recycling. And we haven't seen it yet, although itis 
now promised for August. Frankly, we'll believe it 
when we see it. 

But environmentalism can -- and must -- be dealt 
with in arenas other than that of politics. All we need 
to do is look at ourselves and how we live and work. 
How often don't we buy overpackaged goods in the 
supermarket without complaint. Or for that matter, buy 
goods we really don't need anyway, so that the 
packaging becomes a side issue to the whole purchase. 
How often don't we just hop in the car and drive a 
black rather than walk -- forgetting that the average car 
emits nearly 60 tonnes of carbon dioxide during its © 
lifetime, contributing to the greenhouse effect and 
using up precious nonrenewable fuels. How often don't 
we throw away toasters without trying to fix them, 
newspapers without trying to recycle them, plastic 
grocery bags without trying to reuse them. Or to take 
another example closer to home -- this newspaper 
should have been printed on recycled paper. 

But recycled newsprint isn't readily available in 
Canada. And it is easier and quicker to drive the car. 
And we want the things that our neighbours have or 
that we see on television without really thinking about 
whether we truly need them. And it is easier to throw 
away something that is broken or already used without 
trying to fix it, recycle it or reuse it in another way. 
And so we contribute to the degradation of the 
environment. We all sin environmentally... 

The key issue is not whether or not the goverment 
will be able to pass and enforce stiff acid rain 
legislation or whether Belleville gets blue boxes. No, 
the key issue is what kind of society are we going to 
be: are we going to continue to be a consumer society 
or are we going to become a conserver society? 

That requires a major change in attitude. For 
example, we tend to measure the life of our nation by 
our gross national product (GNP) -- the amount of 
goods and services we can consume in a given period 
of time. We tend to judge ourselves personally by the 
money we ear and the toys we own and the services 
we use. 

A conserver society wouldn't. A conserver society 
would use a different standard of measurement, both 
for society as a whole and for individual success 
within that society. 

An old fashioned theological word describes a 
conserver society: stewardship. A steward is one who 
manages another's estate or home. The steward doesn't 
own the estate or home, he manages it. And at some 
point, the steward will be called to account for his 
Stewardship. 

And so itis with this world. We don't own it despite 
our pretensions. We are only managing it. And some 
day we will be called to account for it. 
ee Md ess it wisely -- or unwisely? Did we 

ind a little better than when we came -- or a 


litle worse? Our children, if no one else, will be the 
judge.

eople are dirty, but business 
is dirtier. 
In Centre and South 
Hastings County, 73 per 
cent of the population lives 
in Belleville, Trenton or the 
relatively industrialized 
Sidney Township. Most of them have curb 
service, and they produce 88 per cent of 
the total garbage. 

The 27 per cent who live in villages and 
rural townships produce the remaining 12 
per cent. 

When those figures factor out to .83 and 
-44 respectively, they indicate urban 
people, at least on the ecological chart, are 

_almost twice as dirty as their rural 
counterparts, most of whom have to pack 
their refuse off to a local dump themselves. 

Meanwhile, of the total waste produced 
in Belleville, Trenton and Sidney, 63 per 
cent is institutional/commercial/industrial 
(ICI). The rest is quite personal, domestic 
garbage. 

The villages and rural township ratio of 
ICI waste is an understandably lower 36 
per cent, since relatively few big 
businesses exist out in the country. . 

The “Three R’s” of good waste 
management — Reduce, Reuse, and 
Recycle, must apply at least as much to the 
ICI community as they do to residential 
wards, if overall waste management 
schemes incorporating them are to work. 

In total, the waste of Centre and South 
Hastings County is 40 per cent domestic 
and 60 per cent ICI. So a plan without 
corporate co-operation will make little

ury or burn? The mere mention 

of words like “landfill” and 

“incineration” divide 

communities into camps, based 

on their understanding of the 
past and their fears of what could happen 
in the future, however accurate or 
scientific their understanding or fears may 
be. 

To learn all the arguments against 
landfilling, of course, you have to consult 
the experts and read the literature of 
incineration. For the horror stories on 
incineration, you go to the proponents of 
landfilling. 

Both sides claim compatability with an 
integrated waste management plan that 
promotes the “three R’s.” Landfill 
supporters naturally want to reduce, reuse 
and recycle,in order to prolong the life of 
current sites and avoid having to open new 
ones. 

They claim, on the other hand, 
incineration is counter productive to 
recycling in particular, because recyclable 
materials like paper, wood, cardboard and 
certain plastics are attractive fire feeders. 

It’s also feared incineration is counter 
productive to the other “R’s” because if

Toronto’s Proctor and Redfern Group of 
Consulting Engineers has presented the 
Centre and South Hastings Waste 
Management Steering Committee with a 
completed report that includes eight 
possible options or scenarios for overall 
waste management to choose from. They 
result in the diversion of from 3.8 to 53.5 
per cent of the total waste stream from 
incineration or landfill, depending on 
which scenario is opted for. 

urrently there is no incineration 

2 at all, so whatever the total 

diversion, it would be a 

reduction of what is now being 

buried. The target of most 

waste management master plans across the 

province is similar reduction. Landfill sites 

are increasingly costly, and we’re 

becoming more aware of their potential 
dangers. 

The options call into play varying 
reliances on eight different methods of 
dealing with waste. These are as follows: 
source reduction, private diversion, blue 
box, home composting, leaf composting, 
centralized composting, energy from waste 
(EFW — a new name for incineration, 
since it attempts to produce some form of 
energy through burning), and landfill.

we're lead to believe all our garbage can be 
burned away, then what need is there to 
reduce and reuse? 

Dr. Thomas G. Barton, a full professor of 
environmental engineering at the Royal 
Military College in Kingston, is also a 
consultant for Montenay Incorporated, a 
multi national leader in incineration 
development for integrated waste 
management systems. He calls such 
arguments “rubbish.” 

“Operators of energy from waste systems 
don’t achieve any benefits from trying to 
burn glass, steel and aluminum cans. It’s 
most advantageous to the energy recovery 
process if these materials are removed first 
through blue box programs.” 

e states further, “It would be 

desirable if all plastics could 

also be removed from waste 

prior to combustion since they 

are the greatest contributor to 
the production of acid emissions.” 

Barton also points out, “The combustible 
materials in waste for which there are 
recycling market opportunities are limited 
to corrugated cartons, fine paper and 
newsprint. Numerous studies have shown 
that if these materials were economically 





The first method, source reduction, 
includes reuse. Simply cutting down on the 
amount of garbage we buy in the first 
place, such as excessive packaging, food 
that will spoil before its consumed, etc., 
and reusing everything from plastic or 
paper shopping bags to appliances we’ve 
repaired when broken rather than thrown 
out, can lead to as high as a 4.8 percent 
reduction in domestic and a 7.2 per cent 
reduction in ICI garbage. 

Private diversion is a technique for 
handling ICI waste. Organized exchange 
programs, where one industry’s waste is 
another’s raw material, for instance, could 
remove as much as 21.3 of the total ICI 
waste from the stream. 

ptimum diversion through 

blue boxes for recycling, 

according to Proctor and 

Redfern, would be 6.9 per 

cent of domestic and 1.4 per 
cent of ICI wastes. At their best, the 
various forms of composting (home, leaf, 
and centralized) combined can reduce 
landfill and incineration streams by 9.1 per 
cent household, and 3.6 per cent ICI. 

In the two optimum proposals presented 
in the plan, only 46.5 per cent of all wastes 
now heading to landfill sites would 
continue that route. The last two differ in 


or bu 


collected at source for recycle to the degree 
practicable, the fuel value of the remaining 
refuse would only be reduced by nine per 
cent.” 
ne of the biggest problems 
faced by incinerators, whether 
they’re for mass burn or 
they’re components of 
integrated systems designed to 
produce energy (usually electricity through 
steam), is our memory of the havoc 
they’ve caused in the past through air 
pollution. So flows to and from 
incinerators can be and are constantly 
measured and monitored. 

On the other hand, Barton argues, while 
we're preoccupied with air measurements 
over chimneys and ground measurements 
in landfill receptors for leachate dangers, 
what we’re not aware of or measuring in 
any way is the air pollution produced by 
landfill. 

He claims, “Methane which is produced 
in landfills accounts for the migration of a 
large portion of the organic material from a 
landfill site. Each tonne of raw municipal 
solid waste is capable of producing and 
realeasing to the atmosphere 400 to 700 
cubic meters of methane.” 


that while one scenario sees it all going 
there, the second includes EFW 
(incinerator) consumption of slightly more 
than half of it, with a residue of just 22.7 
per cent of the original stream reaching 
landfill. 
he Waste Management Steering 
Committee, under the 
Chairmanship of Ald Eldon 
Weiss of Trenton now has to 
screen and compare the eight 
scenarios within certain parameters 
dictated by provincial guidelines, 
standards, regulations and, hopefully good 
sense. 

Any plan must meet solid waste 
management Capacity objectives and needs, 
of course. But the Ontario government has 
also dictated it must give priority to the 
“Three R’s.” 

Compliance with legislated roles and 
mandates defined by statue or formal 
agreements among municipal governments 
is a must, and all component facilities of 
any plan must meet regulatory 
requirements. 

Reliance on proven technology and 
minimization of impact on the environment 
are also important 

ost will be a key factor. 

Reliance on subsidies for 

effective long term operation 

could be foolhardy. Flexibility, 

adaptability to change in 
composition, generation rates, markets for 
recovered materials, and opportunities for 
new and progressive management 
techniques will all be of concern to the 
committee. 

There will be some exciting meetings as 
committee members, some with strong pro- 
or anti-incineration attitudes in particular, 
hammer away at a final plan of attack. But 
attack they must, and in short order. 

In 1986 Centre and South Hastings 
County generated 109,500 tonnes of solid 
waste of all types. In 1990 its projected the 
figure will reach 120,685. 

Whatever the route chosen, 
recognized by all committee-members we 
can’t just go on burying garbage in the 
ground at that rate for much longer.

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Materials like lead, arsenic, vanadium, 
PCB’s, dioxins, furans, etc., which enter 
landfills are not destroyed, as incinerator 
backers claim they are when burned. 
(Opponents argue if that’s so, they re-form 
again outside the stack.) 

Other elements and compounds are 
biologically consumed and often 
transformed into new compounds. “It is 
virtually impossible to measure all of the 
inflows and outflows from a landfill site,” 
according to Barton, who sees escape in 
gaseous form as serious a problem as 
leachates. 

ack to the accurate 

measurements that are possible 

of incinerators, he points out 

that “Whereas one tonne of 

material subjected to landfill 
releases almost one tonne of acid to the 
environment, the present Burnaby 
incinerator (mass burning 800 TPD — 
Tons Per Day — while generating 
steam)contributes less than 1/100 of that 
due to its acid control capability.” 

He continues, “Whereas each tonne of 
landfilled material contributes more than 
0.3 tonnes of hydrocarbon effluent to the

gn by public and scientific 
concern about walter pollution and toxic 
contaminants, MOE officials have prepared 
regulations to deal with inadequate 
conventional wastewater treatment. 

Under the Municipal Industrial Strategy 
for Abatement program, MOE officials and 
municipalities will monitor, regulate and 
enforce industry and sewer effluents to 
ultimately reduce toxins from all 
discharges into Ontario walers. 

Effluent discharges will be monitored at 
350 companies.and 415 municipal water 
and sewer plants. a. 

Technologies now available to scientists 
enable researchers to detect traces of toxins 
in quantities as small as one part per 
quadrnillion. . 

Toxins, says the MOE, consttute a long- 
term threat to drinking water, fisheries, and 
wildlife. They either never break down or 
only do so over long periods of time. 

As they accumulate in the environment, 
they are passed up the food chain in 
increasing concentrauons. ; 

According to a Gallup poll taken in 
October, 1989, 95 per cent of Canadians 
polled admitted they were concerned about 
the water they were dnnking. 

The MISA objective, first proposed in 
1986 by the MOE and later endorsed by the 
Peterson government in 1988, is targeted at 
two groups of polluters: industry, and 
municipal sewer and water users, says 
Helen Ryan, MISA municipal co-ordinator 
with MOE. 

Under MISA monitoring regulations, 
dischargers of contaminated effluent must 
measure the types, concentrations and total 
amounts of toxic substances present in their 
effluents. Ultimate clean-up of the effluent 






will be required. 
To date, only industry regulations have 
been passed at Queen’s Park. 


Municipalities have until Dec. 31, 1991 to 
fully implement the MISA industrial 
program, says Ryan. 

The MISA municipal sewer use control 
and treatment programs are not yet law and 
are proposed for legislation. Indirect 
dischargers will come on line by 1993. 

Many indirect effluent dischargers use 
water and sewer systems to discharge 
waste, a crucial problem to be adaressed by

A priority of the MISA industrial 
program for municipalities and sewer 
boards is to implement regulations for 
industries to control the source of the 
discharge. 

Industries who fail to obey regulations 
face fines of $25,000 a day and $50,000 for 
subsequent convictions. 

Municipalities in the Quinte area have 
yet to implement preliminary measures of 
the industrial MISA program, although 
Domtar Inc. and Trent Valley Paper are 
working closely with the MOE under the 
“Effluent Monitoring Regulation for the 


past.” 

Pamphlets suggest alternatives and better 
routines when dealing with energy in the 
home or business. 

More efficient appliances, reducing 
heating and cooling bills by insulating, and 
reducing water consumption with efficient 
shower heads are all good examples of 
alternatives to wasting energy. <

Steve Burns, MISA industrial co- 
ordinator with the MOE, says both 
companies are subject to MISA legislation 
for pulp and paper mills that require 
monitoring by law, effective July 21, 1989. 

Federal statistics estimate 1.7 billion 
gallons of industrial liquid waste are 
dumped into Canadian lakes and rivers. 
The amount has been compared to the 
waterflow over Niagara Falls in a 10-hour 
period. 

Similar estimates charge pulp and paper 
mills are the worst offenders in Ontario,

“We have intitiated regulations for these 
companies at this time in the Quinte area,” 
says Burns. “Each of these regulations 
require 12 months of monitoring because 
we’re looking for high quality data.” 

Most corporations monitoring their own 
effluent have hired outside contractors to 
test the samples. 

Industries fall under three categories: the 
first group will those pollutants seriously 
affect the environment in a consistent 
manner. Secondary industries will be 
defined as those who have significant 
discharges of conventional pollutants not as 
serious as the first class. The third group 
will be industries that fall between the 
cracks. 

In order to full implement the MISA 
program, a 10-step program has been 
prepared by the MOE for municipalities.

“In North America there's 
billions of tons of soil run-off and erosion. 
When the soil is depleted of its nutrients 
and literally runs off, what are we going to 
grow our food with?” asks Shirley Langer, 
leader of Quinte's environmental vanguard. 

President of the Quinte Environmental 
Resources Alliance, Langer queried 
mainstream farming techniques during the 
first-ever Organics Fair last Saturday at 
Belleville’s Ben Bleeker Auditonum. 

“The response has been more than what I 
expected because organic farming 1S not a 
subject that is common to the lips of the 
average person in Belleville,” said Langer. 

Featured at the fair were organic 
growers, their produce, a puppet show, 
guest speakers and information booths. 

“We want people to patronize these 
pioneers who are trying to once again retum 
us to farming that is safe," Langer said. 

“We're having this fair to educate people 
of the things that are inherent in organic 
farming and not inherent in mainstream 
farming,” she said. “In mainstream farming

Quoting the World Health Organization, 
Langer said 10,000 deaths per annum are 
directly attributed to the use of pesticides. 

While many scientists and experts 
disagree with the claim, Langer is adamant 
in her belief that pesticides are doing 
harm. 

“Many millions more suffer indirectly 
from the use if pesticides," she said. "Why 
does this have to be part of the risk of 
producing our food? This is the question 
we're asking today here at the fair." 

In fact, the question “Is our food safe to 
eat?” is only one of many in the arsenal of

OMAF says farmers need pesticides and that they re safe

esticides are not dangerous to the 
nvironment — it’s how they are

Farmers are using chemicals on their 
property much more wisely today.

“Since the 1960s we have established the 
Chrysoloina Beetle.

' DISCOVERED IN PICTON BAY 


Zebra Mussels 
invade Quinte

The striped menace has made its way to Bay of Quinte 
waters report the Ministry of Natural Resources. 

Found last Wednesday at the loading docks of the Lake 
Ontario Cement company in Picton Bay, two zebra 
mussels were pulled from the water by MNR divers.

Who's on first? Stay tuned for the recount 


There is a political cartoon in which a sergeant at arms is 
dragging a rowdy troublemaker out of a political 
convention, the troublemaker complaining: "I meant throw 
the other rascal out." 

Now the Supreme Court 
of Ontario has decided to 
throw both rascals out and 
let the voters try again in a 
Metro Toronto riding. 

On Nov. 21, 1988, voters 
elected a Tory by a 58-vote 
margin during the Tory sweep of Canada. 

His victory barely lasted long enough to overcome the 
effects of the champagne. A recount kicked him out and 
installed a Liberal, this time by six votes. A second recount 
raised that margin to 66. 

So the Tory went to court and won a month later on a 
judicial recount that showed him ahead by 99 votes. 

The vote spread was growing but the question was — in 
whose favour? A second judicial recount gave the victory 
back to the Liberal, this time by 77 votes. 

By this time, long-suffering voters in that riding, still 





without a representative in Ottawa, must have been 
wondering if anyone could count. And they must have felt 
like Abbott and Costello — "Who's on first?" 

In the end, the Liberal was swor into office in early 
1989. 

But that wasn't the end of the farce. The election was still 
making its way through the courts. Last week, the Supreme 
Court of Ontario elected to throw both the "rascals" out. 
Since 121 ineligible voters participated in the election -- 
more than the margin of victory, take your pick which one 
-~ the court decided to start over again from scratch with a 
whole new by-election. 

Meanwhile, the duly elected but invalid Liberal has been 
serving as MP since early last year, voting on bills, 
collecting travel expenses and salary, etc. 

Does this mean his vote was invalid? Will they scrub his 
vote from the Hansard record? Will it change the status of 
any bills? What if his vote made the difference? 

Since the election has been declared invalid, does this 
mean he doesn't get to count any of the time towards a 
pension? Can he collect UIC from a job he wasn't 
supposed to have? What about his accumulated sick days 


and vacation pay? 
If he runs in the by-election, can he call himself the 


incumbent? Can he point with pride to his record if the 
Supreme Court of Ontario doesn't think he has a record? 
Can his signs declare: “Re-elect (blank)"? For that maiter, 
if he is re-elected, will newspaper pundits refer to him as a 
rookie MP or is he ineligible for parliamentary rookie of 
the year honours? 

And what happens if the vote is as close the second 
(make that’sixth) time around as the first? If that happens, 
then maybe they could just amalgamate the nding with a 
neighbouring constituency with a record of electoral 
landslides. 

Wait a minute! 

A news bulletin just came in. 

Seems there was a recount on the Supreme Court of 
Ontario vote. It appears that ... no, wait a minute, they're 
counting again. 

We will return with the final tally ... well, whenever we . 
think we've got a final tally. That will be after the judicial 
recount and all the appeals are exhausted. Just in time for 
the next election but one.

Politics is the art or science of governing, which is 
another way of saying that politics is simply artful 
compromise between competing interests. But there 
can be no artful compromise when the competing 
groups approach the same issue from principles that 
are not only fundamentally different but 
fundamentally opposed. Such is the case with 

abortion. 

Pro choice supporters appear to honestly and 
genuinely believe that the fetus is not a human life 
and therefore should not override the rights of a 
woman to choose what is best for her body. 

Pro life supporters, on the other hand, appear to 
honestly and genuinely believe that a fetus is & 
human life and therefore should override any rights a 
woman may have. 

How do you find common ground in an argument 
over life itself? What room for compromise can there 
be over such fundamentally opposed ideas? 

The answer is that you can't find common ground 
or room for a compromise. A political solution 
simply isn't possible. 

The narrow vote of 140-131 reflected the fact that 
Canadian society is fundamentally divided on this 
issue, and as one observer noted, the debate is far 
from over.

‘English-only’ is the 
same thing as “French-only’ 
sign laws. Both are 
reactionary. It conjures up 
an image of two children, 
each clutching his own toy, 
each unwilling to share 
with the other. I think Can- 
adians are bigger than that. 

The controversy does, 
however, provide an 
opportunity to ask our 
parliament -- once again -- 
to revamp our Official 
Languages Act.

Avoid manure at all costs and topsoil unless you know its _ 
origin, -- if it came from well-manured farmland, it will 
provide you with a weed crop. Rather invest in some peat 
moss and horticultural vermiculite (two bales of peat and 
one of vermiculite should be enough). Mix one a four-to- 
one basis, spread around two inches over the soil surface 
and rough rake. Add another two inches, dig in and smooth 
rake, shaping the bed so that it is slightly hump-backed 


along its centre. (If along a lot line, grade from back to 
front.)

New abortion law calle

BELLEVILLE 
“Canada’s new abortion 
law is completely gutless, It 
changes nothing.” 

Father Tom Lynch, 
President of the Thomas 
More Ethics Foundation in 
Peterborough, addressed 
the Quinte Chapter of the 
Right to Life at its annual 
general meeting 
Wednesday, May 29, and 
made the accusation in the 
question and answer period 
that followed. 

“Anyone can have an 
abortion,” he went on, 
suggesting a doctor is 
stupid who couldn’t work 
his way around the new 
regulations. “The law offers 
no protection for the pre- 
born. It will be open season.” 

Lynch, an 18-year veteran 
of Right to Life, its youth 
wing president for five 
years and a prison chaplain 
for four, was first arrested 
himself last July 26 at the 


last, 


Scott Clinic. in Toronto. 

“Being a prison chaplain, 
it didn’t really bother me 
being in jail,” he says. 

At one point he accused 
Dr. Henry Morgantaler, 
who said he can do an 
abortion in six minutes, of 
sloppy medicine. “At the 


rate Morgantaler does ~ 


abortions, everyone knows 
they’re sloppy,” he contended. 

Lynch opened with 
remarks on bioethics — a 
combination of biology and 
technology. Fetal trans- 
plants, pioneered in Mexico 
because Canadian and 
American governments 
found them too distasteful 
to fund, are now more 
acceptable, he says. 

He spoke of experiments 
with six-month aborted 
child brain tissues to treat 
victims of Parkinson’s and 
Alzheimer’s disease, and 
predicted we are headed for 
much greater experimen- 
tation. Bone marrow 
transplants from aborted 
fetuses are also becoming

of bills to amend laws on 
power of attorney, giving 
family members (who may 
stand to inherit) the power 
of life and death, and to 
open the door for “living 
wills.” 

Right to Life literature 
cautions that a living will — 
instructions to deny 
treatment for a terminal 
illness -- is a pig in poke 
that removes medical 
protection later from the 
signer, whether the desire to 
live remains then or not. 

In the States, he says, 


there has already been 
evidence of political 
pressure to encourage 
living wills, in order to 
reduce medical costs of 
treatment for the aged. 

About “rational” or 
assisted suicide, Lynch 
spoke of his own 
experience with elderly, 
who sometimes become 
temporarily depressed, but 
then snap out of it. 

He pointed out the 
rationale usually goes 
something like this: It’s my 
life so it’s my right. You’re

Lynch concluded by 
rallying his audience, a 
mixed group of about 50 
teens tO seniors, to a vocal 
and standing ovation: 
“Twenty years ago people 
said we would fade, that we 
were right-wing fanatics. 

I’ve 
seen many pro-abortionists 
converted, but I’ve never 
seen a pro-lifer go to the 
other side. In the end, truth 
will prevail.”

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Zebra Mussels invade Quinte

sexually mature,” said 
Montgomery. “Chances are 
there are probably mussel 
larvae (veligers) now in the 
bay waters.” 

The zebra mussel has 
prompted a flurry of 
preventative activity in 
several municipalities 
bordering Lake Ontario as 
the zebra mussel spreads 
eastward. 

The mussel coagulates in 
water intake and outtake 
pipes blocking the easy 
passage of intake or 
effluent into bay or lake 
walers. 

At present the mussel has 
settled in the waters of 
Lake Erie and has been 
progressing along Lake 
Ontario. The zebra mussel 
was recently confirmed in 
the lift-locks in Comwall. 

Montgomery, well aware 
of the economic hazards the 
zebra mussel can bring, is 
also concerned of the en- 
vironmental damage the 
mollusc could cause in bay 
walters. 

“What we want to know 
is if they will have an effect 
on the shoal spawning fish.

We're worried about the 
bay fishery,” said 
Montgomery. 

Two negative effects of 
the zebra mussel on 
fisheries could hurt the 
population and habitat. 

Zebra mussels have been 
credited with the ability to 
filter sediment and plankton 
in water, ultimately making 


_ it clearer but less populated 


with plankton crucial to 
feeder fish such as shad and 
alewife. 

Less plankton could 
mean less alewife, which 
would have an effect all the 
way up the food chain. 
Walleye depend heavily on 
alewife, as do lake trout 
and salmon. 

And clearer water will 
mean higher penetration of 
sunlight, a non-favorable 
water condition for walleye 
habitat for example, says 
Montgomery. 

“Walleye would, as a 
result, likely head for 
deeper water at other points 
of the bay or Lake 
Ontario,” he said. “No 
negative effects have been 
witnessed in Lake Erie 
where the mussel is to stay."

A die-hard McCartney 


fan, Gale-Smith was 
selected from more than 
50,000 screaming fans at 
the Toronto Sky Dome 
McCartney concert Dec. 9 
to be featured in the film. 

Cameras owned by Front 
Page Films of Twickenham, 
England, captured Gale- 
Smith handing a floodlit 
McCartney roses at front 
stage. 

She was handed a card 
during the concert saying 
she had been filmed and 
was told to meet Get Back 
director Richard Lester 
after the concert. 

He informed her he 
wanted to travel to her 
hometown and film her for 
the movie Get Back. 

An American movie 
director who has lived in 
England for the past 30 
years, Lester directed 
classic Beatles’s films 
“Hard Day’s Night” and 
“Help”. 


Producer Knatchbull said 
Lester was chosen.as the 
movie’s director because’it 
would “fun for him to be 
working with Paul again. 
Everything has come full 
circle since they first 
worked together 25 years 





ago.” 

Less than 24 hours after 
the concert, Lester and his 
camera crew met Gale- 
Smith at the Belleville 
General Hospital. Gale- 
Smith was on her internship 
in the surgery ward. 

Lester was trying to gain 
insight into the lifestyles of 
fans of Paul McCartney — 
Gale-Smith was an 
interesting example of a 
McCartney fan, she was 
told. 

“It was all so bizarre. I 
couldn’t actually believe 
this was happening to me at 
the hospital,” said Gale- 
Smith in an interview last 
week. 

“Tt was such a weird twist 
of fate that I was even 
standing at the front stage,” 
says the third-year college 
student. 

Gale-Smith and her 
husband were originally 
seated in the seventh row, 
but were later asked by a 


man if they would switch 
tickets because he didn’t 
want to sit in front row. 
They agreed. 

“T ended up sitting in the 
front row, handing Paul two 
roses and a director came 
up told me he had filmed 
me and wanted to see what 
I did during the day at 
home,” says Gale-Smith. 

“The next day I didn’t 
think I would ever hear 
from them again. I was 
staying at my Mother’s 
place in Toronto and the 
director phoned me that 
morning at 9 a.m. 

“The next day, they were 
filming me walking down 
the hall, talking with 
patients and other things.” 

The bright lights and 
murmur of a British film 
crew and director caught 
the curious attention of 
those who were working 
with Gale-Smith. 

“Tt was my first night on 
that rotation so I didn’t 
know the people who I was 
working with. Nobody 
believed a film crew was 
actually coming until they 
showed up.” 

Six months later, Gale- 
Smith waits in anticipation 
still. 

For her, being in a 
McCartney movie would be 
the ultimate thrill as long- 
time fan. 

“Of course...I've always 
been a fan since as long as I 


can remember.” 
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Q. Quite a while ago | stripped an 
old table and never got around to 
refinishing it and now the top has 
warped so much that it has pulled 
out the nails that hold it on. What! 
would like to know is how could it 
get so warped and is there any way 
it could be made flat enough to be 
reused. 


A. The reason that your table top 
has warped so much is that 
anything that is made of wood is 
constantly shrinking and expanding 
because of changes in humidity. 
Even though the wood cells are no 
longer alive they still retain the 
ability to retain water they absorb 
from the air. When wood has been 
stained and finished it slows this 
process down so much that the 
moisture content remains fairly 
constant at 8% - 12% and resists 
warping, when you stripped the 
finish the wood cells once again 
began to absorb water vapour at an 
uneven rate. The warping starts

when one side of the top received 
more moisture than the other, so if 
you reverse the process by putting 
moisture in both sides of the table 
tot and it flattens out by itself. If 
this seems like a complex process, 
fear not, all you need for tools and 
some morning dew, a day of 
sunshine and a little free time. 
Here's what you do. 
Step #1- Remove the top from the 
base and first thing in the moming 
place Cup side down on the damp 
grass in a spot where it will get 
direct sunlight all day. 
Step #2 - Check the table top from 
time to time (1 hour intervals) and 
when it has just started to warp 
back in the opposite direction bring 
it inside and let it dry out 
Ovemight. 
Step #3 - Seal both sides of your 
table top with the type of finish you 
plan to finish the entire table 
with. This will prevent the top from 
re-warping and protect it from 
cracking as well.

And so Ruth Snyder lived the life of a 
bored housewife, month after weary 
month, year after boring year. The 
Snyders had a daughter, Lorraine. The 
birth of their daughter did little to change 
Ruth's lifestyle A : 

Ten long years passed until, quite by 
chance, Ruth met her Sir Galahad. Judd 
Gray didn’t dress in a suit of armor. He 
didn’t ride down the street upon a trusty 
steed. He was a salesman for the Bien 
Jolie Corset Co. Judd was of average 
looks, average height, and slightly below 
average intelligence. He habitually wore a 
sporty pair of hornrimmed glasses. Above 
all, Sir Galahad was well married to Isa- 
bel Gray and was the father of a nine- 
year-old daughter.

Lorraine got out of bed, opened the door 
and staggered back in terror. There was 
her mother, tied, gagged, lying on the 
floor. Lorraine undid the cheesecloth gag. 
Ruth told her daughter to get help, fh 
moments, neighbors Harriet and Louis 
Mulhauser were at Ruth’s side. Hysteri- 
cally, she blurted out that robbers were 
responsible. They had taken her jewels. 
She prayed that Albert was not harmed. 
Mulhauser opened the door to the master 
bedroom. He didn’t need a medical 
degree to figure out that Albert was 
indeed very dead. 

Police were summoned. Dr. Harry Han- 
sen examined the body. He also examined 
Ruth for signs of injury and found none. 
Ruth kept talking about a 35-year-old big 
guy who looked Italian. In all, 60 police 
officers descended on the Snyder Rontee 
Not one of them believed Ruth’s story.

problem today because when the garbage 
dumps are filled, they bury or burn the 
garbage then find a new site. Burning, 
again, promotes carbon dioxide, and 
burying garbage is very bad because when 
it rains the water seeps down into the 
ground and eventually reaches the garbage 
and soon found in water systems. 
unning taps, watering lawns, 
having baths (instead of quick 
showers), watering plants 
etc...are examples of wasting 
water. Then this happens all the 
clean water you use goes down the drain 
and into a big plant where water is filtered 
and chemicals are added to purify it. 

It is good we have a water filtration plant 
but the chemicals added to the water are 
sometimes cancer causing chemicals. 
Professor Hugh Whitely of Guelph 
University says “Water is taken for granted. 
We don’t pay anything for water, it’s just 
pumped out of the ground and it’s yours,” 
“the reason it isn’t charged for is that there 
was so much of it around that people didn’t 
value it” Whitely predicts that some day 
there will be a charge for water. He also 
thinks water should get the recognition it 
deserves, by paying for it, just like oil is. 

Right now in the Township of 
Ameliasburgh they have discovered that 
over the years silt has clogged the intake 
pipe and some filtered into the water. “The 
silt doesn’t pollute the eater, it changes the 
colour and the odor but it’s still safe to 
drink,” says township clerk Richard 
Woodley. Divers were hired to investigate 
the water: “They estimate it will cost

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recognize political boundaries’

he environment does not 

recognize political boundaries, 

say city planners from Belleville 

and Trenton. A simple statement 

for municipalities concerned 
about the environment to remember, 

If the environment is fo be saved, 
communities around the Great Lakes and 
the Bay of Quinte must united under a 
planned strategy to clean up polluted land 
and water. 

Major attitudinal changes are needed by 
both developers and government, however, 
before embarking on environmental 
stralegy- ; : 

“We can’t continue this eat, drink and be 
merry attitude toward the environment,” 
says Stu Murray, Belleville city planner. “If 
we do, in the long run there will be 
environmental collapse." 

He continues: “It would very seriously 
hurt the Quinte area — we would have no 
more drinking water, limited recreational 
opportunities and the desecration of natural 
wildlife,” he says. 

And without the Quinte area’s sustenance 
— the Bay of Quinte — everyone would 
come out a loser. 

“The quality of life in Belleville depends 
greatly on the environmental conditions of 
our water. If we create statistics where 
human health is affected we have definite 
problems," Murray says. 

The key to furthering better conditions 
and conserving the environment is for 
municipalities to unite in a collective effort 
to ensure the environment is not put under 
more pressure from economic growth. 

‘Charlie Murphy, city planner in Trenton, 
says the joining of efforts by municipalities 
is the only way an across-the-board clean- 
up strategy will work. 

“It’s the, only way to do it. Clean-up has 
to be a concentrated effort by all 
municipalities. The environment knows no 
boundaries,” he says. 

Belleville’s Murray agrees: “I think there 
should be a better degree of co-ordination 
among the municipalities. We all have a 
direct Stake in what happens to the 
environment — if we all work together 
towards similar goals we won’t have one 
municipality ruining the good work of 
another.” 

But, says Murphy, other changes are 
needed within the municipal and provincial 
System to handle the growing public 
concern Over an environment under siege. 

There needs to be a complete overhaul 
of the political system to address the needs 
Of our environment,” says Murphy. 

Ministry of Environment officials are 
801ng to have to spend more time on 
Issues, a difficult task — the environmental 
mandate is very broad.”

And further steps need to be taken at the 
local level to get a grip on the constant 
demand for environmental protection. 

“At the local level there needs to be more 
technical expertise to effectively 
communicate with the province,” says 
Murphy. 

The problem lies within the lack of 
resources most municipalities face when 





trying to accomplish environmental 
mandates. City, county and township 
governments need more grass-roots 
interpretation of their environment. 

“We depend totally on the Ministry of the 
Environment and consultants to advise us 
of the environmental issues at hand,” he 
says. 

Both planners agree the environment is a 
number-one concern that has the utmost 
priority on the totem pole in both cities. 

While experts and environmentalists 
argue economic growth versus sustainable 
development across the country today, both 
planners opt for the environment first 
before voting for irrational growth. They 
both note they are not paying lip-service. 





Sustainable growth was described in a 
1987 report of the United Nations World 
Commission on Environment and 
Development as growth that meets existing 
needs while conserving the world’s stock 
of trees, minerals, fossil fuels and other 
resources. 

Murray: “The environment is the 
absolute number-one consideration. We 






city council would agree with me.” 


Murphy, a planner with sound 
background and education in the 
environment, agrees with Murray. 

“T believe environmental concerns are 
number one and should be considered at all 
times,” he says. 

But, reiterates, Murphy, an outdated 
political system hampers good intentions in 
many cases. 

“The way the system is set up, however, 
there really isn’t that much protection for 
the environment. The environment ministry 
has too much on their hands already,” he 
says. 

In Belleville, Murray says several ideas 





are already before the planning committee 
and city council to help the environment. 
, An example to be implemented in future, 
is the use of ponds for filtering before 
disposal into the Bay of Quinte. 

“Many of the areas in Belleville that are 
slated for development are situated on 


water and storm mains that need 
improvement,” he says. 

“What we might do with those areas is 
try ponding the water first. The sediment in 
the storm sewer water would settle in the 
ponds first and could be sludged out at a 
later date. Cleaner water would be going 
into the bay,” he says. % 

Projects such as the ponding, cost money, 
however, says Murray. 

Taxpayers concerned about the 
environment better be prepared for the 
extra cost incurred by the city to protect 
and preserve an ecology for the children of 
tomorrow. 

“The city is going to have to spend more 
money in future and that will increase 
taxes. Taxpayers cost are going to go up as 
a result. 

“T think most people will consent 
knowing that we are trying to clean-up and 
protect the environment,” says Murray. 

Murray's view is part of a national 
concensus backed by several studies. 

A 1989 study done in Canada revealed 
that programs in effect now to clean up the 
environment will cost the taxpayer at least 
$70.2 billion. That estimate does not 
include projects tabled by federal, 
provincial and local government.

about an environmentalist who really cared 
what was happening to the environment so 
he did something about it. The article 
showed an area overseas that was turning 
into desert. This was happening because of 
man's own greed for space and money 
again. The environmentalist discovered 
which plants were compatible to the soils 
in the area, which were salty and very soft. 
He planted some trees in the soil and 
excavated a pond. Within two years, there 
were trees growing and fish swimming 1n 
the pond. Within five years, the trees were 
huge and large animals returned to the site. 

I think this is an example that needs to be 
noticed. People don’t have to go out and 
find a desert area’ and tum it into a forest 
but everyone can do a little bit. 


Babies’ waste is another problem. Their 


disposable diapers are anyway. Disposable 
diapers “used” weigh about seven ounces. 


On average, a baby is changed seven umes 
in a 24 hour period and in the baby’s entire 
diaper period (which is about 2 1/2 years) a 
baby will use approximately 6837.5 or 
more diapers. “This translates into 1.4 tons 
per baby waste into our landfills. Studies 
prove 35 per cent of discarded disposables 
contained fecal matter. Studies state 
disease transmission through food, water, 
blood could occur from littered single-used 
diapers near streams or stationary water 
supplies” 

I think cloth diapers would be a solution 
to this problem but then the bad side to this 


is that you would have to use your washing 


machine more often and the cloth wouldn't 
keep moisture away from the babies. 
Maybe then people would change their 
children more so they would be drier and 
cleaner. They are now talking about 


recycling diapers! 


Now they've come out with “Blue 
Boxes”. This is a box where you put all 
your recyclable garbage in then people pick 
it up and take it to a recycling plant. There 
are also composting bins. They range from 
about $25 to $30. The problem with this 
program is that some townships cannot 
afford what the program will cost. 

I think we can all do something about our 
environment to help save it. We can’t just 
say or do something on Earth Day and say 
we did something about the environment, 
we have to keep doing it. For the reasons I 
have stated above, littering, composting, 
recycling, wetlands being ruined, landfills, 
spreading deserts, money factor and the 
compost bins, I think something does have 
to be done about our environment, but why 
should we if we may never live to see the 
world clean because of the people who 
don’t care.

The population of Bay of Quinte’s 
fishery has vastly improved in the past 15 
years, says Dave Montgomery, Lake 
Ontario management co-ordinator with the 
Ministry of Natural Resources. 

And a larger population is indicative of a 
healthy water quality, thanks to efforts 
since 1972 to clean up the Bay of Quinte. 

“There’s certainly more fish in the Bay of 
Quinte and in Lake Ontario since I first 
came to the Ministry of Natural Resources 
in 1977,” says Montgomery. 

“When I first came here the walleye 
population was virtually collapsed. There 
were hardly any rainbow trout or chinook. 
All of that has changed today.” 

Montgomery figures the larger 
population has grown because oxygen and 
food levels in the bay have improved 
drastically since the early 70s. 

“Between 1972 to 1978 water in the Bay 
of Quinte cleared up as much as SO per 
cent a published report revealed,” says 
Montgomery. “Under Project Quinte, 
pollution declined by a large margin.” 

And efforts by Canadian and United 
States fisheries stations and environmental 
groups have shown a greatly improved 
Lake Ontario water quality. (See Lake 
Trout sidebar) 

“We now have probably one of the best 
freshwater fisheries in the world at 
present,” says Montgomery. 






John Casselman brought good news 
recently for lake trout sports fishermen. 

He says the netting of two native 
yearling juvenile lake trout caught in Lake 
Ontario’s eastern basin could mean Lake 
Trout are naturally re-producing again. 

Casselman, as senior scientist of the 
Glenora Fisheries Research station, has 
been studying the lake trout. The two fish 
were caught last year during experimental 
netting by Glenora MNR staff. 

Ministry of Natural Resources have 
stockpiled lake trout since the mid 1940s 
when the native Lake Ontario fish virtually 
disappeared due to over fishing and

CICNLISLS Says levels of PCBs, pesticides, 
mercury and lead still surpass international 
water quality objectives in 42 areas of 
concem around the Great Lakes, including 
the Bay of Quinte. 
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“To most of us, the Great Lakes have always seemed glorious, 
infinite, and invulnerable. We have prospered greatly from 
them, but in so doing have pushed them to the limits of good 
health. And perhaps it is not farfetched to say that with the 
pressures of our population, our industry and even our 
recreation, we have pushed them to the limits of their patience. 
We realize there is a price for what we have demanded of them - 
- and that price is going up.”

And when asked if Lake Ontario or Bay 
of Quinte fish are safe to eat, he says, he 
refers constantly to the fish-eating guide. 

Sample fish are collected by the MNR 
and later given to the Ministry of 
Environment for testing. The results are 
formed yearly in the eating guide. 

“It gives people information on which 
they can decide whether they want to eat 
their fish they’ve caught or not,” he says, 

“This is the only official way we can tell 
people whether the fish is safe to consume — 
or not,” says Montgomery. 

The guide lists species, length and catch 
location and informs the fisherman if a fish 
is safe to eat under those classifications. 

“People should follow _ these 
recommendations the same way they would 
follow food guidelines handed down from 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Food,” says 
Montgomery. 

He adds: “If they don’t they are taking an 
unnecessary risk.”

predatory lampreys. : 

“This is very exciting for us,” said 
Casselman at a May 16 meeting of the 
Central Lake Ontario Sport’s Association. 
“This means we may have realized another 
Stage in the rehabilitation of a natural fish.” 

And the discovery of the two fish could 
also mean lake Ontario is moving towards 
rehabilitation — enough so that the 
sensitive Lake trout, for example, are 
reproducing on their own. 

“This is a good sign that the Eastern Basin 
of Lake Ontario is improving its water 
quality and that the conditions are adequate 
to sustain natural lake trout,” he says.

Committee has presented its 

report on a remedial action 
plan for the Bay of Quinte. And now the 
arm twisting starts to get commitment -- 
and funding -- for action. 

The Bay of Quinte was Originally 
identified as one of some 40 pollution 
"hotspots" in the Great Lakes by ithe 
International Joint Commission, a joint U.S. 
and Canadian commission charged with 
responsibility for the Great Lakes since 
nearly the beginning of the century. 

In January 1988, the Bay of Quinte Public 
Advisory Committee was set up to facilitate 
public input and review technical data 
prepared by the Bay of Quinte Remedial 
Action Plan Co-ordinating Committee, 
which had been started earlier by the 
Ministry of Environment to make 
recommendations for cleaning up the Bay 
of Quinte. 

The final report deals with nutrient 
enrichment of the bay waters, loss: of 
wetlands, wildlife and fish habitat, 
bacteriological contamination of drinking 
water and recreational beaches, toxic 
contaminants and sustainable development 
in the bay's surrounding communities. 

NUTRIENT ENRICHMENT 

Nutrient enrichment -- the addition of 
phosphorus into the bay -- started with the 
early pioneers and exploded in the 20th 
century. 

By the 1960s, nutrient loading had 
created algal densities so that sunlight 
couldn't reach the bottom of the bay. 
Rooted plants largely disappeared, decaying 
algae robbed oxygen from the bay's bottom 
waters, taste and odour problems made 
drinking water unpalatable, water.clarity 
declined and fish and wildlife populations 
started to disappear. 

Thanks to reductions in phosphates 
entering the bay primarily from sewage 
treatment plants, the bay started to rebound 
and walleye made a dramatic reappearance 
in the late 1970s. 

But, the report notes, "rooted plants did 
not recover and in recent years, further 
recovery of the ecosystem of the bay has 
been slow to occur." Adds the report: "the 
present ecosystem in the bay is unstable." 

To continue restoration, the committee 
recommends establishing a ceiling on 
watershed loadings of phosphorus, 
reduction in phosphorus inputs in tributaries 
of the bay through improved agricultural 
practices and better sewage treatment, the 
establishment of tertiary sewage treatment 
plants in municipalities bordering the bay, 
Phosphorus removal from industrial 
discharges, treatment of water treatment 
plant wastewater and a total ban or further 
reductions in phosphate levels in laundry 
and dishwasher detergents throughout the 
watershed. 

Because upgrading treatment plants and 
removing phosphorus from industrial 
discharges will be expensive, the committee 
Says: .,"it is anticipated that 
municipalities,industries, agencies and 
groups identified to implement the plan will 
be reluctant to make substantial financial 
commitments to a plan unless it has JC 
(International Joint Commission) support at 
least in principle.” : 

And that's where the arm twisting will be 
required, to persuade reluctant 
municipalities, industries, agencies and 
other groups to spend the monies needed to 
Clean up. 

The committee did not recommend 
diversion of Lake Ontario water into the 
upper bay to "flush" phosphorus loadings 
Out, food chain manipulation or chemical 
"fixing" of phosphorus through the massive 
injection of alum into the bay. © 

Although the first option received some 
Support on the committee, the committee as 
a whole felt all three options represented 
too much intervention into the ecosystem 
Without sufficient information on the 
results. 

As the report noted in discussing Sx

To ensure enforcement, the committee 
recommends the establishment of'an inter- 
agency Committee to determine the extent 
of wetland losses at least semi-annually, 
bring the losses to the attention of the 
appropriate authorities and make 
recommendations for action to immediately 
correct "loopholes:.in protective measures. 

The committee al8o>-zecommends 
establishment ofa “holding designation” for 
wetlands" until shoreline wetlands, fish and 
wildlife habitats can be fully inventoried. © 

Much more needs to be leamed about fish 
and wildlife habitat, especially the latter. 

; Very little data is available on the 
biological components of the Bay of Quinte 
ecosystem other than fish species,” the 
committee notes. "While the numbers of 
reptiles, amphibians, waterfowl and fur- 
bearing mammals are unknown, personal 
observations of longtime stakeholders attest 
to alarming reductions in many species in 
all four categories.” 

BACTERIOLOGICAL CONTAMINATION 
ecal coliforms in the water mean 
drinking water must be 
disinfected and sometimes 
beaches have to be closed during 

; peak summer months because of 
potential health hazards. 

"It is important that swimming, 
windsurfing and other activities in which 
contact is made with the water not be 
abandoned as uses on the Bay of Quinte,” 
states the report. 

The report also notes that public access to 
the water in many parts of Quinte is "very 
limited.” 

"For example, the opportunities for 
swimming, which is a sport that provides 
great enjoyment to many people, especially 
children, and requires no expenditures for 
equipment, are few, even when beaches are 
not closed due to bacteriological 
contamination,” the report states. "It is 
ironic that in an area where water is 
bountiful, many children have nowhere to 
swim or explore natural shoreline, and in 
the process to develop their own interest in 
protecting water quality in the bay." 

TOXIC CONTAMINANTS 

Toxic chemicals in the Great Lakes have 
affected the Bay of Quinte as well. 

The committee has identified sources 
such as atmospheric loading, agricultural 
and urban runoff of pesticides and 
herbicides, leachate from landfill sites, 
industrial and sewage treatment plant 
effluent and transport in fish from Lake 
Ontario. ; . ; 

The major concem is for persistent toxic 
chemicals, which enter the food chain and 
accumulate in ever-increasing 
concentrations in successive levels of the 
ean objective is elimination of toxic 
inputs, states the committee, although it also 
admits that little is known at this time about 
toxic chemicals in the bay. 

More study is needed of the longterm 
health effects on both humans and wildlife, 

ittee says.

river Baragu was immediately suspected. His 
D clothing was confiscated and found to be damp. 

So was clothing found in his kit bag. His boots 
were soaking wet. His webbing belt was damp to the 
touch. Sentries, with whom Baragu claimed to have spo- 
ken when he entered the camp, were questioned. None 
remembered seeing him return to camp, nor had they 
spoken to him. The sergeant who Baragu claimed to 
have picked up and let off on Sadler St. was located. He 
alone corroborated the driver’s story. 

Less than 12 hours after the discovery of the truck 
and body, Baragu was charged with murder 

The investigation into the murder continued. Baragu 
explained that he did not get his boots wet when he 
crossed the Nairobi River. He had washed them inside 
and out that night, as was his custom. He went on to 
state that he had washed most of the contents of his kit 
on the afternoon of the crime. When water was cut off 
at the camp, as sometimes happened, he put his half 
completed wash back in his kit. This accounted for the 
contents of his kit being damp. 

A fingerprint expert testified that he had found 
several indecipherable fingerprints on the steering wheel 
of the truck. He had also found six complete prints 
made by Baragu 

Dr. R. M. Dowdeswell, a pathologist, revealed that 
Jo’s body bore multiple bruises. She was bruised on the 
forehead, chin, ear, hand, wrist, and right shoulder 
blade. Death was due to drowning. She had been the 
recipient of a severe blow under the chin, which had 
probably caused unconsciousness. It appeared that the 
woman had been attacked by someone who had been 
taught unarmed combat. Algae taken from the’ ditch 
matched algae taken from Baragu’s clothing. 

Plaster casts of footprints taken from the scene 
matched one of Jo's shoes, as well as those of the 
accused. Some of the prints matched Jo’s stockinged 
foot. It appeared from the evidence that she had lost 
one shoe, possibly when the truck hit the ditch. As she 
.allempted to hobble away, her adversary caught up to 
her and attacked " 


n Oct. 9, Baragu stood trial for the murder of 
QO Josephine Aston. The prosecution presented much 
of the evidence already outlined here They 
claimed that after Baragu dropped off the sergeant, he 
had Jo at his mercy. He had sped away at great speed, 
making it impossible for her to jump from the truck, 
When the truck went into the ditch, she jumped out and 
limped away, only to be caught, rendered unconscious, 
sexually attacked and placed in the ditch to die. 
Baragu took the witness stand in his own defence. 
He claimed to know absolutely nothing about the mur-

der. The missing truck had not been reported because 
he saw no point in doing so until morning. He had filled 
the radiator of the truck with water and had splashed 
water on his clothing. The dampness of his boots had 
not been caused by walking through the ditch water, nor 
from crossing the Nairobi River, but simply because he 
washed his boots each night, He had only half com- 
pleted his wash, as he had previously stated, when he 
placed his clothing in his kit bag. Unfortunately, no 
other soldiers had seen him wash his clothing, but it 
was confirmed that water had been turned off on the 
day of the murder, as Baragu claimed. r 
Baragu didn’t have a chance. He was found guilty 
of murder. Before being sentenced, he was allowed 
to make a last statement. He pointed out that, as an 
African, he had never received unarmed training. Cer- 
tainly, anyone driving his truck after him could have 
obliterated their fingerprints while leaving his intact on 
the steering wheel. Baragu asked the court, if he had 
driven away and forcefully raped the deceased, why 
was he not scratched? While algae taken the ditch 


matched algae on his clothing, the same algae could be 
found in many other locations. 


aragu pointed out that if he had killed the 

woman, why had he hidden her clothing and 

made no attempt to hide or destroy his own? If 
he had robbed the victim of her ring, why was it not 
found in his kit bag with his other belongings? Why was 
no semen found on his clothing if he had committed 
rape? 

After listening patiently, the presiding judge sen- 
tenced Baragu to death. On Feb. 15, 1946, Baragu’s 
appeal was dismissed. He was hanged on April 24, 
Baragu never deviated from the story he had told 
when he was first awakened a few hours after his 
truck was reported missing. 

Up to the present day, there are those who believe 
an innocent man was executed. Was there really an 
RAF officer who jumped into Baragu’s truck and drove 
away to rape and murder Jo Aston? Was it someone she 
knew well, someone who may have been jealous of her 
engagement, someone who struck out in a frenzy? 

Can anyone’restrain a woman from jumping from 
a moving army truck while driving? It has been sug- 
gested that someone with a gun could do the job.’ 
Whatever happened to Jo’s engagement ring? Did 
Baragu hide it on the way back to camp with the 
idea of retrieving it later? 


It is these little unsolved mysteries which make 
truth stranger than fiction.

permitted Bos to use in 
return for the area being 
kept presentable. But he, 
too, isn’t happy with the 
current situation. 

“The general membership 
has to approve any offer, 
and we haven't even made 
application yet for 
severance. My intention is 
that we get trees for a 
buffer between his property 
and the club, so he can hide 
what he wants to and we 
don’t have to look at it.” 

Reeve Nobles informed 
Bos, “We have to proceed. 
You can expect to be called 
to other council and 
committee meetings.” Chief 
Executive Officer Jim Pine, 
meanwhile, was instructed 
to initiate investigations 
and prepare a report for the 
Roads Committee meeting 
last night, after press time. 

On Friday, Pine was not 
prepared to inform QWN 
what was in his report 
before councillors them- 
selves saw it, but he did 
say, “I have found some 
things that will require 
decisions by the road 
committee and council, and 
runoff from the culvert is 
being analysed.” 

On Saturday Bos told 
QWN during a visit to the 
site he would attend last 
night’s Roads Committee 
meeting.

Township approved Bos drainage culvert 


Neighbours concede they 
probably mistook 
dry well tiles for drums

BAYSIDE — Buried 
drums at Bos Nurseries are 
unlikely. 

Owner Martin Bos has 
denied them and welcomed 
a complete inspection of his 
property, and last Monday, 
June 11, chief spokesman 
John Mortimer, represent- 


~ -ing a-group of-concerned 


-, neighbours, conceded that 
“eye witness” Joan 
Crewson may _ have 


mistaken dry well tiles for 
drums. 

Looking further into 
complaints about opera- 
tions at Bos Nurseries, the 
Sidney Township Roads 
Committee heard more 
from Bos, Mortimer, and 
property owner Margaret 


Hunt. 

Bos agreed to lay top soil 
and immediately seed 
township property (road 
allowance) on which his 


business has expanded over 
on dumped fill. 
In his defence, as 


Municipal Law Enforce- 
ment Officer Brenda Rose 
pointed out in a May 31 
memo to council, the 
complaining residents have 
also __encroached_ on 
township land. Portions of 
the road allowance are used 
as lawns and gardens, and 
for the storage of a boat and 
trailers. 

NO" UNSIGHTLY MESS" 

She also recorded in_ that 
memo, which resulted from 
an earlier visit to the site: 
“The road superintendent 
and I do not find it an 


unsighfly'meéss. Mir: BésHas” 
cleared the weeds which 
could be a problem to the 
township.” 

Bos also agreed to retreat 
from and do the same to 
land owned by the Italo 
Canadian Club by the end 
of November, if he has not 









effected a purchase by then. 

He has offered to 
purchase the land in 
question but the offer has 
not yet been formally 
accepted. Meanwhile, it’s 
zoned “Holding,” and 
previous applications for its 
severance have been 
denied, according to Hunt, 
the original owner.

Officer Jim Pine stating 
Bos could be prosecuted on 
two counts: unauthorized 
encroachment on township 
property, and misuse for 
commercial purposes of the 
Italo Canadian Club land.

integrated waste manage- 
ment systems, has written 
numerous papers in defence 
of state-of-the-art incineration. 

According to Weiss, “He 


Steinberg explained 
economic feasibility was 
the primary reason for 
giving up investigations. 

“Originally, the hope was 
that by having a distillator, 


the hospital would receive 
its energy (for the boilers) 
now provided by natural gas 
free,” he said. "That turned 
Out not to be the case.” 

He also explained such a 


facility would require more 
space than than the hospital 
could afford at this time, 
and that environmental 
concems played a role. 
“Safety, the environment, 


and health matters were 
still up in the air, and would 
still have to have been 
investigated had ~the 
economic feasibility been 
there,” he said. 


The steering committee 
has set goals of a 20 per cent 
reduction in the waste stream 
hitting landfill sites or 
incinerators by 1992, and 50 
per cent reduction by 2000. 





has been invited by the 
EFW sub committee and I 
expect he’ll make a 
‘presentation, with time 
afterwards for questions 
and answers.” 

Asked if incineration or 
Energy From Waste (EFW) . 
could still be recommended 
by the steering committee, 
Weiss suggested; “It could; 
‘I’m not ruling it out. The 
main thrust of our studies is to 
find the best, the most sound 
and economically viable way 
to get rid of our waste.” 

The pyrolysis system 
considered by the hospital 
would have baked rather 
than burned the refuse fuel, 
according to BGH 
Executive Director Bruce 
Steinberg, reducing it by 90 
per cent in volume and 75 
per cent in weight. 

The residue is in the form 
of a char that must be 
dumped, perhaps even 
treated as hazardous waste. 
But the process produces a 
fuel gas consisting of 
carbon monoxide and” 
hydrogen, as well as small 
amounts of methane and

Even a coho of 22 inches -- from the 
Credit River, yet - can be safely enjoyed by the family. 

The cleaner water has been due to the strict laws by 
governments in the 80’s to reduce pollution, and perhaps in 
the near future there will be no eating restrictions at all on 
Lake Ontario species.

Miss Keyse had a reputation of being 
extranet? close with a pound, although 
she was, as they used to say, of 


independent means”. : 
Miss Keyse’s household consisted of two 


sisters, Eliza and Jane Neck, who must 
be considered steady employees. They 
had been in her service for 40 years. _ 
Flizabeth Harris, the cook, was a relative 
rookie, with only two years service under 
her belt. Elizabeth's half brother, John 
Lee, who acted.as footman/handyman, 
rounded out the staff. 

Years earlier, when John was a lad of 

14, he had been employed by Miss Keyse 
to do odd jobs around the place. However, 
he longed to work in more urban locales 
and left The Glen, after which he held a 
series of positions, not the least of which 
was a two year term in Her Majesty’s 
Navy. After his nautical career, John 
held several menial positions before 
becoming butler to a retired colonel at 
Ridgehill, Torquay. John repaid the 
colonel’s trust by taking off with his 
silver plate. For this indiscretion, he was 
sent to Exeter Prison for an unscheduled 
leave of absence. : 

Upon his release, John wrote to his half 
sister, Elizabeth, asking her to intercede 
on his behalf with Miss Keyse. Whatever 
influence Elizabeth had with her 
employer, she was successful in having 
John rehired. 

John, now 19, was‘a surly, lazy 
employee. As the only man on the 
premises, he was expected to perform 
those tasks which required some degree 
of strength. He skirted these duties, 

spending long periods of time walking 
along the beach or quaffing a few ales 
down at the Cary Arms. 

Gradually, over the 10-month period of 
his second stint at The Glen, John grew 
to resent Miss Keyse and her strict 
Victorian lifestyle. When he stole a guitar 
from-the house and sold it to a Torquay 
dealer, Miss Keyse was furious. As 
punishment, she didn’t fire him, but did 
reduce his already small weekly stipend. 
Durie oe hext few days, John told 
several people how much he resented his 
treatment at the hands of his mistress. 

At this juncture, it is imperative that 
we set out the sleeping arrangements at 
The Glen. Miss Keyse slept in a room by 
herself. The sisters Neck shared a room, 
while Elizabeth Harris occupied a 
bedroom which was more like a small 
apartment. All these rooms were on the 
second floor. John slept in a pull-down cot 
off the kitchen on the first floor. 

uring the course of the evening of 

Saturday, Nov. 15, 1884, Elizabeth 

complained of not feeling well. She 
retired to her room shortly before 5:30 
p.m. It was customary for all occupants 
of The Glen to gather for prayers at 11 
p.m. John had been out that evening, but 
returned for the prayers. The sisters 
Neck retired after prayers. Miss Keyse 
withdrew to the dining room to work 
on her daily journal. 

Certain nightly regimens were strictly 
adhered to in the Keyse residence. Miss 
Keyse was a notoriously poor sleeper. As 
a result, she stayed up late. Each night, 
after prayers, Jane Neck bolted all the 
doors of the cottage and checked the 
fastenings on all the windows. She then 
took a hot water bottle to her mistress’ 
bedroom and left a cup of cocoa on the 
kitchen table for Miss Keyse. 

_On this night, Jane did the usual before 
bidding her mistress good night, leaving 
her meticulously recording the day’s 
events. From the physical evidence left 
lying about, we know that Miss Keyse 
finished her journal and took her cocoa to 

her room, where she consumed about 
half a cup. She proceeded to undress, but 
before going to bed she threw on a 
woolen jacket over her nightgown and 
made her way to the kitchen. 


Around 3:30 a.m., Elizabeth woke up to 
the smell of smoke pouring into her room. 
She quickly roused Eliza and Jane Neck. 
Eliza ran downstairs, where she met John

ng in the kitchen. John asked a 
es daltgat abies question of Eliza. 
“What's the matter?” he inquired. She 
ignored the question and entered the 
dining room, where she came across the 
body of Miss Keyse, The womans throat 
had been cut and her head had been 
beaten in with a sharp instrument, such 

atchet or axe. 
Beis instructed John to go to the Cary 
Arms for assistance. Instead, he went 
upstairs and helped Jane Neck down the 
stairs. In doing so, ke left a blood smear 
on the sleeve of her smock. Jame ran 
outside for help, but realizing the futility 
of this action, she re-entered the house 
and implored John to go to the Cary 
Arms. Before leaving, he told Jane that 
he had just broken a window to let out 
the smoke. 

Three men arrived on the scene and 
proceeded to extinguish the flames. While 
doing so, one man asked for a hatchet. 
John produced one, which was stained 
with blood. Tested later, it fit the two 
wounds in the dead woman’s skull. This 
hatchet was normally kept outside the 
cottage. It would be inferred that John 
had brought it into the house earlier in 
the night with the express intent of killing 

iss Keyse. 
erica vegarate fires had been set in the 
house. The murderer and arsonist had 
used paper and paraffin to start the fires. 
Nothing had been taken from the house, 
indicating that robbery had been far from 
the killer's mind. One of the aspects of » 
the murder which made it even more 
horrific was the killer’s attempt to set the 
stairs on fire. Obviously, he had cared 
little if three innocent women perished 
while they slept. 

From the outset, John Lee was the 
prime suspect. He had badmouthed his 
mistress for months, particularly after 
she had reduced his pay. To add credence 
to the mounting evidence that John was 
the killer, police found a bloodstained 
knife in his tiny bedroom. They also — 
found a blood-smeared empty oil can in 
his room. 

John Lee was arrested. He attempted to 
explain away the various blood stains. He 
claimed that he had cut his arm when he 
had broken the window to let out the 
smoke. However, Elizabeth Harris said 
she saw blood on John before he broke 
the window. John said that he had helped 
move the body and had gotten more blood 
on his clothing. It was no use. John had 
been sleeping exactly 13 feet from where 
Miss Keyse’s body was found. It seemed 
incredible that someone could strike down 
the woman and set three separate fires 
without disturbing John. oy 

On Feb. 2, 1885, at Exeter, John Lee 
was tried for the murder of Miss Keyse. 
In addition to the incriminating evidence 
already reviewed here, Elizabeth Harris, 
his half sister, stated that John was 
planning to leave Miss Keyse’s 
employment. When she told him it was 
doubtful that he would receive a letter of 
reference, he replied, ‘If she does not, I 
will level the house to the ground.’’ The 
prosecution also insinuated that John had 
cut his own arm in order to account for 
the many blood smears. 

fter deliberating only 40 minutes, 
the jury found John Lee guilty of ~ 
murder. 

On the day of his scheduled execution, 
Feb. 23, 1885, it was wet arid miserable. 
John mounted the scaffold, convinced that 
he was about to die. Three times the 
trap door failed. Finally, the execution 
was halted. That same day, the Home 
Secretary, Sir William Harcourt, ordered 
that the sentence of John Lee be 
commuted to penal servitude “‘during the 
time of Her Majesty’s pleasure.” 

_ To many superstitious souls, the 
inability of the Crown to execute John 
indicated his innocence. He became some- 
thing of a folk hero. Others felt that a 
cold-blooded killer had escaped the 
gallows because the wood around the trap 
door had swollen due to the wet weather. 
_ John Lee spent the best part of 23 years 
in prison before being released on Dec. 
17, 1907. He sold his life story to a 
newspaper and, with the proceeds, opened 
a pub. For a while, he did very well, 
mainly from curious people who wanted 
to see John Lee, the man they couldn’t 
hang. 

Lee later married and emigrated to the 
United States. He died thera of natural 
causes in 1933, at age 68.

She chose to try again. 
“Academically, that first was 
my by far worst year.

- More needs to be done for workers injured on the job _

Every 12 seconds, a 
Canadian loses time from 
work because of an injury. 

By the time you finish 
reading this sentence, five 
more workers will have 
been hurt. 

The final tally amounts to 
an astounding 500,000 
accidents per year in 
Ontario’s workplaces. One 
life per working day is lost 
through industrial and 


workplace accidents. 

The Labour Canada 
Statistics present grave 
concerns for organizations 
and groups across the 
province who maintain a 
constant vigil on behalf of 
injured workers. 

Quinte and District 
Injured Worker’s president 
Dorothy Ellis says she isn’t 
surprised by the amount of 
people getting hurt on the 


job. 
She is astounded, 
however, at the 


lackadaisical attitudes 
government and 
compensation boards share 


when faced with the 





overwhelming statistics. 

“It truly astounds me 
more hasn’t been done for 
accident prevention in the 


workplace,” says Ellis. “I

While for the most part, 
Workmen’s Compensation 
pay an injured worker (at 
times, after a lengthy fight) 
there are underlying factors 
involved that aren’t catered 
to. 

“Injuries affect people in 
different ways. Those who 
are disabled ,often for life, 
are humiliated and lose 
their self-esteem. Many 
turn to drug dependency, 
alcoholism and hurt the 


whole family in_ the 
process. 
“What is needed is 


counselling to help an 
injured worker deal with 
the frustration and anxiety. 
Workmen’s Compensation 
don't weigh the 
ramifications,” says Ellis. 
“If you have a low back 
injury from work, for 
example, and it has caused 
you a lot of pain and 
anxiety, life can be very 
frustrating at times.

Even the Royal Canadian 
Mint is celebrating 
International Literacy Year. 

The obverse of the 1990 
$100 Canadian gold coin 
depicts artist John Marden’s 
rendition of an Inuit woman 
teaching her children how 
to write. With an infant 
nestled in the back of her 
coat and looking over her 
shoulder, the woman 
instructs a second child in 
Inuit syllabics. 

The coin was designed to 


aid efforts on behalf of. 


world literacy simply by 
raising awareness of the 
struggle. None of the 
proceeds from sales will 
find their way into literacy 
programs of any kind. 

The mint’s precious metal 
products communications 
manager, Mike Francis 
explains: “We never have 
done and never will fund 
programs. There are other 
crown corporations that 
would be more appropriate. 


Other government 
departments have that 
mandate.” 

Marden is an Ontario 
College of Art instructor 
who has already designed a 
number of Canadian coins 
and stamps. He worked in 
consultation through the 
mint with the Inuit Tapirisat 
of Canada to insure the 
accuracy of the depiction 
and symbols used. 

The new coin contains 
one quarter ounce of gold 
alloyed with silver. It’s 26 
mm in diameter and weighs 
13.338 grams and won't 
normally be found in 
circulation. 

It comes wrapped in a 
hard protective plastic shell 
and a hinged jewellery box. 
The Royal Canadian Mint 
price is $245 plus 
provincial sales tax, so 
collectors and investors are 
unlikely to slip it into their 
pockets as $100 in spending 
money.

Sightings of the serpent-like monster have been reported 
since 1881 and as recently as 1983. Eyewitnesses have 
estimated its length anywhere from 30 to 70 feet. 

Muskrat Lake near Cobden, Ont. has its Mussie, an 
eight-foot to 24-foot lizard-like monster which was first 
recorded by Champlain and was reported by a local 
resident as recently as 1976, and 1988 sonar sightings 
showed two 8-10 foot objects swimming side-by-side in 


the lake.

Then there's the Great Snake of Eastern Lake Erie. This 
eel-like snake described as up to 50-feet long hasn't been 
seen since 1896, but was seen on numerous occasions in 
the 1800s. 

Moving out of the water, there is Old Yellowtop who 
presumably inhabits the wilderness around Cobalt, Ont. 
Described as an ape-like creature covered with dark hair 
except for a long mane of lighter hair on its head, it has 
often been mistaken for a bear. It was last sighted by a bus 
driver in 1970 as he drove a load of miners to the 
graveyard shift at the Cobalt Lode mine. 

One promising monster is Kingstie, which has been 
sighted around the Kingston area. Its eyes have been 
described as fierce and glittering and two reports mention 
antler-like horns, Unfortunately, it hasn't been sighted since

How come we 
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Unhealthy 
atmosphere 


A 200th anniversary should be a ume of 
celebration, but Sidney Township council doesn't 
seem to be finding much room for celebration during 
its often acrimonious meetings. Too often, Ontario's 
longest running municipality seems determined to 
break up instead into unseemly squabbling. 

When council members make motions unrelated to 
business before the council, they must give public 
waming by forwarding a notice of motion a number 
of days before the meeting. Are the number of notices 
of motion unprecedented? We're not sure, having no 
old agenda’s to check, but we think so. 

The notices of motion seem frequently to be aimed 
at other council members in an attempt to score 
points, and frequently they are announced at earlier 
meetings to the applause of various groups of 
spectators. Too often the notices of motion sound like 
so much grandstanding and postunng. 

Two cases in point. ; 

A recent notice of motion by Councillor Alison 
Kuglin "concerning any additional information 
Deputy Reeve (Ron) Hamilton may have regarding 
the Sills application” appeared to our reporter to be 
an attempt to embarrass the deputy reeve rather than a 
genuine attempt to gamer information. Why not just 
ask? 

Similarly, we have been told privately that a notice 
of motion by Reeve Tom Nobles to have all council 
members reveal their assets is a dig at another council 
member. 

Some of the discussions at the meetings also sound 
like grandstanding. 

Recently, for example, Councillor Fred Brooks 
publicly objected to the township purchasing $240 
worth of tickets to the Quinte Intemational Air Show 
for distribution to council members. We are told by a 
member of council that Brooks later asked for his 
tickets at the end of a caucus meeting that wasn't 
open to the public. 

Not only is the tone between council members 
acrimonious, but between council and the public-as 
well. in fact, at a recent meeting, the reeve threatened 
to call out the OPP to bring order.At least some 
ratepayers seem determined to tum over every rock in 
the hope of finding some well-nourished slug. There 
doesn't seem to be a healthy atmosphere of trust in 
their elected officials. 

What's happening? Whatever it is, it isn't healthy 
for the township and its residents. 

Can council members rise above their personal 
differences and work together? We hope so for the 
sake of Ontario's oldest continuously-governed 
municipality.

As a resident of an area 


adjoining a proposed 
landfill site for Toronto 
garbage, I have a few 
thoughts concerning 
Torontonians’ ambitions to 
locate suitable landfill sites 
“elsewhere”. This ambition 
seems to have recently 
sharpened to the point 
where it might more aptly 
be termed greed or lust. 
One can, of course, 
appreciate this, given the 
mounting dilemma facing 
“city fathers” and the 
lucrative nature of the 
garbage business.

materialistic binge blasting 
our prospects. A licence to 
“export” garbage deflects a 
critical responsibility on 
innocent bystanders. 

Thus, Toronto’s garbage 
ought to remain within 
Toronto city limits; where it 
would serve as an 
opportunity to pursue 
recycling, a reminder of the 
need for restraint and etc. 
The technologies that might 
be developed could well 
yield an important addition 
to Canada’s exportable 
manufacturing, for they 
would certainly be relevant 
in many parts of the world. 

We have also seen recent 
reports that substantial 
portions of the very ground 
Toronto “stands on” are 
badly contaminated. This 
Suggests another reason 
why Torontonians ought to 
keep their garbage at 
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home—Toronto is almost 
certainly, beyond salvation. 
Toronto air Toronto water 
and even Toronto earth, 
appears to be toxic. 

Thus, simply getting rid 
of visible garbage is a 
deceptive, dangerous 
palliative. Better to keep 
the stuff motivated to 
develop measures to 
preserve yourselves. Such 
measures could, now that I 
think of it, amount to 
another “growth” industry, 
yielding yet another 
exportable commodity. 

This, we come to my core 
Suggestion: Since Toronto 
is, by many accounts, an 
ecological disaster area, 
why not designate the 
entire city a landfill site? 
We then raise the 
Possibility of outlying 
municipalities shipping 
their garbage to Toronto,

A: You are quite right to be 
wary of buying veneer 
damaged pieces. Repairs 
such as matching of 
missing pieces or removing 
veneer blisters is expensive 
(I charge $30 per patch) 
and sometimes costs more 
than the piece is worth. 
Repairs of this type are 
best left to the experts who 
have developed the skill 
and have specialized tools

However some 
veneer damage such as 
loose veneer around the 
edge of a table top or a 
drawer front could be as 
you say fixed by a 
“capable amateur”.

1. Slide the nail file under 
the loose edge of veneer 
and sand back and forth, 
this will scrub out any 
loose old glue as well as 
provide clean surface for 
the new glue.

The world was at Canada’s doorstep last weekend to 
honor the 50th anniversary of the British Commonwealth 
Air Training Plan. 

Touted as Canada’s most significant contribution to the 
Second World War effort, the BCATP was remembered 
Saturday at CFB Trenton by ambassadors and high 
commissioners from 11 countries. 

As many as 131,553 aircrew graduated from the BCATP, 
established Dec. 17 1939 at a cost of $2.25 billion, shortly 
after the outbreak of World War II. 

J It's mandate — to meet the crucial need for pilots, 
navigators, bomb aimers, wireless operators, flight 
engineers, ground support and instructors. 

Recruits initially came from Commonwealth countries, 
many of which, made the trek to the plan’s central base, 
CFB Trenton. 

Fifty years later, the same countries came to 
commemorate a piece of Canada’s national aviation 
history, Fifty-one per cent of BCATP graduates were 
enlisted from Canada. 

In an emotional dedication during the Armed Forces 
Quinte International Air Show dignitaries witnessed the 
unveiling of a commemorative plaque marking the plan’s 
50th anniversary. 

Minister of Defence Bill McKnight thanked countries 
New Zealand, Belgium, Norway, Australia, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Denmark and France for 
attending.

Tracers from German anti-aircraft guns intermittently 
reveal their defensive positions returning projectiles of 
death into the bomber-ridden skies. 

This is the third night, bomb aimer Sgt. Bill Hockney 
and his crew have joined their Squadron 70 colleagues in 
an elaborate witch-hunt for Rommell and his troops.

British Air Commonwealth Training Plan which is being 
officially recognized here today,” said McKnight. 

“CFB Trenton is deemed to be a most appropriate 
location for this plaque because it is the former home of 
central flying school and as such,played a major role in the 
success of the air training plan.” 

A similar plaque is being erected in Brandon, Manitoba 
to recognize Western Canada’s training plan efforts. 

“This plaque and the men it represents is another tribute 
to Canadians who risked everything to ensure we would 


It would be just one of 37 missions, observer Hockney, 
clutching a flashlight, would taste fear in the dark bombing 
compartment at the nose of the Wellington 1C. 

His training under the British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan would help quell the fear known by fighting 
men throughout the world during Hitler’s manic advances. 

The current president of Prince Edward County RCAFA 
415 and 131,552 other graduates from Commonwealth 
countries would ultimately entrust their lives to that crucial 
training while fighting for the freedom of their family and 
country. 

“We all lived in the fear that each mission could be our 
last. Our number could have been up at any moment,” says 
Hockney, from his Carrying Place home almost fifty years 
later. 


“All of that I had been taught under the training plan 
culminated that night and many others like it,” says 
Hockney, recalling the bombing of Rommel’s columns. 
“When you have a successful night you realize all of the 
training you had was for a purpose. 

“That was the most rewarding night, as far as I, a bomb 
aimer, was concerned. I could see Rommel’s tanks, trucks 
ammunition trucks all exploding. I saw the damage my 
bombs were doing to the enemy,” says Hockney. “The 
whole place was lit up. When I saw the fires I was pleased 
that I had done my job.” 

Loaded with 18 bombs equipped with 16-inch tubular 
detonation rods, Hockney and his crew made three area 
bombing runs that night, delivering six bombs a run, in 
100 foot intervals. 

“I remember yelling on the first run, “Okay Skip, I’ve 
got them in my site. ‘Left, left, right - steady’ and I pressed 
the bomb release. You could feel them dropping from the

plane,” says Hockney. 

Designated as the pathfinder — the bomber charged to 
locate the target — Hockney and his accompanying crew 
were the first into the site to light it with flares and drop 
the first of many bombs to come. A second bomber would 
follow, a third and the remainder of the bombing squadron 
followed through. 

Flying at a lower altitude on that night, allowed for a 
closer look of the damage, says Hockney. Normally, a 
bomb “milk-run” at 12,000 feet prevented a bomb aimer 
from seeing the end results. 

Unlike Hockney, many BCATP graduates never made it 
home to remember the war. Many died fighting in the skies 
around the world. 

“We should always keep the memory alive of those who 
made the supreme sacrifice,” says Hockney. We have to 
remember them, I and my colleagues do. I was very 
fortunate to make it home,” says the retired service man of 
35 years. 

The heroic efforts of the men who fought and died will 
not be forgotten, however, thanks to the handing down of 
memories t0 younger generations, he says. 

The British Commonwealth Air Training Plan will not 
be forgotten. either, as graduates celebrate the SOth 
anniversary of BCATP this year around the world. 

Canada, a major player in the training of badly needed 
aircrew for The Second World War will also celebrate the 
plan’s December, 1939 initiation. 

The agreement between Australia, Canada, New Zealand 
and the United Kingdom made Canada the main centre for 
air crew training for the Commonwealth. 

The plan comprised as many as 100 air training 
schools and approximately 180 ground support units.

tailored to meet the needs 
of learners.” 

On location at Campbell 
Soups since May 1, full 
time Alternatives instructor 
Penny Webster is in the 
process of developing 
programs now to do just 
that. 


During 1990, 
International Literacy year, 
Ontario is coughing up 
$2,058,847 to fund 94 
workplace and community 
literacy projects throughout 
the province. The grants are 
distributed through Sean 
Conway’s Ministry of 
Education and Skills 
Development. 

The main advantages to 
business and industry lie in 
greater employee safety and 
more efficient written and 
oral communications of 
instructions and directions 
to employees. Ruth 
. Northey, Human Resources 
Assistant at Campbell 
Soup, points out employees 
must be able to read 
warning signs, safety 
instructions, and training 
manuals effectively. 

Classes started June 4, 
and by a week later, 
Webster had identified 14 
ESL candidates who were 
willing to volunteer for the 
instructions. Each attends 
two hours of instruction a 
week one at the 
company’s expense, the 
other at his own. The loss 
of an hour’s pay, is a 
sacrifice, but there’s a 
desire to learn, and a 
growing willingness to 
meet an employer in related 
need half way. 

Julio has been in Canada 
for seven years, but still 
speaks Spanish at home 
with his family. He doesn’t 
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want his children to lose the 
tongue of their birth, but 
they break into English 
frequently; and, when they 
do, they speak it too fast for 
him to follow. 

Jose has been here for 
three years, Pablo for two. 
Their problems and fears 
are the same. None of them 
can read school report cards 
brought home by their 
children. 

As their class ends, a 
newcomer is suggested. 
The familiar pattern of 
feeling things out with 
great care is evident. “I 
know of someone, Juan, 
who works at the plant and 
speaks no English, just 
Spanish. He wants to come 
to class, but he’s very shy.” 

Webster has learned to be 
sensitive to a host of 
feelings about literacy, 
including shyness. “They 
have to understand I am not 
going to put them in a 
grade level, test them, mark 
them, and put them back in 
a school setting they may 
not have liked when they 
were young. They need 
time to accept the fact that I 
am not a_ threatening 
person.”

community of about 22,000 
people who speak a variety 
of languages. It has, 
however, one of the highest 
per capita concentrations of 
adults in Ontario, 53 per 
cent, without a secondary 
school diploma. 

The pilot project at 
Campbell Soup is designed 
to offer upgrading to native 
Canadians as well as ESL 
to landed immigrants. But 
if immigrants are shy, 
imagine the gut wrenching 
felt by those who need 
upgrading in their native 
tongue. 

“They’re out there,” 
according to Webster, but 
they’re wily. They’ve 
leamed to conceal it ... and 
live with it. They, too, 
cannot read their children’s 
report cards, just as they 
couldn’t read bedtime 
stories when the children 
were younger. 

They can’t read standard 
job application forms, let 
alone fill them out. But 
they can take them home, 
get help completing them, 
and nail down work where 
possible, even if it does pay 
no more than minimum 
wages. 

And unable to read the 
simplest of instructions, 
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or Your Listening Pleasure 
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promotion to anything 
better. They can dream of 
little, in fact. Unable to read 
no name _ packaging, 
Struggling to survive on 
expensively packaged 
brand products easily 
recognized through T.V. ads 
can be a full time 
occupation. 

Imagine their fear at 
being found out, and you'll 
understand their reluctance 
to seek literacy upgrading, 
especially in the workplace. 
You'll also understand why 
Webster, even though she 
knows, “they’re out there,” 
hasn’t found a single 


volunteer yet for the 
upgrading. 
But she’s confident 


they'll come forward ... 
eventually. 

Meanwhile, it is a pilot 
project. She’s preparing 
courses and lessons that are 
wide open, in anticipation 





of the program continuing 
beyond International 
Literacy Year. “We ‘re into 
any skills related to 
reading, writing or math.” 

She lists some — among 
them, even more advanced 
Subjects to be taught to 
those beyond a need for 
basic upgrading, like 
memos reports, letters, 
banking, etcetera. 

But for now, the classes 
are all ESL for immigrants. 
It’s word recognition, 
Pronunciation, meaning and 
spelling. It’s basic math in 
the English language so 
temperatures in the 
mushroom factory can be 
read and recorded, so 
amounts picked can be 
charted and graphed, so 
sortings and classifications 
can be handled effectively. 

And it’s problem solving. 
What do you ask who when 
you're troubled? That’s a 
problem in all walks of life,

Time to think of sum

BELLEVILLE — jt’s 
time for those who need it 
to think of summer school. 

Director Mike Maloney of 
the Quinte Learning Centre 
points out summer school 
there, primarily for 
elementary school K to 8 
Students in need of extra 
work, starts July 3 and runs 
for four weeks. A second 
session begins Aug 6 and 
also runs for four weeks. 

Maloney says __his 
programs are geared “for 
Students who have had 
difficulty throughout the 
past year, and need work in 
Such areas as reading, 
spelling, basic and 
advanced maths, and 
language arts. 

He explains there are two 
main aspects to reading: 
decoding and comprehension. 
Decoding is a matter of 
unlocking the key. What do 
the symbols on the page 
Say? Comprehension 
involves making sense out 
of what they say. 

“Sometimes you have to 
teach basic decoding skills 
before you worry about 
comprehension," he said. 
"In other cases, the decoding 
skills are adequate, but it’s 
the comprehension that 
needs work.” 

Maloney claims his 
programs are capable of 
developing either. 

mn imes,” he continues, 
“all the skills are adequate, 
but there are weaknesses 
across the board in such 
areas as spelling, grammar, 
writing, etc. That’s a 
language arts situation, as 
opposed to simply reading.” 

The summer objectives of 
the Quinte Learning Centre 
are tO move students 
through six months of 
school work in one month. 
But he hastens to point out 
he offers no credit courses. 

“Anyone looking to make 
up a credit should go to the 
Hastings County Summer 


School (sponsored by the | 
board of education). But if | 


they want skills upgraded 
prior to that, we can 
certainly help.” 

As director, Maloney has 
a paid staff of 12, some full 
and some part time. Classes, 
conducted at the Queen 
Mary School, 28 Isabel St., 
are kept small, with five 
students at the most. Quinte 
Leaming Centre is a private 


organization, and lessons °

The comfortable cooler water and abundance of bait fish 
for that species in the big lake are the main reasons they 
leave the confines of the Bay. Yet no one that I know is 
pursuing them in Lake Ontario. 

Lake Erie, although much shallower than Lake Ontario, 
has developed into a virtual walleye hotbed with an 
estimated 50 million walleye swimming those waters. 

Charter boat captains on Erie have had a good success 
utilizing planer board and planing devices such as the Luhr 
Jensen Jet Planer while washing such lures as Rattlin’ 
Spots, Shad Raps and other deep-diving minnow 
imitations 

lt is only a matter of time before some one develops a 
successful technique that will work well here. 

Those eagerly awaiting the arrival of the king salmon 
should not have to wait much longer. At the time of this 
writing (June 20th) only a few chinook have been taken in 
our waters of the big lake. Traditionally the action heats up 
during the last week of June, peaking in mid to late July. 

Many of the local salmon anglers are predicting the 
Great Salmon Hunt will be won for the third Straight year 
in Our waters. I hear through the grapevine that a prize 
structure of nearly $750,000 (that’s right, 3/4 of a million 
dollars!) will be up for grabs in that contest this year. 

When making a decision on whether or not to purchase a 
ticket for that event remember that three years ago Trenton 
angler Frank Troke caught what would have been the 
derby winner -- had he only bought his ticket. At that time 
he would have picked up over a hundred grand in prizes. 
You’ve been forewamed! 

Just a note of thanks and a wish of good luck to the guys 
and girls at Central Lake Ontario Sport Anglers who are 
again this year taking out the tykes front Big Brothers and 
Big Sisters. More than a few of that clubs members have 
turned down a days charter business and donated their time 
and craft to a very worthwhile cause.

The comfortable cooler water and abundance of bait fish 
for that species in the big lake are the main reasons they 
leave the confines of the Bay. Yet no one that I know 1s 
pursuing them in Lake Ontario. ; 

Lake Erie, although much shallower than Lake Ontario, 
has developed into a virtual walleye hotbed with an 
estimated 50 million walleye swimming those waters. 

Charter boat captains on Erie have had a good success 
utilizing planer board and planing devices such as the Luhr 
Jensen Jet Planer while washing such lures as Rattlin’ 
Spots, Shad Raps and other deep-diving minnow 
imitations 

It is only a matter of time before some one develops a 
successful technique that will work well here. 

Those eagerly awaiting the arrival of the king salmon 
should not have to wait much longer. At the time of this 
writing (June 20th) only a few chinook have been taken in 
our waters of the big lake. Traditionally the action heats up 
during the last week of June, peaking in mid to late July. 

Many of the local salmon anglers are predicting the 
Great Salmon Hunt will be won for the third straight year 
in our waters. I hear through the grapevine that a prize 
structure of nearly $750,000 (that’s right, 3/4 of a million 
dollars!) will be up for grabs in that contest this year. 

When making a decision on whether or not to purchase a 
ticket for that event remember that three years ago Trenton 
angler Frank Troke caught what would have been the 
derby winner -- had he only bought his ticket. At that time 
he would have picked up over a hundred grand in prizes.

‘Promise not to laugh?’

_ BELLEVILLE — Literacy 
1S power -- power through 
freedom, potential, hope, 
choice and possibilities, 
Power through  self- 
confidence. 

These were some of the 
messages World Literacy of 
Canada and Toronto’s 
professional Young People’s 
Theatre brought to the 
Pinnacle Playhouse last 
Wednesday. The actors gave 
a spirited performance of 
Jim Betts’ original Canadian 
musical play, “Reading the 
Signs,” to a receptive 
audience of literacy students, 
teachers, volunteers, regular 
playhouse patrons and other 
interested viewers. 

The production, featuring 
Jill Kinsella, Carol Dover, 
Colin Legge, Dwayne 

- Manitowabi and Jeff Miller, 
has travelled across Canada 
for ten months now, and 
over 200 performances in 
difficult settings like school 
and prison auditoriums, 
movie theatre aprons and 
simply large rooms. 

“Reading the Signs” is a 


collage of vignettes, 
cameos, and musical 
ensembles expressing 


feelings. Causes aren’t 
examined.

William O'Neill was the next to enter what was later to 
become known as the Mystery House. Virginia showed 
him around, including a view of the body in the bathtub. 
O'Neill felt a chill go through his bones as the 60-year-old 
Virginia led him through the cold, empty house. She 
repeated her story much as she had told it to Dr. Sim- 
mons, adding that she and her niece had only been living 
in East Orange ten days. She had accompanied Ocey. to 
nurse her while she was ilL ; 

O'Neill was immediately suspicious. Who would bring a 
sick person to an unheated, unfurnished house in East 
Orange? Virginia told him they had previously lived on 
East 48th St. in Brooklyn. Sgt. O’Neill informed Virginia 
that she would have to accompany him to the police sta- 
tion. He believed that it was possible this strange woman, 
heavily veiled in black, had held her obviously feeble 
niece under water until she drowned. 

An autopsy revealed that Ocey had indeed met her 
death by drowning. The deceased woman had suffered 
from starvation, weighing only 80 pounds at the time of 
her death. sal 

etectives found out that another physician 
had been called to the Mystery House 
five days before Ocey’s death. Dr. 
Charles Teeter had examined Ocey and 
had found her to be suffering from bron- 
chitis. He, too, had commented on the 
lack of furniture, but was told that aunt 
and niece had just moved in and furniture was on 
the way. 

Police visited Virginia’s previous residence in Brooklyn. 
Neighbors there remembered her well. They told investi- 
gators that the older woman, who dressed only in black, 
kept to herself. They seldom saw her beautiful niece out- 
side the house. 

The janitor of the building explained to detectives 
that about a year and a half earlier, Ocey and her 
husband Fletcher, who was her first cousin, had moved 
into the house. Ocey was rather frail, but very beau- 
tiful. Fletcher was a real Southern gentleman. 

A few months after their arrival, three older women 
moved in with the young couple. All wore only black. 
In March, 1909, Fletcher left. That August, Ocey gave 
birth to a baby boy. The women had difficulty paying the 
rent and finally were told to move. Early in November, 
they placed their furniture in storage. Virginia and Ocey 
moved to the empty house in East Orange. 

Police learned that Ocey’s life was insured for $24,000. 
The policies had been borrowed against until they had 
very little real cash value. However, Ocey owned a valu- 
able parcel of land in Virginia, where the entire Wardlaw 
clan had originated. In times past, the family had been an 
influential one in the South. However, they had lost 
their wealth and had moved north to the New York area. 

_Police were now certain that Virginia Wardlaw, pos- 
sibly with the aid of her two sisters, had starved Ocey to 
the point where she was helpless. They then had placed 
her in the bathtub and held her head under the water 
until she drowned. When handwriting experts stated they 
were certain the dead woman had not written the Suicide 
note, Virginia was taken into custody and charged with 
murder 

_The hunt was now on for the two elusive sisters. One 
sister, Caroline Martin, was Ocey’s mother. Caroline and 
her husband had divorced years earlier and the dear man 
subsequently had died. She was found living at Manhat- 
aE ae Hotel, heavily veiled and dressed totally 
in blac 

A clerk at the hotel had found her behavior so stra 
he had called police. Caroline was kept under purveillaned 
while police attempted to find the third sister. Mar 
Snead, 61, was located in New York City. She and Canc:

Enough evidence was gathered to indicate that all three

The strange murder case, attracted attention through- 
out the United States and Canada. Because of the public- 
ity, there were those who said that Fletcher Snead, 
Ocey’s supposedly dead husband, was alive and well. 
Newspaper reporters tracked down Fletcher in, of all 
places, St. Catharines, Ont., employed at the New Murray 
Hotel as a cook. He was using the name John Lucas. 

Fletcher had quite a story to tell. He had worked for a 
firm in New York, where his boss and best friend, Wil- 
liam Earthman, had been indicted for stealing from the 
company. Fletcher had been summonsed to testify at 
Earthman’s trial. Rather than appear against his friend, 
he had skipped. Fletcher told police it was hard for 
a northerner to understand, but it was a matter of 
southern pride. He had even told his wife, aunts, and 
mother what he was about to do. They had said they 
understood. 

On Dec. 22, a Grand Jury brought in indictments of 
murder against all three sisters. On Aug. 8, 1910, after 
months of living in jail, Virginia Wardlaw took ill. She 
had been refusing to eat for days. After lying comatose 
for 36 hours, she died. She had succeeded in starving 
herself _to death. 

aroline Martin’s lawyers fought desperately 
to have their client judged insane, so that 
she would be confined to an asylum. If 
found sane, she would be tried for mur- 
der. The court found her sane and fit to 
Stand trial. She was allowed to plead guilty 
to manslaughter. The 65-year-old woman 
was sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment. In prison, 
her condition deteriorated, becoming so serious she was 
transferred to the State Hospital for the Insane. On June 
21, 1913, she suffered a heart attack and died. 

Mary Snead fared best of the three sisters. It was 
explained to the court that since her sister had pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter and, as there was no charge of 
accessory to manslaughter in New Jersey, Mary could not 
be brought to trial as an accessory to her sister’s 
action. The prosecuting attorney moved to quash the 
indictment against her. Mary Snead was set free. She 
lived out her life on a ranch in Colorado. 

Fletcher Snead, whose southern pride allowed him

“My biggest challenge is 
trying to fill my time and 
decide what I want to do 
with the the rest of my life.

McCaw is considering 
going back to school and 
learning a trade — the 
options are few because his 
mobility and ability to sit or 
stand for long periods of 
time are very limited.

many injured workers can’t 
even sit in a classroom for 
an hour because of their 
backs or other debilitating 
injuries, 

“How do you expect a 
person with back problems 
like these to carry out even 
a simple desk job. They 
can’t for any length of 
time,” she says. 

“T’m not being 
negative...I’m being 
realistic. And in a lot of 
cases many of these people 
took manual jobs because 
they weren’t academically 
inclined in the first place. 

“When you tell a guy that 
he is going back to school 
at age 45 or fifty, the 
prosect must be pretty 

And many employers are 
hard-pressed to hire people 
in their late 40s or 50s 
tradition has shown. 

Employers are the key to 
the hiring re-trained 
individuals. They are also 
the key to preventative 
measures being properly 
exercised in their own 
workplace. 

Even after a worker has 
been injured, improper 
methods of carrying out 
regulations as defined by 
Workmens’ Compensation 
are common but needless. 

“It all comes down to 
how informed employees 
are about their work 
environment and what to do 
if they are injured,” says 
Ellis. 

“Information on what to 
do when you are hurt i the 
workplace is almost never 
given to an employee 
before an accident happens. 
The result is injured 
workers end up fighting for 
workmens compensation 
when they could have 
avoided it by following 
procedure. 

“When I retire I am going 
to press hard for the 
creation of a document that 
spells out the dos and 
don’ts of Workmens’ 
Compensation.” 

The Quinte and District 
Injured Workers work 
constantly on dispelling the 
myth that injuries only 
happen in heavy industry 
and construction. 

“I had one person say to 
me ‘I thought you could 
only get workmens’ comp 
if you were a construction 
worker and you fell off a 
roof or something,” says 
Ellis.

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Landmark jail term 
may deter offenders 


In a landmark decision last week, a local justice of 
the peace handed down a six month jail sentence to 


George Crowe and levied a $90,000 fine against his 

company, Blackbird Holdings Inc., after Crowe is 
convicted earlier this spring on three environmenta: 

charges. { 
oT al sentence is significant as it is the first time 
in Canada that an environmental offender has been 

sentenced to jail. 

ST aaa the jail term, Justice of the Peace 
Thomas Walker has sent a strong message to 
environmental offenders. Not only has he proclaimed 
that environmental offenses are serious, but he has 
told owners and executives of corporations that they 
cannot hide behind the legal fiction of a corporation 
but must take personal responsibility for their actions. 

Too often, fines are not a deterrent to polluters. For 
many large companies, even the heftiest fines levied 
by courts for environmental offenses have been 
regarded as merely a cost of doing business. In such 
cases, the threat of a jail sentence may deter 
executives and owners of corporations from breaking 
the law. 

The jail sentence is a welcome precedent. 


What about Goodyear? 


MPP Ruth Gner,.the provincial NDP environment 
critic, raised an interesting point in the Ontario 
Legislature last week when she said that executives 
of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company should 
also be prosecuted for their part in the illegal 
dumping of 185 barrels of toxic waste at Rednersville 
by George Crowe and Blackbird Holdings Inc. 

How much did Goodyear know? 

The barrels were theirs; they knew what was in 
them -- shouldn't they bear some responsibility for 
ensuring that the barrels were properly disposed of? 
Can they wash their hands of the affair because the 
barrels were no longer theirs after Blackbird Holdings 
took them -- or do they have some responsibility to 
tum their waste over to someone who can properly 
dispose of them? 


Court is final judge 


The confusion over the constitutionality of the 
Retail Business Holiday Act and municipal bylaws 
enacted offers us one of the first opportunities to see 
how Canada is changing because of its constitution. 

The initial reaction of many local politicians was 
similar to that of Ontario Attomey General Ian Scott: 
stores opening on Sunday would continue to be 
charged until the appeal was heard on a court 
decision striking down the law as unconstitutional. 

By Friday, it was plain that the response was out of 
order. The court's rejected a plea by the attorney 
general for a stay on the ruling until the appeal was 
heard. Despite assurances from the attomey general, 
the province has no law governing Sunday opening 
and stores across the province stayed open this past 
weekend, including at least one A&P store in 
Belleville. 

That's because the country changed in 1982. Before 
1982, parliament was the highest authority in the land 
and the judiciary simply interpreted the laws that 
parliament passed. 

_ Now, the constitution is the highest authority. The 
job of the courts will be to interpret the constitution 
and the measure legislation of parliament against 
their interpretation. 

That means, in effect, that the courts have become 
the ultimate authority in Canada. Legislators can pass 
whatever they want and attorney generals can say 
whatever they want about enforcement of a law but 
the final judge will be a judge.

La Del principal, Ken 
LaPalm says the purpose of 
his fishing tournaments is to 
promote fishing in the 
Quinte area through live 
release. He points out that 
while Belleville unofficially 
Calls itself “the friendly 
city,” it’s officially “The 
Sports Fishing Capital of 
Ontario and the Gateway to 
a Fisherman’s Paradise” by 
1981 council resolution. 

Tournament fishing bans 
the use of any kind of live 
bait. It also imposes on 
Participants the need for a 
live well to keep the catch 
healthy for release after it’s 
weighed. Fish tend to suck 
live bait down deeper when 
they bite, hence the use of 
artificial lures only, since 
they do less damage. 

Derby fishing, by 
contrast, permits live bait 
and usually results in all 
fish Caught dying. It’s 
Particularly unfortunate, 
since the goal in a derby is 
(0 catch the biggest fish, and 
the biggest of fish are the 
MOSt prolific of breeders, 

Derbies, according to La 
Del, Promote the 
destruction of fishing for 


sport or food. 

Fishing tournaments are 
big money. The first two La 
Del Walleye events in May 
and June attracted 85 and 69 
teams respectively, from 
Canada and the U.S. Often a 
team arrives in the area a 
week or two in advance to 
prefish the waters for the 
most active hotspots. 

While here, they buy 

tackle, bait, food, fuel, 
clothing, accommodations, 
and some even buy cars, 
boats and trailers. Many like 
the area and wind up 
coming back again and 
again. 
“Fishing brings more 
capital and tourism to 
Belleville than the 
Waterfront Festival and 
Folklorama,” according to 
LaPalm. “It goes on year 
round.” 

His own tournaments 
attract teams from as far 
west as London, from north 
of Peterborough, from east 
to the Quebec border, and 
from many northern an 
eastern states. About 30 per 
cent of his participants are 
locals, and 70 per cent from 
outside the area. ; 

“The whole Bay of Quinte 
is a real hotspot,” he says. 

Weather conditions are 
important to fishing 
enthusiasts. Climactic 
changes, fronts moving a 
and out, can affect t 
waters and drastically 
change the feeding pattems 
of fish.

Paul Pickard who 
operates a retail tackle shop beside the launch reports that 
even in the middle of the afternoon limit catches are being 
taken. Target the middle of the lake and slow troll worm 
tipped jigs with an overhead spinner attached. A shade of 
white would be the best choice of colours. Also notable at 
that location is the phenomenal number of bass this year 
that can be seen from even the docks. 

Paul notes the lake there is visibly cleaner, perhaps due 
to the channel there that flows to Lake Ontario.

he crime was discovered 
on March 22, 1982 in 
Rouen, France. Thirteen- 
year-old Roselyne Rangee 
and her mother, Therese, 
lived in a flat at 35 rue 
Guy de Maupassant. Therese, 
who had divorced her husband two years 
earlier, was a working mother. That fateful 
Monday in March, she returned to her flat 
at about 8 p.m. after completing work and 
doing some shopping. ‘ 

According to Therese Rangee, she rang 
the bell, but received no response from 
Roselyne. She let herself in with her key, 
dropped her groceries off on the kitchen 
table and made her way to her daughter’s 
room. The room was a mess. There, on the 
floor, was Roselyne’s body. Her blouse had 
been opened, exposing her nakedness. Her 
panties lay beside her body. 

Therese screamed, the loud piercing cry 
of a mother who has come across the body 
of her only child. A neighbor, Mrs. Garaud, 
heard the scream. She came on the run, 
took one look and called police. 


Detectives and a doctor arrived immediately. Despite 
the condition of the body, the doctor established that the 
victim had not been raped and that the murder had taken 
place not less than eight hours earlier. A knife lying 
beside the body was most probably the murder weapon. 
Roselyne’s forehead had been scratched in a peculiar, 
manner. It appeared that the scratches formed some sort’ 
of script. This led detectives to believe they were investi- 
gating a ritual murder. 

Once the body was examined under laboratory condi- 
tions, it was established that bloodstains had been 
smeared on the body, possibly to simulate rape. Strangely 
enough, the girl’s blouse had not been torn open, but had 
been unbuttoned after she had been stabbed through the 
heart. A knife cut was found in the blouse where the knife 
had penetrated through the material into Roselyne’s 
chest. The knife found beside the body proved to be the

Photos were taken of the strange marks on Roselyne’s 
forehead. Experts at the Sorbonne in Paris were unable to 
identify them, although they were said to resemble letters 
used in the practise of witchcraft. The marks had been 
made with an icepick, which was found in the kitchen. 
The tip of the icepick was caked in blood, but the handle 
had been wiped clean of fingerprints. 

Detectives added up what they had so far. Someone had 
gone to great lengths to simulate a rape. Why would 
anyone go to such trouble and yet leave the murder 

weapon beside the body? The same person had carefully 
returned the icepick to the kitchen but hadn’t bothered to 
removed the blood from the tip. Cause of death had been 
one stab thrust to the heart. If the crime had been sex 
related, the killer hadn’t struck over and over again, as 
so many sex motivated killers do. What was the meaning

She said he had 
been wearing a loud checkered shirt. 

The neighborhood was canvassed. Sure enough, early 
on the morning of the murder, the man with the black 
beard and loud shirt had stopped at a tavern two blocks 
from the scene of the murder and had calmly eaten 
breakfast while reading the morning paper. Detectives 
were able to trace this man and were delighted to find 
out his name was Robert Courtoux. Had this man used his 
own name while insanely scouring an apartment building 
searching out a victim? 

The two witnesses who had opened their doors to Robert 
that morning positively identified him as the same man. 
Robert startled detectives when he admitted to having 
been in the apartment building at the time of the murder. 
He had been looking for his uncle, Robert Courtoux, 
whom he had been named after. Unfortunately, he had 
forgotten on which floor his uncle lived. Robert’s uncle 
verified that his nephew had dropped in for a visit on the 
Monday morning in question. Robert told police that he 
had finally found someone on the fourth floor who knew 
his uncle and had directed him to the first-floor apart- 
ment. After police located Robert, they had discontinued 
their interrogation of apartment dwellers. Robert Cour- 
toux was dismissed as a suspect. 

A few insignificant facts came to light at this stage of 
the investigation. Therese had told detectives a little 
white lie. She had had relations with a man since her 
divorce. Not much was made of this fact, for divorced 
parents often want to keep their sex lives secret from 
their children and others so they won’t be accused of 
setting a bad example. 

In questioning Therese at length about seemingly trivial 
matters, police found out that Roselyne took a shower 
every morning, including the morning of her death. Police 
pondered this statement because they had noted caked 
mud on the victim’s knees. It seemed unlikely that she 
had showered that morning, gone out, muddied her knees 
and returned to the apartment to be murdered, all within

She was taken into 
custody and questioned extensively. Therese confessed. 

Therese and Roselyne both had boyfriends. Neither 
approved of the other’s affair.

Conversely, Therese 
ought her daughter far too young. They often quar- 
relled. 

Therese claimed that on Sunday night, their argument 
had turned into a drag out fight. Being bigger and 
stronger, Therese was beating up her daughter when 
Roselyne ran to the kitchen and grabbed a knife. Therese 
managed to get the knife from her daughter and plunge it 
into her chest. The hair found in Roselyne’s hand proved 
to have come from Therese’s head.

Delectable sheep need bodyguards. 

And at the Prince Edward County farm of Gary and Lynn 
Fox, nine donkeys have assumed the position. 

While neighbours remain skeptical at best, the Foxes are 
adamant their nine donkeys have deterred coyotes from 
feasting on their flock of 700. 

Two sheep have succumbed to the perils of wild coyotes 
during leg-of-lamb raids to-date. Fox says these are the 
first livestock casualties in two years since he has gathered 
his small herd of donkeys from across the province in a bid 
to protect his sheep flock, one of three facets of his family- 
run farm. 

The Foxes operate a dairy farm and raise cattle in 
addition to sheep farming on their 1,400 acre property 
adjacent Highway 62 in Prince Edward County. 

In 1988, Fox maintained a 160-acre pastureland for his 
smaller flock of 200 sheep. He lost 40 sheep to predatory 
coyotes. It was time to address the need for a solution. 

Prompted by several reports extolling the virtues of 
donkeys, Fox managed to borrow a donkey from a friend 
and place him in pasture with his flock.

Parties working on the first stage of 911 system 
implementation in Hastings, Prince Edward and Lennox 
and Addington Counties are working to a mid-September 
deadline. 

By then, Bell ‘Canada, the 911 executive and technical 
committees hope to have full feasibility reports submitted 
and ready for the public by early 1991. 

“We’re in motion,” says Maurille Roy, secretary- 
coordinator of both 911 committees. “Right now we are in 
the middle of the study stage and hope to have everything 


© ironed out by mid-September. 


“It’s very time consuming, but the pace can’t be 
hastened. These sort of things take time.” 

The 911 technical committee are working on their own 
study to determine what equipment and operation venues 
will be needed for a tri-county system. 

Lennox and Addington County came on-line for the 
program proposal in late May. 

Roy notes technical committee members have been 
studying examples of 911 systems currently in place 
across the province and what steps were taken to 


successfully implement them. 
“We’re basing our information on other systems that 


have already been set up in other parts of Ontario,” says 
Roy. “We might as well use their information. They’ve all 
ready done the work. We might be able to learn from their 


mistakes.”

A French animal rights group plans legal action against 
farmers who pelted police with live sheep during a protest 
yesterday. 

About 1,000 farmers brought their sheep to Paris to 
protest falling prices and increased lamb imports. When 
clashes began with riot police, farmers used several 
animals as missiles. 

No sheep deaths were reported, but the Animal 
Protection Society says in a statement: "Once again 
farmers have used violence against sheep."

Yes, that was a real live news story hot off the wire 
(recently). : 

Which raises a few questions. 

Such as, how do you "pelt" police with sheep? 

Have you ever tried picking up a sheep and pelting a 
policeman with it?

And another thing, what's all this concern about the 
sheep? No sheep deaths or injuries were reported, but the 





Animal Protection Society is planning legal action against 
the farmers because they "used violence against sheep.” 

The farmers didn't use violence 
against them? How would you like to be pelted with live 
sheep? 

Animal rights groups are always quick to speak up on 
behalf of animals everywhere -- seals, whales, chickens, 
even sheep -- but who speaks up for the police? 

When is the last time you heard of the Police Protection 
Society speaking out against violence towards the police? 

"Once again farmers have used violence against police. 
We plan legal action and will also be asking for legislation 
to register sheep as a restricted weapon.” 

Of course, the pro-sheep lobby would fight such 
legislation as a restriction against the consutuuional nght to 
carry arms (in the U.S., anyway). 

"We are opposed to registration of sheep. If sheep were 
illegal, then only criminals would have sheep. Remember, 
sheep don't kill people. Only people kill people.” 

Remember back in the sixttes when police were called 
pigs? Maybe we should start calling them pigs again. Then 
maybe the animal rights groups would at least take an 
interest in protecting them too.

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Setting an agenda 
for Canada's future 


For the difference between a leader who governs 
and a leader who doesn't, one need look no further 
than a conversation between Canadian Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney and Bntish Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher during a NATO meeting last week. 

The British prime minister asked the Canadian PM 
what will happen now that the Meech Lake Accord 
has failed. When Mulroney described Quebec 
Premier Robert Bourassa's plant to establish a 
commission to study Quebec's future, she replied that 
he should come up with new ideas of his own rather 
than let Quebec set the agenda for the future of the 
country. 

She's right, of course. 

Whatever one may think of the Iron Lady and her 
policies, she has set the agenda for Britain. She has a 
vision for Britain and has never swerved from 
working towards it. 

Our own prime minister, by contrast, does not 
appear to have a vision for the country and has been 
content to let other people set the agenda and the 
pace. And the agenda in Quebec is increasingly being 
set by those with separatist sentiments. 

There's only one way to counter, and that is to take 
the offensive, to persuasively sell a new vision of 
Canada to all Canadians, whether English or French. 

So how about it, Mr. Prime Minister -- what is your 
vision for Canada? Why should Quebec and all the 
other provinces stick together? What kind of Canada 
would you like to see for us all? 

It's time for the prime minister to set the agenda for 
Canada rather than let Quebec do so.

Early spring is a good time to spot the huge nests of 
crows and squirrels in the tree tops and usually around the 
base of shrubs, the grassy nests where mice wintered over. 
It is also a time of early wild flowers. 

In late spring, walk through a cedar bush and you may 
flush a pheasant or two. Pay particular attention to open 
spaces and the edges of woodlands because that’s where 
you'll find rabbits nibbling on the new grass plus tlliums, 
hepaticas, violets and trout lilies. 

If you find an area where there is a lot of squirrel 
activity, select a convenient tree, sit at its base and start 
making a clucking noise. Squirrels are inquisitive and will 
soon start gathering in near-by trees to watch. That's the 
time to have the children toss a few peanuts and sunflower 
seeds at the base of the squirrels’ trees and then simply sit 
and wait. Eventually, they’Il come down and feed. 

If you make this a habit, after a half a dozen trips or 
more, you may have the squirrels feeding from your hand 
and don’t be surprised if the chipmunks, jays and 
chickadees join in. 

Look for small logs and after inspecting for wasps, (they

STIRLING — Craig 
Logan Productions presents 
Craig Logan video dances. 

“The name’s important,” 
says the 19 year old, who 
graduated from grade 13 at 
B.C.I. last year. “I’m in 
competition with big names 
like Much Music. 

“T want the kids to see 
that name — Craig Logan 
Productions — and say, 
‘Oh ya!’ I want them to see 
my ads and know in 
advance they can come out 
and have a good time ... 
like a house party gone 
wild, but without the 
problems.” 

And without booze. 

Logan stages his alcohol 
free dances in large 
auditoriums or arenas, with 
two (count them — 2) huge 
24 foot video screens, the 
largest portable screens in 
the country, and Canada’s 
premiere portable light 
show. And he packs in 12, 
15, 18 hundred boppers 
from 13 to 19 years old a 
night. 

His first venture was 
going to be a one-shot 
effort in Belleville last 
January. It attracted a 
crowd of 552 to the Ben 
Bleeker Auditorium, and 
Logan felt he’d hit a 


jackpot. “Not so much in 
terms of money,” he 
explains, “as in having 
everyone come to my 

Six months later, about 
1,700 came and went 
through the Quinte Sports 
Centre for his 
most recent 
show,June 2. 
That took a 
staff of 43 to 
manage, 
including cash, 
Povckneitrs. 
security, 
undercover 
personnel, and 
four deejays. 

His normal 
staff at Ben 
Bleeker, where 
he prefers to run more 
controlled dances that sell 
out in the first hour, is 
about 20 strong. “I don’t 
like to hire people over 25,” 
he says. “it makes the kids 
too uncomfortable. It’s too 
much like a high school 
dance. Most of the staff are 
from 19 to 22. 

There he runs a night 
with three top deejays from 
Toronto or Montreal, where 
he also rents the lights and 
screens. Each comes with 
about a thousand videos, 
five songs to a tape. So the 
kids pretty well get 
everything they request. 


open,” he says, “except that 
we don’t do country and 
western or New Kids on the 
Block.

people come and go to see 
other attractions, he thinks 
as many as three to five 
thousand kids could check 
into the dance for at least 
part of it.

The following year and 
several donkey purchases 
later, the secunty move was 
working. Fox reports not a 
single sheep was killed. 
They have also become 
his pets, friendly to humans 
and sheep, but deadly for 
canines of all kinds. 
“Donkeys hate dogs, 
coyotes and wolves. Our 
neighbours’ dogs stay as far 
away from this place as 
possible, because they, too, 
are at danger,” says Fox. 
“When they are with the 
sheep they get really 
protective, especially the 
jack donkeys. They are 
very aggressive,” Fox says. 
Donkeys will bite like you 





back of the neck with its 
teeth and throw them in the 
air. Then they kick like 
crazy. They're meaner than 
the devil when they want to 
be. I wouldn't want to be a 
coyote on this farm.” 

His donkeys, for the most 
part, are very gentle 
creatures who are very 
affectionate, need attention 
afid mingle with the sheep 
quite well. 

“The sheep walk between 
the legs of the donkeys all of 
the time,” says Fox.

force them to leave their 
vehicles in a gravel parking 
lot near the entrance to the 
grounds, some distance 
from their lodgings. That 
lot was built last summer 
to. accommodate day 
trippers to the laundromat 
and beach/canteen across 
the road known locally as 
“Putty’s,” which father Don 
Putnam operates. 

Though there’s obviously 
room for many more 
vehicles, the township has 
limited its capacity to 17 
cars. O’Brien argued that 
occupants in all nine 
quarters with one visitor 
apiece would fill it, leaving 
no room at all for others. 
Council relented, but 
Planner Carl Canon later 
told QWN the single 
vehicle clause would apply 
equally to the permanent 
Putnam residence on the 
property. 

At the same meeting, 
Council passed a new by- 
law that continues to 
prohibit parking on the 
north side of the road (the 
lake side) from Hwy. 14 in. 

Last summer a 
neighbour’s offer of free 
off-road parking on his lot 
adjacent to the campground 
for a special event was 
jumped on, too. The 
township insisted parking 
was a zoning infringement. 
And last fall, roads crews 
widened a south side 
drainage ditch immediately 
opposite the beach area, 
where parking was legal. 

Phe’ ‘end’ result: it’s 
impossible to get a car 
completely off the road 
there any more, and OPP 
patrols this year are 
enforcing what is, in effect, 
a complete prohibition. 

Roads Superintendent 
Stan Gaebel told QWN 
that stretch and others on 
the Oak Lake Road pose 
drainage problems, but the 
immediate beach area is the 
only section dug out as yet. 

The widening process 
included removal of sod, so 
erosion now threatens a 
decades old stone retaining 
wall that’s already begun to 
crumble. Once it goes, 
continued erosion could 
Start eating away at the 
parking lot above. 

QWN also spoke by 
phone with neighbor 
Tammy Flieler, whose 
spirited protest at a May 22 
council meeting prompted 
Reeve Tom Nobles to 
threaten calling the OPP. 
Her objections to the 
campground and beach are 
two-fold. 

She admits a severance 
for building purposes she 
applied for was rejected. 
She claims she was told if 
she proceeded she would be 
forced to tear down, 
whatever she had put up, 
“stick by stick.” She feels 
work done at the 
campground before a site 
plan should also be ordered 
removed. In addition, she 
States parking is a major 
concer.

Gold Cup racing cancelled this year 


the Prince Edward Power 


Gold Cup power boat 
racing on Hayward Long 
Reach is not dead. 


For 1990, however, it will 


be cancelled. 

William Camp, 1990 
Gold Cup chairman, says 
lack of corporate sponsors 
to offset estimated operation 
costs of $60,000 quashed 
chances of the screaming 
power boats hitting Prince 
Edward County waters this 
year. 

The cancellation stems 
from a no-vote passed by 


Boat Racing Club in Picton 
after a report was presented 
from Camp urging members 
to look forward to 1991 for 
a regatta due to a late start 
in the sponsorship campaign. 

“Tt was a difficult decision 
to cancel this year’s Gold 
Cup, but now we’re 
focusing on 1991 — it will 
be better planned and will 
draw a larger crowd than 
last year,” says Camp. 

In 1989, the Prince 
Edward Power Boat Racing 


Club organized the Gold 
Cup Regatta at the spur of 
the moment, continued 
Camp, and was quickly co- 
sponsored by Labatts, 
Smimoffs and O’Tooles. 

The county power boat 
club ultimately bore the 
$10,000 cost of producing 
CTV coverage of the event, 
which was attended by only 
2,000. Crowds of 10,000 to 
20,000 were once common 
to the Gold Cup races. 

The low turnout was 
attributed to scheduling the 


regatta July 29 and 30, the 
same weekend as the 
Molson Superbike 
Challenge at Shannonville 
Motorsport Park. The bike 
challenge attracted 18,000. 
A year later, Camp 
remains optimistic a 
corporate sponsor can be 
retained for a 1991 Gold 
Cup Regatta. Two major 
manufacturing corporations 
in the local area are 
considering sponsorship, 
admits the chairman. He 
will not elaborate further. 


“We are still negotiating 
with corporate Companies 
for 1991 sponsorship. We 
didn’t get to sponsors soon 
enough for this year’s race. 
Everything was off to a late 
start. We didn’t get onto it 
until January when we 
should have been 
approaching corporations in 
November and December 
when they are budgeting for 
these things,” says Camp. 

“We'll make a proposal to 
these corporations this fall 
and hopefully by Jan. 1, 


1991 I will have a yes 
answer to whether or not 
there will be a 1991 cup,’ 
he said. 

And slating next year’s 
tentative cup on a different 
weekend, possibly Aug. 17 
and 18, would attract 
spectators on a 
weekend, says Camp. 

“Last year we conflicted 
with the bike challenge,” 
says Camp. “We’re hoping 
to move it next year so it 
won't conflict with other 
events.”

When up to his waist in water, he 
was ordered to strip. He was then told to go out 
further until he had to tread water. 
rt soon found that he couldn’t talk. 
After a while, he heard a car drive 
away. He swam ashore, tied his shirt 
around his waist and ran to his car, 
where he saw Joan lying on the back 
seat. He sped to the police station. 
The gruesome narrative was 
interrupted. A doctor examined Art’s mouth, 
observed horrible blistering and had him sent 
immediately to St. Francis Hospital. 

Detectives sped to Victory Lake and had no diffi- 
culty finding the location of the attack as described 
by Art. They were able to pick out the weeded area 
which Joan had followed while in front of her armed 
abductor. They found Joan’s white purse containing 
her library card. They also found two empty beer 
cans, which may or may not have been connected 
with the crime. The cans were covered with dew. 

Nearby, officers found a bottle of ammonia in the 
hollow of a tree’ There was no dew on the bottle, but 
there was foam floating on the top of the liquid, as if 
it had been shaken. The surface of the beer cans 
proved to be too moist to lift prints. The few 
smudges taken from the ammonia bottle were useless 
for identification purposes. 

By late afternoon, doctors allowed detectives to 
question Art, who was being fed intravenously. He

and in love with 
an older man 


was now able to speak. He told officers that he and - 
Joan had been stopped at 4:35 a.m. as they were on 
their way home. They had dined and danced earlier 
at a roadside restaurant. 

An autopsy indicated that Joan had struggled with 
her attacker. Skin particles were found under her 
fingernails. She had been struck repeatedly on the 
head, most likely with a rock, which the killer had 
probably thrown into the lake. She had also been 
strangled. There had been no attempt at rape. 

The bottle of ammonia came under close scrutiny. 
It was a popular brand sold throughout the area. 
Police attempted to find the store where the 
ammonia was purchased. They came up lucky. Mrs. 
Margaret Gould owned a small grocery store in 
Dalton. She had sold a bottle of ammonia on the 
evening preceding the murder. She remembered the 
sale well, because it was the only bottle of ammonia 
she had sold all that week. When she was shown a 
photo of Art Marino, she positively identified him as 
the man who had purchased the ammonia. 

Art was again questioned in hospital. He never 
wavered from his original story, except to say that 
when he had emerged from the water, he had found 
Joan lying in nearby bushes. It was a little detail, 
but held great significance, considering that he had 
initially claimed to have found her in the car. 

Police purchased six bottles of ammonia of the

same brand and size as that found at the scene of the 
murder. Each was shaken until foam appeared on 
the surface. It took from two hours to two hours and 
20 minutes for the foam to disappear. If, as Art : 
claimed, he had been forced to drink the ammonia 
shortly after 4:30 a.m., the foam would have 
dissipated long before the police arrived on the scene 
at 8 a.m. 4 : 

After spending a month in hospital, Art Marino was 
arrested and charged with Joan Coward’s murder on 
the day of his release. 

In February, 1950, Art stood trial. Much of what 
has already been related here was presented to the 
jury. In addition, it was pointed out that while dew 
had formed on the beer cans which were unrelated to 
the case, no dew had formed on the bottle of 
ammonia. It was inferred that the ammonia had been 
gulped by Art just before he had driven to the police 
station with Joan. Mrs. Margaret Gould pointed Art 
out in the courtroom as the man who had purchased 
the ammonia from her. 

Doctors at St. Francis Hospital testified that, 
despite Art's claim that he had not fought with the 
killers, he had incurred several scratches on his 
chest. Police had missed these scratches as Art’s 
chest was very hairy. 

rosecution attorneys also put forth 
evidence concerning the consumption 
of ammonia. Dr. Walter Camp, who 
taught toxicology at Illinois University 
Medical School, testified that two 
swallows of ammonia would have 
been lethal. Doctors who treated Art 
at the hospital agreed, adding that had he swallowed 
ammonia, his esophagus would have been burned and 
scar tissue would have formed. When Art was 
examined with an esophagoscope, there was no scar 
tissue. The only burns they found were burns to the 
interior of his mouth. 

Only Art Marino knew why he had murdered his 
fiancee. The motive for the murder was never 
established. In summing up his case, the prosecution 
attorney theorized that something must have 
happened which made Art realize that Joan was 
going to call off the marriage. 

It took the Cook County jury three hours to find 
Arthur Marino guilty of murder in the first degree, 

He was sentenced to 50 years imprisonment. ,

AN ACTIVE TEENAGER 

An active teenager at the outset, Duffy- 
Bolte still refuses to be admonished by 
those who say exercise should be avoided 
to curtail the many painful symptoms 
Crohn's disease can administer, 

She downplays the overemphasis that can 
be placed on the disability. “I’ve always 
tried to conquer my fears throughout my 
life,” says Duffy-Bolte sitting comfortably 
in the backyard of her Stirling home amidst 
a whirlwind of neighbourhood children. 
She is calm. 

IT DOESN'T HAVE TO BE AS BAD... 

“If you have stress and Crohn’s it can be 
worse than it has to be,” she continues. “It 
doesn’t have to be as bad as you read or 
hear. If you run, walk or jog — these are all 
good deterrents to stress and you feel a lot 
better.” 

Duffy-Bolte is not just paying lip service 
to others who suffer from Crohn's disease,

The mother of two just participated in the 
triathalon at the Belleville Waterfront 
Festival last Sunday.

Duffy-Bolte has for the most part, been 
active the majority of her life: she has 
skydived, completed a winter survival 
course in the boonies and was a speed 
swimmer in high school. 

She also loved horseback riding as a kid 
until a horse fell on her in Grade 9 and 
crushed her vertebrae. She smiles as she 
recalls the long wait to get active again 
after a month in bed licking her wounds. 
Her participation in last weekend’s 

triathalon is testimony to a very busy

individual trying to squeeze as much out of 
life as possible. 

Her goal before entering the race was to 
complete the entire triathalon made up of a 
one mile swim, 26 mile bike ride and a six 
mile run to the finish line.

Province hears Trenton's plea

TRENTON —The 
provincial government has 
lent an ear to Trenton’s 
Chief Aministrative Officer 
Gary Shay. 

You can study and 
manage area growth all you 
want, but don’t charge us 
$5,000 in the process. That 
was the message city 
council sent back to the 
Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs (MMA) from its 
regular meeting last month. 

MMaA had proposed the 
study, to cost $75,000 all 
told, so it can properly 
address Belleville’s 
objections to the South 


Sidney Secondary Plan at 
an Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing to take place in 
November. 

Mayor Neil Robertson and 
Ald. Eldon Weiss felt since 
the hearing was an MMA 
concem and the study is a 
provincial initiative, the four 
municipalities involved, 
Trenton, Belleville, and 
Thurlow and _ Sidney 
Townships, shouldn’t be 
billed at all. 

Each was being asked to 
contribute $5,000, with the 
ministry paying the $55,000 
balance 


In his recommendation to 
council, CAO Shay pointed 
out the 1990 budget was 
already set. He suggested 





each 
municipality, one quarter of 
ten per cent of the total cost, 
would be more in line. 

Ald. Lloyd George argued 
against opting out of the

Study completely. A 
resolution of support from 
all four municipalities was 
needed before it began. 
George pointed out that 
the South Sidney plans for 
industrial development 
could affect traffic patterns 
in Trenton, particularly if no

additional access to Hwy. 
401 is provided. 

“We officially voted 
(earlier) not to object to the 
South Sidney Secondary 
Plan, but it will have an 
effect on our infrastructure. 
We should be part of the 
Study, just to know what’s 
going on. Their (Sidney’s) 
industrial sector is closer to 
us than to Belleville.” 

Expansion and annexation 
were of concern. Ald. Tom 
Fleming noted the study 


proposed to “look at the 
whole area and ignore 
municipal boundaries. 
They’ re not to be an issue in 
restricting where growth 
occurs.” 

Robertson, publicly on 
record with his dreams of a 
Bay of Quinte community 
called Kente, said, “We 
should insist boundaries be 
discussed if we’re going to 
be in it.” 

But George persisted: “If 
they (Sidney) do proceed 
with their total industrial 
growth, and if they don’t get 
another interchange, we'll 
have traffic problems. We 
should look at _ that 
together.” 

Council adopted Shay’s 


report, recommending 
participation in the study if 
it costs Trenton $1,850. 

After the meeting, 
Robertson admitted 
excitement. “Remember 
when they (the provincial 
government) first started 
talking about a ‘greater 
Toronto?’ Now they're 
talking about the ‘Greater 
Quinte Area’.” 

Last week MMA officials 
came up with additional 
provincial funds, offering to 
pay $67,500, or 90 per cent 
of the total cost. The study 
will now proceed, with the 
remaining $7,500 split four 
ways, al a cost to each 
community of exactly the 
$1,850 proposed by Shay.

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A landmark decision 


Thanks to a months-long fight by CJBQ radio and 
Belleville Mayor George Zegouras under the 
Freedom of Information Act, a petition was finally 
released that called for an Ontario Ministry ue 
Municipal Affairs investigation into acunuS ol 
Belleville city council in 1988. The release means 
that the names of the 70 individuals who signed it and 
the allegations made in the petition have finally been 
made public. A letter wntten to the ministry by one of 
the signators was also made public. ae ; 

We agree with the written decision of information 
commission official John McCamus of Osgoode Law 
School, who ordered the ministry to release the 
names of the people who signed the petition in a 
precedent-setting case, when he asked: Are the 
individuals subject to such allegations not entitled to 
know the identity of the their accusers?" 

That is a basic principle of our justice system, and 
frankly, we wonder why it took so long for the 
ministry to drag its feet on the issue. 

We have problems, however, with Mayor Zegouras’ 
view that the ministry's preliminary review was too 
secretive. The mayor charges that the ministry metin 
secret with members of the public while conducting 
its review -- and we also note that ministry officials 
also met behind closed doors with members of 
council and with city hall staff as well. 

How else do you conduct a preliminary review? 
Would it be fair to the participants to conduct a public 
review to determine whether or not a formal 
investigation should follow? Would the mayor really 
prefer that the initial review have been conducted as 
if it were a public trial? 

We think not. 

To make an analogy, police conduct their 
investigations of a crime in secrecy before a person is 
committed to a public trial. So too, a ban on 
publication is frequently imposed on preliminary 
hearings to determine whether a prima facia case can 
be made. 

We also have problems with Mayor Zegouras' 
statement that he is considering legal action. 
Presumably, he means action against persons who 
made what he calls unfounded allegations of 
wrongdoing. He is quoted as saying that the 
allegations were "all innuendo rather than fact.” His 
case, then would have to be that he was libelled. 

We find it difficult to believe that he could take 
such legal action, and if he could, we would find that 
unacceptable. 

One of the jobs of the Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
is tO ensure that municipalities run properly and 
legitimately. Petitions by citizens are one way of 
seeking an investigation into possible wrong doing. 

People who sign such petitions should expect their 
names to become public -- but they should not have 
to expect legal action as a result. Even the threat of 
such action could well freeze demands for an 
mvestigation into what could well be legitimate 
complaints of wrong doing. 

And that would be wrong.

Talk about acid rain and other forms of air 
pollution, ground and water pollution. And above all listen 
to what the children have to say. 

Not only will you get a lot of enjoyment from 
introducing your children tot he natural world, you will 
gain the satisfaction of knowing you are providing your 
progeny with a legacy of knowledge about our world and 
what they must do to sustain and improve it, not just for 
themselves but for their children and the generations of 
children to come.

diseases of the mind. When is a f 
murderer so ill that he cannot 
be held responsible for his actions? 
That question has been pondered by juries" 
for undreds cf years in thousands of murder 
cases. The rules juries are often instructed to 
follow are known as the M’Naghten Rules, so a 
called after a Mr. Daniel M’Naghten who, years ago, 
took a pot shot at the Prime Minister of England, Sir 
Robert Peel, and by mistake murdered his secretary. 
Basically, the rules state that to escape the death 
penalty, a self-confessed maniac must satisfy a jury 
either that he did not know at all what he was doing, 
or that if he did know what he was doing, he did not 
know it to be a wrongful act 
Today’s case in point involves one George Townley. 
George was raised near Manchester, England, where 
he received his early education. In 1857, at the 
impetuous age of 19, he met 16-year-old Bessie 
Goodwin over the Christmas holiday season. For two 
years the young people didn’t see that much of each 
other. However, in 1859, their romance blossomed. For 
three weeks they saw each other almost every day. 
George proposed. Bessie accepted 
Bessie’s mother was delighted with the match. Her 
father, a civil engineer, was often away from home 
working on projects for long periods of time and may 
not have been informed immediately of his daughter’s 
engagement 
The engagement proceeded as engagements are wont 
to do until George left for France to better his 
knowledge of the French language. Upon his return, he 
accepted a position with a retail business in London. 
As Bessie’s family was domiciled in Chester, much 
correspondence was exchanged between the lovers. 
hen it happened. To George it was a 
bombshell. Bessie wrote him that the 
engagement was off. She hinted that 
mother no longer approved of the match 
In fact, mother insisted that Bessie take 
a prolonged visit with her grandfather, a 
wealthy old gent who resided in

George was devastated. He could hardly function. In 
fact, he performed his duties at work so shabbily that 


he was fired. He returned to work in his father’s 
business 


George continued to write to Bessie. Slowly, her 
attitude changed.

Derbyshire. The lovers seemed to be on the road to 
the altar, but darn it all, Bessie met a minister. 
Granddad thought the minister a far better catch than 
our George. Evidently, Bessie agreed with him. She 
wrote George, ‘I have to ask you to free me. I do not 
want to be married. I do not expect to be married, 
but I write to ask you to write me a letter which will 
enable me to say I am under no engagement.”’ 

Once again, George was beside himself. He 
discussed his predicament with his mother and showed 
her the letter. Mrs. Townley told her son that it 
appeared as if Bessie was being coerced to terminate 
their engagement. George responded to Bessie’s letter. 
It is too lengthy to reproduce here, but in essence 
George said he was heartbroken. He would fade 
peacefully out of her life, but only asked one thing of 
Bessie. He wanted to meet her and hear of his 
rejection from her own lips. He would then leave 
England forever. 

Bessie received the rather sensible letter and agreed 
to meet with George. It was the least she could do. 
Before arrangements could be completed, she changed 
her mind and wrote to George that she was cancelling 
the meeting. It was too late. George was already 
on his way to Derbyshire by train. Along the way he 
purchased a nifty pocket knife. 

Upon his arrival, George called on Robert Harris, 
the headmaster of a local school, George pumped 
Harris for information about Bessie. He learned that 
she was seeing a minister on a regular basis and was 
in fact engaged to the man of the cloth. Harris would 
not reveal the minister’s name. He later stated that 
George acted in a calm, normal manner. George told

Harris of his broken engagement and of wanting to 
hear the words from Bessie’s own lips. 

George proceeded to Bessie’s grandfather's : 
residence. He told a servant he wished to see Bessie. 
In moments, he was with-his former fiancee. The 
young couple talked’ and fhen went for a walk. An hour 
later, a laborer named Conway noticed Bessie 
staggering down the lane. She was covered in blood. 
“Take me home,” the stricken woman begged. Conway 
helped Bessie. As they walked, he saw George a short 
distance away. 

George voluitesnedt “I have stabbed her.” Then he 
too assisted Bessie to the house, all the while 
muttering such phrases as, “You should not have 
proven false to me.’’ When another man joined the 
entourage, George told him, ‘I’m the man that’s done 
it and I must be hanged for it.’’ Just before they 
reached the house, Bessie died. George leaned over 
and kissed her lips. 

Inside, Bessie’s elderly grandfather asked who had 
killed his granddaughter. When George confessed to 
being the culprit, the old man displayed the ultimate 
in English hospitality. He invited George into the living 
room for a spot of brandy while Bessie was laid ou 
comfortably on the kitchen floor: Wee, 

When police arrived, George told them, “‘I wish to 
give myself up for murdering the young lady.” 

Not much mystery to this one, folks. The killer 
confessed to several people. He even spoke about being 
hanged, indicating that he knew the act of murder was 
wrong. The only defense possible was that of insanity. 
George's parents hired the best lawyers available in 
order to save their son from the hangman’s noose. 

n Dec. 11, 1863, George Townley stood 
trial for murder in Derbyshire. He 
pleaded not guilty. George’s lawyers 
went through the on again, off again 
engagement, pointing out the anguish 
this had caused their client. Would a 
sane man slit a girl’s throat and then 
assist her home? George had made arrangements to 
stay overnight at the nearby Bull’s Head, certainly not 
the actions of a man who was planning to commit a 
murder. 

Two doctors took the stand. Both admitted George 
was sane leading up to the murder and after the 
murder. However, they stated that he was insane at 
the time of the murder. They claimed he had been 
pushed over the brink by Bessie’s letters. He had 
intended to win her back by meeting with her but, 
hen that failed, he had lost control and had struck 
out. 

_ The prosecution postulated that premeditation was 
indicated by the fact that George had purchased the 
murder weapon on his way to his meeting with Bessie. 
Besides, if every man who had lost the affections of 
his girlfriend was deemed to be insane, England 
would be inhabited by raving lunatics. 

The jury took exactly six minutes to find George 
Sane and guilty. They made no recommendation to — 
mercy and the convicted man was sentenced to hang. 

A short while later, his sentence was commmuted to 

life imprisonment. 

_ It mattered little. On Feb. 12, 1865, George Townley 

jumped over a railing in prison and dove head first 23 

feet onto a stone floor. He died three hours later.

French forts 
believed in

The search is on for two French forts in 
Prince Edward County, believed to have 
protected fur-trade interests of King Louis 
XIV of France in this region in the early 
1700s. 

Dr. Paul F. Germain, president of the Kente Portage 
Heritage Conservation Society, after digging through 
federal, Ontario and Quebec archives, claims “there is no 
doubt” they existed. 

After stumbling on the find four months ago, Germain 
admits, however, more information and evidence is first 
needed to support the claim. 

Although Germain remains tight-lipped, he is optimistic 
relics and debris from the two forts can be found through 
collaborative measures between archivists and 
archaeologists to locate the sites. f 

Germain speculates the two forts, established 1720 and 
1753 had to be reasonably close to the Kente Portage in 
what is now Carrying Place. The portage was a 
fundamental controlling block to keep military and trading 
lines open in this region in late 1600s and early 1700s for 
France between Niagara and Montréal. 

Located between Bay of Quinte and Weller’s Bay in 
Lake Ontario, the mile-and-a-half portage was used daily 
by traders, natives and military travelling Lake Ontario in 
large canoes.

Last week, Global Television reporter Doug Small 
was finally vindicated. In a stinging rebuff to the 
government, the judge threw the case out of court. 
The government had no case, he said. 

Of course they didn't. 

This was a prosecution that should never have gone 
to court. The only reason it did was that the federal 
govemment needed a scapegoat to take the heat for 
the budget leak -- and for the fact that the government 
had covered up another leak of the budget. 

An RCMP official told a parliamentary committee 
earlier that the case was, to put it delicately, 
deplorably thin but went ahead anyway for political 
reasons. 

This prosecution is part and parcel of the way the 
federal Tories do business. We are seeing the same 
small mindedness again in the wake of the failure of 
Meech Lake. 

The prime minister wants to blame everyone else 
rather than himself -- and worse, he wants to take it 
out on them. 

Federal funding for the Hibernia oil field off 
Newfoundland has mysteriously dried up since the 
failure of the Meech Accord. Wonder why? 

Never mind that the feds should have backed out of 
the mega project long ago, the fact is they're doing 
the nght thing for all the wrong reasons. 

Or take Canada's native peoples. The prime 
minister blames the native peoples for the failure of 
the Meech Lake Accord to pass through the Manitoba 
legislature in time -- even though he himself 
miscalculated and "rolled the dice” too late in the 
game. 

Accordingly, he complained afterwards that 
Canada's native peoples had missed a chance to get 
their concems dealt with -- as if he had ever had any 
intention of dealing with their concems. 

And now, with a crisis between the Quebec 
government and the Mohawks at Oka, Que., the 
silence of the federal government is deafening. The 
Minister for Indian Affairs simply isn't available. The 
prime minister could care less. 

And why? Because the native peoples upset his 
applecart. At least, that seems suspiciously close to 
the truth when one examines the timing. 

This is a mean spirited govemment.

There’s plenty of water 


for Belleville amidst 
oncoming summer 
temperatures, says 
Belleville Utilities 


Commission manager Neil 
Britton. 

But, a tum in the weather 
towards hotter and dryer 
conditions could realize a 
sudden boost in water 
demand by city residents 
and industry. 

For now, however, lower 
temperatures on average 
and large amounts of 
rainfall have kept water

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pumping figures down for 
the city. 

“When its cold and rainy 
people just don’t use a lot 
of water,” says Britton. 
“When the sun stays out for 
a good week and the 
temperatures get very hot 
our figures shoot straight 
up. Our water use is 
directly linked ‘to the 
temperament of the 
weather.” 

Usually by June, says 
Britton, water pumpage 
figures hover around eight 
or nine million gallons of 
water a day. 

Last Wednesday, only 6.3 
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million gallons of water 
were pumped to city 
industry and residences. 

Comparing monthly June 
total figures for 1989 and 
1990, this year the plant 
pumped 177 million 
gallons, 11 million less than 
last year. 

The five per cent 
difference is directly related 
to precipitation, as recorded 
by the utilities commission 
at the Sidney Street water 
plant, concedes Britton. 

In June 1989, the total 
amount of rainfall was 
tallied at 83.7 while in 1990 
the same period recorded 
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79.8 for the Quinte area. 

“If the weather turns hot 
and the precipitation climbs 
people will be using more 
water to bathe with, water 
their lawns,” says the BUC 
manager. 

It is in those times people 
are encouraged to conserve 
water to reduce the heavy 
load placed on the water 
plant. The plant has a 
maximum pumping 
Capacity of 10 to 12 million 
water gallons a day. 

The needed purification 
process can be delayed 
when high algae contents 
are brought on in the Bay of 
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Water consumption by city residents stable: Britton 


Quinte 
temperatures. 

More backwashing of 
filters is needed to clean the 
system of algae in the 
purification tanks and that 
takes time. 

In the next couple of 
years water consumers are 
going to have to reduce to 
compensate for more 
growth in the city and more 
users, Says Bnitton. 

At least until the water 
plant expands of an 
alternate source of 
Providing water to city and 
area residents is found.

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ard to believe that a garden can be a 
dangerous place for children, but when 
children and the wrong plants come together, 
tragedies can occur. That fact is borne out by 
the Paison Control Centre of Toronto's 
Hospital For Sick Children, where every Summer they 
treat upwards of 1,000 cases of child poisoning involving 
not only plants from the wild, but also from the garden. 

And some of these plants are quite common and 
generally considered to be totally innocuous, such as the 
one listed on page 143 of text, “Human Poisoning From 
Native and Cultivated Plants”, written by James W. Hardin 
and Jay M. Arena. See if you can guess what very common 
and very enjoyable pagden plant they are talking about. 

“Solanine, a glyco-alkaloid is found throughout the 
plants, with the highest concentrate in the unripened fruit. 
Symptoms are headache, stomach pain, subnormal 
temperature, paralysis, dilated pupils, vomiting, diarrhea, 
shock, circulatory and respiratory depression, loss of 
sensation and death. Solanine is extremely toxic and can be 
deadly.” 

If you haven’t guessed the plant by now, you certainly 
will very soon. It is a vegetable and they also advise that 
the green skin or the sprouts of this vegetable have caused 
severe cases of poisoning. They are talking about the 
common potato. 

I am a rhubarb lover. But the sharp, tart flavor I enjoy is 
very close to being toxic. In fact, one of the rhubarb’s 
earliest uses was as a laxative. But it is the leaves at the 
end of the rootstock that are “quite poisonous” and can

cause hallucinations and stimulation of the nervous system 
with stomach upset. 

Now, I have a chokecherry hedge on my waterfront. As a 
kid I used to eat the stringent berries without knowing that 
all parts of the chokecherry, particularly the bark, leaves 
and seeds, contain a chemical that can yield prussic acid. 
Cyanide poisoning can occur suddenly and without prior 
warning. Poisoning can lead to difficult breathing, 
paralysis of the voice, twitching, spasms, coma One of my 
absolutely favourite shrubs is the golden elder. Another of 
its prime features is the crop of lush purple berries in 
August that make great jam and even greater wine. 

Well, guess what? The roots, stems and leaves and, much 
less, the flowers and unripe berries, contain a chemical that

causes nausea, vomiting and diarrhea. When I was a kig 
we used to make blowguns, whistles and pop guns out Ge 
the elder’s pithy stems. We didn't know they were 
poisonous for children. 

I use the Ricincus or castor bean plant for screening, 
Each plant can grow, depending on the variety, from three 
to six feet high and their huge, deeply-cut bladed leaves are 
extremely attractive. Late in the summer it forms flowers 
and large, very attractive seed, each about three-quarters of 
an inch across, glossy black or white and mottled with 
grey, brown, white or black. i 

These seeds are deadly, producing a chemical calleq 
Ricin that causes burning of the mouth and throat, nausea 
vomiting, severe stomach pains, diarrhea, excessive thirst, 
prostration, dullness of vision, convulsions, uremia and 
death. One of the common uses of these attractive seeds is 
in the stringing of necklaces, without a realization of their 
potential, because, those seeds or beans are one of the chief 
causes of poisoning among children. 

But you don’t have to stop growing this attractive 
ornamental. Simply remove the flowers and seed pods 
from the plant and they become completely harmless. 

One of my wife’s favourite plants is the Lily Of The 
Valley. Ingestion of the leaves, flowers, roots or fruits will 
have a digitalis-like action and can cause irregular 
heartbeat and severe stomach upset. 

I like the biennial foxglove, but if the leaves, seeds are 
eaten or the flower sucked for its nectar, nausea, diarrhea, 
stomach pain, severe headache, irregular heartbeat and 
pulse, tremors, convulsions and death can occur.

Accu: Peery Havin can be a greal deal of fun, you might find the plate 
that completes your antique china setting or that round cate room pedestal 
table that goes with the pressback chairs you bought ast years periods can also 
be dangerous to your wallet if you let yourself get caught up in the bidding and 
fall victim to ‘Auction fever’. People suffering from this terrible affliction are easy 
to spot, they always start the bidding, jumping up and down as they do so, and 
then glaring glassy-eyed at anyone who bids against them raise the ante. When 
these people finally regain their senses, they are usually seen talking to 
themselves, saying things like, "How am I going to get this stuffed black bear 
into my Honda" or "What am I going to do with a pump organ?" If you wish to 
avoid becoming one of these unfortunate people just follow this prescription: 

4. Go to your local book store and pick up a copy of one of the annual antique 
price guides (Unitt's is a good general guide). 

2. Look at the auction listing in the newspaper and pick out the items you want 
to bid on and then look them up in your price guide, bear in mind that these 
prices are for articles that are in good or refinished condition. Bid no more than 
60% of these prices unless the article you wish to buy is in excellent shape. 

3. Arrive at the auction early and make sure you bring a friend. Check the items § 
you want from top to bottom and decide then and there what your top bid will be. 
Tell your friend they have permission to restrain you from going over your top 
bid and that you will apologize for your bad temper and poor judgement in 
advance. 

4. Stand where the auctioneer can see you and just raise your hand to bid. If you 
think he has missed your bid, yell it out and remember, if you simply must buy 
that stuffed bear make sure you have a way to get it home!

Police say they are treating the 
death of Trenton Mayor Neil 
Robertson as foul play after his body 
was found in his fishing boat drifting 
on the Bay of Quinte last night.

ome men are workaholics, some 
alcoholics. Walter Lewis Samples 
of Memphis, Tenn., could be 
called a womanaholic. No ques- 
tion about it, 69-year-old Walt 
was a ladies man through and 


It was a quiet day in February, 1941, when 
Walt felt a bit funny. He had a nasty pain in 
his tummy which simply wouldn’t go away. 
Walt suffered from lack of sexual activity, as 
well as that annoying pain, for three days 
before calling his doctor. Fifty years ago, doc- 
tors made house calls. Walt’s medic took one 
look at the suffering retired civil engineer and 
had him transferred to hospital. Two days 
later, Walt Samples closed his eyes to take the 


Before expiring, Walt told his doctor that his 
last meal at home had been breakfast, which 
consisted of bacon, eggs, toast and two glasses 
of milk. He mentioned that the milk he had 
consumed had not come from his regular 
dairy. In those days, milk was delivered in 
bottles door to door. Walt figured a competi- 
live dairy had left a free sample at his door in 
an attempt to gain his business. 

-The doctor was able to retrieve the still half 
full bottle of milk from the refrigerator. One 
smell and he concluded that the milk con- 
tained phosphorous. The whole deal reeked of 
food poisoning. 

The milk was analyzed and the doctor’s 
suspicions substantiated. It contained phos- 
phorous crystals and starch, the chief ingre- 
dients found in rat poison. An autopsy 
revealed that Walt had indeed been poisoned. 
Detectives were convinced that Walt had not 
died from accidental poisoning, but had been 


A search of Walt’s residence was like going 
through a stripper’s try out camp. Pictures of 
ladies in the nude and near nude were found 
by the boxful in Walt’s bedroom. Letters 
addressed to him described what great fun it 
had been to share his bed. Some expressed 
sorrow that their affair had sputtered and 
died. Others begged him to renew the action. 

As a result of the photos and letters, the 
Memphis police had more than enough leads 
for a half dozen murder cases. They pro- 
ceeded to question the letter writers. All coo- 
perated. Several married ladies begged the 
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i tivators to be discreet. They all agreed 
that Walt had a God given talent to satisfy 
them -in the sack. None of the ladies could 
give the police any information about his mur- 


“Police checked into Walt’s history. Although 
he had no police record, they did find out one 
thing. Walt had once been a defendant in a 
law suit. A man named LeRoy House had _ 
sued Walt in order to retrieve a washing 
machine his wife had given Walt. Not much of 
a motive for murder, but with no other leads, 
the detectives pressed on and checked out 
House. 

They learned that he had owned a Se ae 
ous trucking firm in Memphis. He ad .

City and area commuters need a rail system, says Pagnuelo 


A study of the Cobourg, 
Belleville and Kingston 
area could realize the return 
of morning rail service to 
the corridor. 

But, not without effort. 

Complacency will not 
solve Belleville’s dilemma. 
The city, to date, has been 
left out in the cold. 

“There is no reason 
Belleville should be left out 
of the province’s plans to 
examine rail service in 
other corridors,” Pagnuelo 
said. “I don’t know why 
Belleville wasn’t included 
for study. Belleville people 
who commuted to Toronto 
and area still don’t have a 
prayer for rail service to 
date.” 

Pagnuel claimed he was 
told by Transportation 
Minister Bill Wrye at a 
meeting in Toronto July 4, 
that Cobourg, Port Hope 
and Belleville should be 
satisfied with Go Train 
extension to Bowmanville. 
They can drive to 
Bowmanville and take the 
train into Toronto. 

“People living’ in 
Belleville who have to 
travel to Toronto for 
business are facing big 
decisions here. Travelling 
back and forth by car is 
killing them and the 
Bowmanville prospect isn’t 
a solution as far as I’m 
concerned,” Pagnuelo 
added. 

“It’s hard to give up a 
good job in Toronto or stop 

‘travelling there for business 
when times are getting so 
hard. Jobs are getting 
‘harder to find and people 
can’t just pick up and 
move. 

“Trying to sell your 
house to move to Toronto 
or trying find another job in 
Belleville, Cobourg or 
Kingston isn’t a good 
solution.”

Bell Canada expects the

The projection stems 
from a decision made by 
Bell Canada to implement 
toll-free service from 
Belleville to Picton. Tweed 
and Madoc are also slated 
for toll-free conversion.

The decision falls on the 
heels of consumer-polling 
by mail querying whether 
residents and business 


would agree to an 
additional monthly charge 
in exchange for the toll- 
free service. 

Belleville responded with 
53 per cent in favor; Picton 
voted 76.5 per cent yes; 
Madoc returned a 79 per 
cent yes vote and Tweed 
entered a 71 per cent vote 
in favor of the proposal. 

The overwhelming 
concensus is a strong 
indication that the service 
has been a long time 
coming, says Bell Canada 
area manager-customer 
services Ron Kristiansen. 
The conversion will 
cement the Belleville and 


region calling area. 

“With the implemen- 
tation of this system 
Belleville has a complete 
toll-free calling area,” 
Kristiansen explained to 
Quinte Weekly News. 

“Belleville residents will 
be able to call all three 
towns and not be charged 
long distance.” 

Phone bills in Belleville 
will increase at a 
residential rate from $8 to 
$8.75 while businesses 
rates will increase from 
$22.55 to $29.10. Similar 
increases are slated for 
Picton, Madoc and Tweed.

City plant celebrates 15th anniversary 


Families flock to P&G open house

Work ethics at 
Belleville’s Procter and 
Gamble are based on 
principles rather than rules.

Environmental progress 
at the plant was also 
showcased during the tour 
through graphics depicting 
reduced waste from 
production and declining 
landfill figures from by- 
products of the plant. 

An extensive recycling 
program is in effect at the 
city plant and more changes 
are slated to upgrade P&G's 
commitment to reducing 
waste. 

Sprague noted the plant 
has decreased its waste by 
87 per cent in just under 
two years. 


Coupled with awareness 
among employees, waste- 
reduction is working. 
Plastic coffee mugs are 
being circulated to replace 
styrofoam cups for moming 
and afternoon coffee- 
breaks. Office paper is 
slated for recycling in 
September.

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O'Neil seeks 
more money

Quinte MPP Hugh O'Neil has put on his 
sparring gloves and stepped into the ring on 
behalf of arts communities across the province.

He admits he could be shuffled from his recent 
appointment to Minister of Culture and 
Communications in the event of an election, 
rumored for this fall.

He revealed his nickname publicly to patrons 
of the arts attending a special luncheon hosted 
by the Quinte Arts Council July 26. 

O'Neil should be commended, we think, for his 
frankness in addressing questions extended to 
him by the many arts groups in attendance

While he openly admitted he didn't have all the 
answers and was still grappling with the added 
responsibilities of his new ministerial position, 
O'Neil genuinely promised to fight for more 
provincial funding for cultural and arts groups 
and programs. 

The fight for more money is not easy, he 
stressed, citing other mandates by the Peterson 
government as receiving top priority in wake of 
an economic slump. 

One example is health care. Provincial 
Treasurer Nixon increased its funding from $8 
million to $15.3 in the last budget, said O'Neil. 

O'Neil concedes not enough money has been 
allocated for the 1990-1991 fiscal year for the 
arts -- an increase of only .4 per cent. 

But, consoled the Quinte MPP, culture and 
communications ministry has received a 36 per 
cent increase in the past four years, the annual 
average being nine per cent.

such as rhodendrons that, in themselves. will upstage 
everything with their dramatic display of blossoms in late 
Spring. And with the mention of blossoming it is a good 
time to define the term “evergreens”. 

When first-year gardeners think of evergreens, they 
invaniably envision the pines, Spruces, junipers and cedars; 
the varieties with fine or feathery leaves or needles. It 
often comes as a surprise to realize that there is also a class 
of broad-leaved plants that are classified as evergreens in 
that they retain their foliage year ‘round such as the 
euonymous, rhododendrons and azaleas. Their lack of 
recognition stems from the fact that they do not offer the 
same range of versatility as the fine-leaved evergreens or 
conifors and their hardiness limitations confine their use to 
specific areas of Cananda. 

Fortunately, all are hardy in the Quinte area. Though we 
will review the broad-leaved class later in this series, we 
will begin with the more popular fine-leaved varieties. 

In terms of colour, the term evergreen is actually a 
misnomer. While the range of greens is wide, from soft 
moss tones to glossy dark-green shades, there is a wide 
spectrum of gray greens, blue grays, blues, golds and even 
purples, but in terms of functions, the label holds true in 
describing a plant that holds its foliage while dormant or 
resting, a characteristic that differentiates the evergreens 
from those trees and shrubs that lose their leaves in 
Autumn.

Independence and self- 
esteem — the net result of 
higher education. 

Need confirmation? 

Ask the 450 Grade 12 
graduates of the adult 
education upgrading 
program at Belleville 
Collegiate Institute and 
Vocational School. 

Since 1980, graduates are 
now confidently carving 
out a better life for 
themselves with a Grade 12 
diploma under their wing. 

Not satisfied with just a 
Grade 12, many of the 
graduates are moving on to 
Loyalist College or 
university. 

“They feel good about 
themselves today because 
they came- back and 
finished their Grade 12 
education,” says adult 
education head Margaret 
Elliott at BCVIS. 

“New self-esteem, more 
direction and a holistic 
approach to life is common 
to all of our adult graduates 
when they leave here. They 
also feel good just having 
that piece of paper that says 
‘I finished my Grade 12.” 

And in a bid to assist 
more people to complete 
their formal schooling, the 
search is on for more 
potential students. The 
adult education program is 
now soliciting _for 
September adult students. 

The upgrading program 
is provided free of charge

Dianne Tenwolde is “glad 
to be home.” 

The Quinte region 
newscaster for CKWS TV 
in Kingston is a native. A 
graduate of Trenton High 
School, in 1983 she entered 
broadcast journalism at 
Loyalist College after four 
years at various jobs. 

“When I got out of high 
school I knew I didn’t want 
to be a secretary or a 
teacher, so I did the roving 
trick.”

“Our licensed day care 
service can really help a 
young mother on her way 
to a better life through 
higher education,” Elliott 
says. “This year we had 38 
children in the day care 
services here while their 
moms and dads went to 
classes.” 

The day care, coupled 
with upgrading can often 
help a young mother on 
Mother’s Allowance break 
free from her constraints 
and on the road to 
independence. 

“People tend to think 
mothers on welfare or

assistance want to live on a 
dole-out lifestyle for good 
— that’s not true. I’ve seen 
many mothers come in 
here, get their diplomas and 
get out into the working 
world and be very proud of 


it,” says Elliott. 

“Hard times hit 
everybody,” reiterates 
Elliott. 


“This year there have 
been a lot of companies 
closing down in the city 
and area. People who have 
been working for 25 years 
at a plant, for example, 
don’t have their Grade 12 
education and are in their 
40s and SOs. What are they 
supposed to do if they can’t 
find a job. Many of them 
still have mouths to feed. 

“T can tell you they won’t 
find a half-decent job 
without a Grade 12 these 
days. You can’t even get a 
job on an assembly line 
anymore without it,” 
Stresses Elliott. 

Elliott notes many who 
never finished high school 
figure they are too old and 
that it would take too long 
to earn the credits needed 
for a diploma. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
Education gives up to 12 
credits to students towards 
their diploma. Only four 
senior credits are needed to 
complete their Grade 12. 

Elliott urges those who 
have been thinking of 
returning to school to give 
the adult education offices 
a call. The number is 962- 
9581.

Troubleshootin 


One of the most common problems 
around the home is the leaking or 
“running” toilet. Here are some of the 
common problems found in modern toilets 
and their easy solutions. 

Basic parts of a toilet 

*Fig. 1 shows the basic working parts of 
a toilet tank. 

1, Preventing tank from overfilling 

* If tank fills higher than normal fill 
level, the problem is usually in the 
ballcock. 

* Shut off water supply. 

* Remove thumb screws A and B, (Fig. 
2), thus making is possible to lift out the 
float arm and valve plunger C. 

* Check washer, D, on end of valve 
plunger. Replace if worn. This usually will 
correct the overfill problem. 

* If the tank continues to overfill after 
replacing the washer, check to make sure 
the operating lever at the end of the float 
arm is functioning properly. 

2. If tank fails to shut off 

* Continuous running after flushing is 
often caused by improper fitting of the 
stopper ball, A, (Fig. 1), is properly aligned 
with the valve seat. 

* If correcting the alignment does not 
stop the water from running, cut off the 
water supply, remove the stopper ball, 
clean with extra fine emery cloth and 
replace. 

* If cleaning the stopper ball still does 
not correct the problem, replace the stopper 
ball or the valve seat, or perhaps both.

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orraine Hess was one of those girls 
everyone liked. Except, of course, the 


person who ended her life : 
Seventeen-year-old Lorraine was a high 
school junior in the factory town of 
Millville, New Jersey. In 1950, the town’s 
population was 17,000. It was a close-knit 





community of blue-collar workers, most of whom were 
employed in the town’s several iactories. For more 
than 20 years the town had been murder free 

Lorraine was a typical small-town teenager. She 
liked to rollerskate and jitterbug. She was full of the 
joy of life, until the morning of May 13, 1950 


At 7:40 a.m., Mrs. Alice Huen stepped into her 
back yard to felch a pair of boy’s argyle socks off 
her clothesline. Alice was to experience a sight she 
was never to forget. She found the socks all right, 
but they were tied securely around the neck of pretty 
Lorraine Hess. 

Police had the area cordoned off minutes after 
receiving Alice’s frantic call. Lorraine had been 
strangled with her own green coat belt. From the 
scratches on her legs, it was apparent she had been 
dragged into the Huens’ backyard, where the killer 
had spotted the argyle socks on the line. He tied the 
socks over the belt around Lorraine’s neck. A hundred 
yards away, police found one of the girl’s shoes. 
Despite the shocking appearance of the body, none of 
her clothing was disarranged and there was no 
evidence that she had been Sexually attacked. 

Detectives checked out Lorraine's last known 
movements. She had attended a high school play the 
previous evening with two girlfriends, Jane 
McLaughlin and Mildred Crowley. After the play, the 
three friends had visited the YMCA canteen, had 
sipped sodas and danced. Jane and Mildred had then 
walked Lorraine to within two blocks of the location 
of the murder, which was about 200 yards from her 


home 

The investigation into Lorraine’s murder affected 
many people in Millville. The first person to come 
forward with information about the crime was Charles

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drive her around in his car. They saw and heard 
nothing unusual. While not as disturbed as his wife, 
Charlie’s father had also heard the screams. 
dward Keen, a factory worker, had 
seen Lorraine conversing with a man 
around 12:30 a.m. Edward said the 
pair appeared to be arguing. As he 
drove past, he got a good look at the 
man. He described the stranger as a 
short, stocky man, who was wearing 
a dark red or brown corduroy sports jacket. 

An autopsy confirmed that Lorraine had been 
strangled to death. There was no evidence that rape 
had been attempted. In fact, Lorraine Hess had died 
a virgin 

Three days after the murder, police had no suspects 
or clues as to the identity of the killer. A special 
assembly was held at Millville High School, where 750 
students were urged by their principal to come 
forward with any information they might possess, no 
matter how trivial. Not one student was found who 
could shed any light on the murder. 

Police revealed one piece of information, which had 
been kept secret. Evidently, at the morgue, the doctor 
performing the autopsy had discovered four long 
strands of light hair clutched in the dead girl’s hand. 

In the days which followed, a painter was arrested 
in West Virginia for a local murder. He was able to 
provide an alibi for the West Virginia murder, but 
was found to have a brown jacket in his car. The 
trunk of his car contained letters and pictures of 
girls, as well as a woman’s girdle. Most incriminating 
of all was a map of New Jersey with the town of 
Millville circled Desperately, the Suspect pointed out 
that he had been visiting relatives in New Jersey and 
Millville was the cutoff point of his journey. 
Fortunately for him, he was able to provide an airtight 
alibi for the time of the Hess murder. 

Eight days after the murder, a chemist was detained 
after being identified as a man who sometimes had 
been seen with Lorraine. He was short and stocky, 
wore a brown jacket and had long brown hair. A 
fingerprint check revealed that the chemist had been 
arrested in five states on Peeping Tom charges. This 
man was a hot suspect, but was able to provide an 
alibi which proved beyond a doubt that he was

traced to Bridgeport, Conn., where he had gone to 
visit an uncle. When brought back to Millville, he 
confessed to the murder of Lorraine Hess. t 
Ted was not your average, all American boy. His 
mother revealed that her son was slow and could 
neither read nor write, but had never been in trouble 
before. When she visited Ted in jail, he told her that 
he had been home in bed at the time of the murder. 
In October 1950, Ted Carter stood trial for murder. 
The defense attempted to have Ted’s confession ruled 
inadmissable, mainly because he didn’t write it 
himself. A detective had written what Ted said, read 
it back to him and had had him mark each page with 
an ’X.’ The presiding judge ruled the confession 
admissable. The defense also pointed out that two 
eye witnesses had testified that the stranger seen 
talking to Lorraine was short and stocky. Ted was of 
medium height and weighed only 150 pounds. Now, 
these same witnesses positively identified Ted as the 
man they had seen with Lorraine, but said they were 
mistaken as to his physique. 
ed’s hair was long, but much darker 
than the hair found in the hand of the 
dead girl. How could this be? The 
prosecution, with a certain degree of 
embarrassment, pointed out that when 
Lorraine was laid out in the morgue, 
the body of another woman lay nearby. 
A hot air dryer was blowing the hair of this second 
corpse. It was quite possible that several strands of 
hair had blown from her head into the outstretched 
hand of the murdered girl.

Let’s concentrate on 
those preparations that will 
make your outing more 
enjoyable for each member 
of your family. 


Start clean 

A thorough cleaning of 
your Car’s interior is a good 
place to start. Nobody 
wants to sit for hours on 
end in cluttered 
surroundings. Involving 
young children in a car- 
cleaning bee will help re- 
direct some of their excess 
energy and _  pre-trip 
excitement. At the same 
time, itll set the standard 
for cleanliness throughout 
the journey: if they’ve 
helped clean it, they aren’t 
as likely to get it dirty.

If your engine 
coolant temperature light or 
gauge shows an overheat 
Condition or you see, smell 
or hear escaping steam, the 
€ngine is in an overheat 
condition. Continued 
Operation of the engine, 
€ven for a short time, could 
result in a fire or severe 
engine damage. 

According to automotive 
Specialists at General 
Motors of Canada, don’t 
take chances with an 
Overheated engine. If you 
have reason to suspect a 
Serious overheat condition, 
Stop and park the car as 
Soon as possible, turn off 
the engine and, when it’s 
Safe to do so, get out of the 
Car, 

The cooling system may 
Overheat if the coolant level 
1S too low, if there’s a 
Sudden loss of coolant 


(such as when a hose splits) 
or if other related problems 
occur. Overheating, 
however, may only be a 
temporary condition caused 
during severe condition 
such as climbing a long hill 
on a hot day, stopping after 
highway-speed driving, 
idling for long periods in 
traffic or towing a trailer. 

If you think your engine 
is starting to overheat, turn 
off the air conditioning (if 
your car is so equipped). If 
you're stopped in traffic, 
shift to neutral. However, if 
the condition- doesn’t 
improve within a few 
minutes, pull over, stop and 

the car. Let the engine 
run at normal idle speed for 
several minutes. If the 
overheating continues, turn 
off the engine and get out 
of the car, then consult your 
car owner's manual for 
proper stops to take or seek 
professional service 
assistance.

Question: / have a pine corner cabinet that has four broken panes of glass, 

the rest all seem to be the originals. I would like to replace the broken ones 

but a friend told me that modern glass would look out of place beside the old 

glass. What I would like to know is is there anyone that manufactures 

CeIUE NRE glass’ and if not, what are the chances of finding some old 

glass: 

Answer: You are very lucky to find a corner cabinet that over the space of 
140 years has survived with only four broken panes! The majority of these 

cabinets that I have inspected have had some, if not all, of their glass replaced 
at some point in the past. Your friend was quite correct about moder glass 
looking out of place in an antique cabinet. Old glass is full of bubbles and 
distortion, modem glass is without blemish and is perfectly clear, lacking the 
faint greenish-blue tint of the antique product and quite noticeable when used 
as a replacement. As of the time of publication I have not been able to find a 
manufacturer of ‘antique-type glass' but old glass, bubbles, waves and all is 
still easy to find, it might even be found around your own home or in your 
neighbour's garage but it is hiding in the guise of old storm windows. In 
homes built before 1910 the majority of windows contained glass very much 
like that in your corner cabinet and is perfect for restoration uses. Most of 
these old windows were exiled to the basement or garage when home owners 
converted to more energy efficient double paned glass during the 1970's and 
can now be picked up quite cheap at yard sales and auctions. Better yet, 
dozens of them can be found every week waiting at the curbside for someone 
to'recycle' them before the garbage truck arrives.

After all, Sarah was a good girl 
She attended the Ludlow St Synagogue every 
Saturday and had never been away from home 
overnight before 
Nathan Rubinstein told Sarah's brother that-on 


Sunday night, he had had a dream involving Sarah 
He had dreamt that Sarah had been murdered 
about 10 miles outside the city. In the dream, she 
had begged him to bury her. No one paid much 
attention to Nathan’s dream. 

In those days, there was much superstition among 
the immigrant population. Curses and evil eyes 
were common in the tiny villages of Europe and 
these superstitions had been brought to the new 
world. Many business decisions were made based 
on signs and dreams. 

Later, Nathan’s dream was to take on more 
| ominous connotations 

Outside the city, on Tuesday, Dec. 4, 1875, Martin 
Segellern discovered a girl’s body in a snow 
covered cornfield. Her throat had been slit and she 
had received a stab wound in the cheek. Her 
clotl.ing was not in disarray and there was no 
indication that she had been sexually attacked. The 
dead girl had been several months pregnant. A 
oloody knife was found a short distance from the 
body 

Because the body yielded no identification, police 
issued a description of the dead girl to the 
newspapers. Sarah's brother, accompanied by Israel 
Rubinstein and Jacob Shemansky, viewed the body 
at the morgue. The three nervous men realized — 


their worst fears were well founded The dead girl 
was indeed Sarah Alexander

| An investigation was launched into the last known 
movements of the victim. After leaving the 
Rubinstein apartment, she was seen on a Brooklyn 
Streetcar with a dark-skinned man who sported side 
whiskers, beard and moustache One witness, 
August Taylor, thought that the man and woman, 
whom he took to be husband and wife, had had a 
minor disagreement.

still in Poland. She was scheduled to arrive in New 
York shortly. The separation of husband and wife 
didn’t raise any eyebrows. It was customary for 
men to precede their wives to the new world. When 
they raised enough money, they sent for their 
ee That, apparently, was what Nathan had in 
mind. 

Nathan had known the dead girl well. When Sarah 
had first arrived in New York, she had stayed 
several months with the Rubinsteins until her 
brother found his own place and could take her in. 
Nathan had been extremely ill while Sarah had 
lived under the same roof. She had diligently nursed 
him night and day until he had recovered. 

Police learned that Nathan's wife was due to 
arrive in New York soon. It didn’t take Maimonides 
to figure out the possibilities. Was Nathan 
responsible for Sarah’s pregnancy? Had he killed 
her rather than face ruin and humiliation in the 
close-knit community? 

When questioned, Nathan denied any knowledge of 
Sarah’s condition or the circumstances leading to 
her death. Nathan’s clothing was confiscated. Blood 
stains were found on his boots. They were taken to 
the cornfield where Sarah’s body had been found.

walked together into the cornfield. 

Laboratory examination of Nathan's $ 
boots revealed a tiny woolen fibre clinging 
to the side of one boot. The fibre matched 
that of Sarah’s shawl. Stuck to the small 
portion of fibre was a tiny piece of 
vegetable material identified as corn. A 
tree may grow in Brooklyn, but you don’t 
find much corn sprouting up in Flatbush. 

Nathan swore he was innocent. He gave 
an account of his movements on the day in 
question, but his alibi was ambiguous and 
could not be corroborated. 

Meanwhile, detectives attempted to trace 
the murder weapon. The knife was of the 
type commonly used by cigar makers. 
Over a hundred shops and factories were 
canvassed before Gustave Simon of 138 
Division St. was located. It was he who had 
manufactured the specialized knife. Simon 
made his handles in a distinctive fashion, 
enabling him to identify the knife for 
certain. He claimed that he would never 
have sold that knife because it was not 
completely finished. It must have been sold 
without his knowledge or had been stolen. 

That evening, in the quiet of their home, 
Gustave Simon told his 13-year-old ie 
daughter, Augusta, about the unusual visit 
the police had paid him earlier that day. 
Augusta interrupted her father. It was she 
who had sold the knife. Her father had 
been waiting on another customer at the 
time. The stranger had been shown many 
cutting instruments and had been about to 
leave the store when he had noticed the 
crude, unfinished knife. Augusta had told 
him it was a reject, but the man had 
insisted that the knife would serve his 
purpose just fine. 
ugusta told her story to police, who 
immediately had Nathan ushered 
into the room. She identified him as 
the man who had purchased the 
murder weapon. 

On Monday, Jan. 31, 1876, Nathan 
Rubinstein stood trial for the murder 
of Sarah Alexander. The case caused a sensation in 
New York. It served to illustrate that the 
immigrant community ran the same gamut of 
emotions as the more established outside 
community. They loved, hated, and yes, even killed,’ 
just like everyone else. 

One witness for the prosecution was Solomon 
Kramer, who stated that he had met Nathan and 
Sarah after attending a funeral. He claimed that he 
had chatted with Nathan, whom he knew casually, 
and had observed the couple walking into the 
cornfield. He even stated that he thought he had 
heard the girl scream. 

Defense attorneys tore into Kramer’s testimony 
by proving without a doubt that the funeral he 
claimed to have attended had not taken place on « 
the day of Sarah’s death. Eventually, the 
prosecution agreed that Kramer was a liar and 
asked the court to disregard his testimony. They 
didn’t need bogus witnesses. They had enough with 
bloodstained boots, matching fibres, yellow mud and 
scraps of corn. 

All the evidence pointed overwhelmingly to 
Nathan's guilt. The motive was Sarah’s pregnancy 
and his wife’s imminent arrival from Europe. It 
took the jury only one hour and 20 minutes to find 
Nathan guilty of murder in the first degree. He was 
sentenced to death. 

On May 9, 1876, Nathan Rubinstein died in jail of 
pulmonary tuberculosis before the state of New 
York could carry out the death sentence.

The Hastings County Board of Education is 
expanding its French immersion program 
into Grade 10 at Bayside Secondary School 
this September. . 

Prompted by requests by parents, the expansion extends 
the availability of French Immersion from Grade 4 to 
Grade 10 at as many as 5 sites throughout the county. 

The majority of the 28 students going into Grade 10 
French Immersion this year are part of the original Grade 
4 French Immersion pilot program started at Bayside 
Public School in 1984 by the Hastings education board. 

The pilot program was started after parents requested an 
alternate program for their children in 1981. A steering 
committee was formed by the board and a pilot program 
implemented three subsequent. ; 

Six years later, it’s estimated the students who Started in 
the original 1984 French Immersion class will have taken 
5,000 hours of instruction upon completion of Grade 10. 

Instruction this year will include reading, writing, 
literature, dramatic arts, geography in addition to regular 
class time. 

Overseeing the expansion is Education board French 
consultant Ralph Gorcey. 

“This is just the natural expansion upward to eventual 
OAC or Grade 13 French Immersion pending there is a 
need to gofurther than Grade 10,” he says.

Stay with host families.

The City of Trenton is 


preparing for a cross- 
cultural experience. 

Beginning Sept. 8, 14 
exchange students from 
Canada and Indonesia will 
make the trek to host 
community Trenton for a 
13-week visit. 

Participants will be flown 
to Toronto Aug. 26 for two 
weeks of orientation prior 
to the Trenton departure. 

The visit is part of the 
Indonesia International 
Education Program, 
sponsored by Canada World 
Youth. The organization 
will place 400 participants 
in exchange communities 
around the world, equalled 
by the same number of 
participants from 15 
different countries. 

This year’s visit marks

We don't recall the Outlet or Presqu'lle being posted 
in previous summers, however. 

What's happening is over-crowding and over-use 1n 
and around the Great Lakes. And we can expect the 
problem to grow worse with increased development 
in the area. It won't get better -- unless we take steps 
to make it better. 

One step would be to build public pools. We are 
astounded, for example, that a city the size of 
Belleville has no public pools operated by its 
recreational department 

But building pools while letting water quality suffer 

is no solution. Nevermind the quality of our own 
lives in this area. Can we realistically expect to attract 
tourists to beaches that are closed or boaters to waters 
that are safe to look at but not to touch? 

The Public Advisory Committee Report on a 
Remedial Action Plan for the Bay of Quinte, released 
this spring, recognized the problem and 
recommended steps, many of which will bear costs or 
have an impact on growth in the area. 

For example, one of the major recommendations 
was that no new development be allowed without 
provision for treatment of storm sewage. Other major 
recommendations would involve costly upgrading of 
city sewage systems. Better street cleaning would be 
required as well as stricter bylaws against pet litter. 

As well, farmers would be asked to eliminate direct 
access of cattle to the bay and its tributaries. They 
would be asked to upgrade their manure systems to 
prevent run-off. 

And boaters would face stricter and more frequent 
enforcement of holding tank regulations. 

The RAP report dealt only with the Bay of Quinte, 
but the posting of beaches at Presqu-Ile and the 
Outlet make it plain we face a problem all around the 
Great Lakes. 

Are we prepared to pay the cost, or do we prefer 
water we can look at but not use? 

To put it plainly, where will the children swim?

During the depression 
years of the thirties it 
played a conspicuous role 
caring for the sick and the 
needy, Early in the Second 
World War it organized a 
Comfort Fund, sending 
cigarettes and other 
comforts overseas to area 
service men and women.

The bandshell on Zwicks 
Island was built in 1967 by 
the unit and donated to the 
city as a centennial project.

landscape functions of evergreens - “Screening” 
| and “Complementary” plantings. This week we 
begin with the third - “Specimen Plantings”. 
Every time I see a home almost obscured by a 
30-foot blue spruce planted on their postage-stamp sized 
front lawn, my heart goes out to the owner. I know that 
they, or a previous owner planted the tree in good faith but 
without taking into account one of the axioms in the 
specimen plantings of evergreens - ultimate size. And now 
their windows are obscured, their rooms are darkened, 
their landscape totally dominated, and they haven’t got the 
heart to cut down this glorious specimen. 
Fortunately today, the problem is not so acute because 
hybridizers have come up with dwarf blue spruce that top

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while their distress calls are less immediate and obvious, 
there are certain signs and signals to be observed in the 
buying of evergreens. Quality of colour is probably the 
most important. Among a group of evergreens, select those 
where the colour is the most vibrant. Avoid specimens that 
seem pale, washed out or that show even the faintest tinge 
of yellow, (excepting those that are yellow by nature). And 
then examine the branching of the plant. 

A good evergreen should be thickly branched and the 
spaces between those branches should be minimal. Any 
gaps you see are permanent and will not be filled in by the 
evergreen at a later date. 

Of equal importance in the he root system and while 
these are either hidden in burlap or buried in a container, 
there are specific checks you can make. 

The ball on balled and burlapped evergreens should be 
rock hard. Wiggle the evergreen and if the roots move 
around inside the burlap, move on. Similarly with 
containerized evergreens, check to see that the soil is 

firmly packed because this indicates they have been 
growing in the container for a good length of time. Loose 
soil probably means the evergreen has been recently 
transplanted and if there is damage it will likely not show 
up until long after you have taken it home and planted it. 


And there are choices such as my 
favorite’ specimen evergreen - the Nootka False Cypress. 

Great pendulous arms at irregular intervals draped with 
thick cascades of weeping leaflets, it could be construed as 
a tree that pulls up its roots at night and creeps around 
peeking in windows.

When you see it in the nursery, at a height of two or three 
feet, its droopy appearance might lead you to believe it 
might be mortally ill.

Ask Mike... about your collectibles 


Question: I recently purchased a glass ‘Alphabet Plate’, it has the alphabet all around the 
rim with a picture of a girl with long hair in the centre. I paid $50.00 for it, which I thought 
was a bit steep as I had bought another for only $35.00 previously, do you think I paid too 
much? 

Answer: For the benefit of our readers, Alphabet or ABC plates as they are sometimes 
called were produced in ceramics and metal as well as glass during the late 19th and early 
20th century. The whole purpose of these plates was to educate children, one meal at a time, 
or at the very least keep them occupied while their parents ate. Children could practice their 
alphabet by reading the rim or look at the figures in the centre of the plate, which included 
everything form bears to presidents. In answer to your question, the price of ABC plates 
varies depending on condition and rarity, running from $35 to $150, so I think for fifty 
dollars you probably got a fair deal. 


Question: I am interested in collecting ‘Currier and Ives’ prints and would like to know 
what I could expect to pay, also could you give me a short background on the company? 
Answer: Currier and Ives lithographic prints range in price from $80.00 for a small black 
and white folio to over $6,400.00 for The New England Winter Scene’, so you can see that 
there are prints available for even modest pocket books as well as those fortunates with 'Gold 
Cards.’ Nathaniel Currier founded the original company in 1835, his partner James Ives 
became part of this company in 1857. The main subjects of their hand coloured prints, 
hunting, sports and landscapes, seem quaint and homey today but at the time were current 
events. Many thousands of these prints were sold across the country which is why some are 
still available at a reasonable price today and there is still a chance you might find one of the 
more valuable ones underpriced at flea markets or even garage sales. The Currier and Ives 
company remained in production until 1906, but reproductions are still being made today so 
be careful before you buy.

Cut is often 
overlooked, but it determines the 
brilliance -- or fire -- of the 
diamond. The lower the grade of 
the cut, the duller the stone.

If you have a 
limited budget and select a large 
stone, you are choosing lower 
quality, which means less 
brilliance. For a better quality 
diamond, choose a smaller carat 
size. 

4. It's a matter of personal taste 
whether to choose a diamond 
solitaire or a cluster.

an it be that 10 years have passed 
since Atlanta, Georgia was held in a 
grip of terror tor 22 long months? Sel- 
dom has a city, its inhabitants and its 
officials come under such critical 
scrutiny. Someone was systematically 
murdering the city’s black children. 
As the number of victims grew, the case became 
known around the world as the Atlanta Child Mur- 
ders : 

On July 28, 1979, a woman pushed back shrubs 
and rubbish along Campbellton Rd. in Atlanta. She 
was looking for returnable bottles. The unwary 
woman recoiled in horror at’ the sight of a human 
leg sticking out of the foliage. Police were soon on 
the scene. They were in for a surprise. Barely one 
hundred yards from the first body, they uncovered a 
second victim. The boys were identified as Edward 
Hope Smith, 14, and Alfred Evans, 14. 

In itself, two teenaged boys found shot to death on 
the same day in the same place was unusual. But 
there was more to come. Much more 

Six weeks after the 
bodies of Edward and 
Alfred were found, 
another 14-year-old boy 
disappeared. Milton 
Harvey had one pos- 
session he loved above 
all others and that was 
his bicycle. It was found 
abandoned along a dusty 
read. Investigators dis- 
covered that Millon had 
skipped school on the 
cay of his disappearance 
because he was embar- 
rassed to wear his worn 
out tattered shoes.

In retrospect, the Atlanta police have been critic- 
ized for not intensifying their efforts to apprehend 
an obvious madman who, for some perverted rea- 
son, was killing black boys. Would more effort have 
Deen put into the investigation if the victims had 
been white? 

The story soon drifted out of the local area. These 
killings were different from anything which had 
preceeded them The murders continued. 

The Christmas season of 1979 passed without inci- 
dent. The following March. 12-year-old Angel Lanier 
was found dead. She had been raped and strangled 
with an electrical cord. A Pair of panties not

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, Atlanta was being reported by the world 
Se canes details concerning the mUEdeEs 
became public knowledge. Some of the victims ha 
been washed after they were killed. 

Eric Middlebrooks, 14, was stabbed and beaten to 
death. Christopher Richardson, 11, disappeared on 
his way to a swimming pool. His skeleton was found 
eight months later. La Tonya Wilson, 7; Arron 
Wynche, 10; and Anthony Carter, 9, were murdered 
in quick succession. : . 

The effect on Atlanta was devastating. Racial ten- 
sion ran high. Rumors spread throughout Georgia. 
Some claimed a white man had taken it upon him- 
self to wipe out black children. Others said the kill- 
ings were not the work of one individual, but a dia- 
bolical scheme initiated by the Ku Klux Klan to kill 
black children so they would not grow up to propa- 
gate their race. 

The city of Atlanta is reported to have spent a 
quarter of a million dollars a month conducting the 
extensive investigation. Funds poured in from the 
public and from private interested parties. Frank 
Sinatra and Sammy Davis, Jr., headlined a benefit 
concert at Atlanta’s Civic Centre, raising $250,000 
for the investigation. Schoolchildren and the public 
in general staged fund raisers. Actor Burt Reynolds 
contributed $10,000. Atlanta’s first black mayor, 
Maynard Jackson, announced that the city had 
instituted a reward of $100,000 for the apprehension

and conviction of the killer. Several corporations, 
with the help of heavyweight boxing champion 
Mohammed Ali upped the reward to half a million 
dollars. 

Still, the litany of murder continued: Earl Lee 
Terrell, 11; Clifford Jones, 13; Darron Glass, 10; 
Charles Stephens, 12; Aaron Jackson, 9; Patrick 
Rogers, 16; Lubie Geter, 14: Terry Pugh, 15; 
Patrick Balazar, 11; and Curtis Walker, 13 — all 
under 16 years of age, all from underprivileged 
backgrounds and all black. By now, the list num- 
bered 21 victims. Many thought the number to be 
far greater, claiming that other missing youngsters 
had fallen to the madman, but their bodies had not 
been found. 

Ronald Reagan became President of the United 
States. He immediately allotted $1.5 million to help 
defray the cost of the investigation, as well as 
ordering the Federal Justice Department to assist in 
the case. That month, Jo Jo Bell, 15, and Timothy 
Hill, 13, were: murdered by the Atlanta Child Killer. 

On March 30 and 31, 1981, the bodies of Eddie 
Duncan and Larry Rogers were plucked from the 
Chattahoochee River. These two victims were a 
departure from the now well patterned category of 
victim. Both were 21-years-old and both were men- 
tally retarded. 

The task force solely devoted to apprehending the 
killer had interviewed and released scores of 
Suspects during the course of their investigations. 
One such man was Wayne Williams, a rather 
unlikely suspect. Williams was a bright young man 
who lived with his parents, both retired school 
teachers, on Penelope Rd. in north west Atlanta. 

As a high school student, Williams h - 
structed and operated his own radio salsa Ged

basement of his parents’ home. Currently, he was 
active as a freelance newspaper photographer, 
media consultant and music producer. It was this 
latter activity which first connected him to the child 
killing case. Involved in promoting musicians, Wil- 
liams had flyers printed outlining his credentials 
in this field. These flyers had been found on, or in 
the possession of, four of the victims. 

Was it possible that Williams had lured victims 
with promises of recording dates and stardom? Wil- 
liams also had access to the city’s streets. He often 
roamed the streets in his station wagon, ostensibly 
looking for the opportunity to take saleable photo- 
graphs. Williams often showed up at accidents and 
fires. He was well known to police. 


While Williams was being investigated, the bodies 
of Mike McIntosh, 23, and Jimmy Payne, 21, were 
pulled from the Chattahoochee in the same week in 
April. That same month, John Porter, 28, was found 
stabbed to death on the streets of Atlanta. In May, 
William Barrett, was discovered strangled to death 
in a ditch. F 

On May 22, 1981, three Atlanta police officers and 
an FBI agent were on stakeout duty at the South 
Cobb Drive Bridge over the Chattahoochee River. 
Suddenly, there was a splash in the water. The 
police saw automobile lights on the bridge. As the 
car sped away, they radioed another member of the 
stakeout team in a vehicle. 

The chase was on. The car, a green station 
wagon, drove away, stopped, turned,,and reversed 
its course, driving back over the South Cobb Drive 
Bridge. A second police car joined the chase. Two 
miles down the road, the station wagon was stopped 
by police. The driver was Wayne Williams. He was 
taken into custody, questioned and released. How- 
ever, he was kept under close surveillance while the 
FBI dragged the river for a body. Two days later 
they recovered the body of 24-year-old Nathan- 
iel Cater. Two weeks later, Williams was taken into 
custody and charged with Cater’s murder, as well 
as that of Jimmy Payne. 

Williams’ murder trial lasted nine weeks. Prose- 
cution attorneys produced microscopic fibres and 
dog hairs taken from the Williams’ residence and 
car, which matched fibres found on victims. It was 
the state’s theory that Williams hated his own race 
and killed so that they wouldn’t become parents. It 
was also believed that he exulted in the challenge of 
outwitting the combined police forces attempting to 
solve the case. 

illiams testified in his own 
defense. He claimed he was on 
the bridge at 2:45 a.m. looking 
for a female vocalist he wished 
to interview before she audi- 
tioned later that day. He swore 
he hadn’t killed anyone, nor had 
he any knowledge of the murders. 

A jury of eight black and four white citizens found 
Williams guilty of two counts of murder. He 
received two life sentences to run consecutively. 
After the sentencing, police announced that Wil- 
liams was responsible for over 20 other murders, 
but it would serve no purpose to have him stand 
trial on those charges. 

Not everyone is convinced of Williams’ guilt. In 
1987, an attempt to reopen the case, led by the 
mothers of several of the victims, was quashed. 
They believe that a ring of pornographic profiteers 
used the children before killing them.

Warning: This column could cause injuries 


Recently, a U.S. court found a teacher and school board 
negligent because the teacher didn't warn a student about the 
potential dangers of sewing. Yes, the teacher had warned 
Students to stop sewing and come to her if they ran into a 
problem, but the court said that wasn't enough. The teacher 
should have told the students that continuing to sew despite 
a jammed needle could 
cause the needle to break 
and snap into your eye. And 
because the teacher didn't 
specifically warn against 
that danger, the court 
awarded $45,000 to a 
student when that accident 
happened. 

This has implications for everyone. For example, it's not 
enough to warm people that driving a car might be dangerous 
and to watch out for accidents. No, now car manufacturers 
are going to have to rewrite owner manuals to warn drivers 
of specific accidents. 

"Beware of blind spots. Failing to look over your shoulder 
when passing a car could lead to an accident and possible 
death and injury. 

"Stupidly passing despite a double yellow line on a hill or 
a blind curve could lead to a head on collision and possible 
death or injury. 

"Don't leave children untended to play in your car. They 
could put the car into drive and roll it out of the driveway 
into traffic, leading to an accident and possible death or 
injury." 

And God help the car manufacturer if the children don't 
roll the car into the street but into the river or over their 
younger brother. 

"We note that the defendant did warn that allowing 


children to play untended in a car could allow the car to roll 
into the road, but the defendant failed to inform its 
customers that it could also run over a youngster in the 
driveway. We find the defendant guilty of negligence and 
award $45,000 and costs to the plaintiff.” 

Sounds like battles between youngsters and parents. 

The youngster looks up innocently: "But you didn't tell us 
we couldn't flood the bathroom and try sailing boats outside 
of the tub.” 

No, all the parents said was "don't splash.” And they didn't 
say they were going to kill the kid, either, although that's 
what's going to happen next. 

Meanwhile, pencils will have to come complete with 
warnings: "Sticking this pencil into an ear could cause the 
ear drum to burst. Do not use to stab your younger brother 
or sister and do not run down stairs with a sharpened pencil 
in your hand." 

We'll have to return to the thick pencils we used in 
kindergarten just to give the manufacturer room to print all 
the warmings. You know the kind, the pencils we laid on the 
shoulder while writing on paper with lines a foot high. "A ... 
B ... C.... I'm out of paper. Can I have another sheet? Okay, 
the magic word is ‘please.’ Can I please have another sheet 
of paper. This one is full.” 

We're thinking of suing our local supermarket. They never 
warned us that over-eating could lead to excessive weight 
gain. Sure, we knew that eating junk food or food with lots 
of sugar could lead to fat. But have you ever seen a sign in 
the supermarket warning that too much meat and potatoes 
could lead to unhealthy weight gains? 

We rest our case. 

And we can't believe the city's carelessness. Have you 
ever seen a sign on any sidewalk stating that stepping off the 
curb into traffic could be dangerous to your health, leading 


to possible collisions with passing vehicles which could 
result in multiple contusions and bruises not to mention 
broken limbs, internal injunes and even death? 

No, never. Not on one single curb anywhere in town

Alzheimer 
disease 
expected 
to jump 
by 48%

Competition for research 
funds will help fight a 
continually growing 
Alzheimer Disease. 

Between now and the 
year 2001 there will be a 48 
per cent increase in the 
number of Canadian 
sufferers, according to a 
recent Ontario survey. This 
means nearly half a million 
families will be affected. 

Caring for the Alzheimer 
person is already a major 
challenge for caregivers in 
families, the community 
and in our institutions. 

So the Alzheimer 
Association of Ontario 
plans to spend up to a 
quarter million dollars 
annually to sponsor 
research directed toward the 
treatment and care of 
sufferers. 

Association Executive 
Director John Ellis says, 
“All aspects of the services 
which can be offered to 
Alzheimer patients and 
their caregivers will be 
eligible for investigation.” 

He adds, “ We intend to 
sponsor a number of studies 
which will assist the 
families, our chapters, and 
other community programs 
to facilitate diagnosis and 
ensure that the highest 
quality treatment and care 
is being provided.” 

The competition is made 
possible by funds raised 
from the association’s 27 
chapters in Ontario, and by 
contributions from the 
residents and staff of 
nursing homes throughout 
the province. All awards 
will be made on the basis of 
scientific merit and will be 
peer reviewed by the 
Ontario Mental Health 
Foundation. 

The program 
complements the half 
million dollar fund set up 
earlier this year to sponsor 
clinical research currently 
being carried out by Dr. 
Donald McLachlan at the 
University of Toronto’s 
Centre for Reasearch and 
Neurodegenerative Diseases. 


Plant evergreens 
now for best results 


his is a good time of the year to plant 
evergreens. Whether container-grown or 
container-planted this spring, they have had 
ample time to develop an intense root system 
within the container or the burlap so they will 
transplant with a minimum of transplant shock. 
And there is another good reason. At most nurseries the

6. The creeping evergreens spread horizontally but rarely 
reach more than 12 inches, even though their diameter may 
reach 10 feet or more. They make excellent ground covers 
and act as living mulches around plants that like cool roots 
and moist conditions. 

Again, let me stress, when you buy evergreens don’t 
forget to take into account their ultimate size. What may be 
a 12-inch wide evergreen at time of purchase may have an 
ultimate spread of six or seven feet. Upright evergreens 
such as skyrockets may eventually reach a height of 12 fee, 
so whatever you do, don’t buy them for a foundation area 
topped with a wide overhang at eight feet. 

; If it is a new evergreen planting, it may indeed look a 
little empty for two or three years if your evergreens are 
planted the proper distance apart. Much better you fill those 
temporary gaps with annuals than find out in four of five 
years that your evergreens have far outgrown the allotted 
space. And of course, we’ve already talked about specimen 
plantings.

3. The columnar evergreens send their fine branches 
Straight up to form a column that tapers very slightly at the 
top. Their slimness stands in good contrast with plants of 
bulkier growth and adds welcome height to your plan 
without demanding a lot of ground space. 

4. The rounded evergreens are topped by closely-spaced 
stems that form naturally into a curved outline, usually 
without pruning. Their height may vary from 2 to 10 feet. 

5. The fountain shaped or spreading evergreens grow 
upwards and outwards, spreading at the top. Some tend

Question: / have an old copper boiler which I polished, using a regular copper 
polish. I followed all the directions and wiped off all the residue with water and 
. cotton rags and it looked great, but the next day I noticed brown streaks down the 
side. Do you have any explanation for the cause of this, what did I do wrong? 





Answer: Copper is very reactive to chemicals and acids, even the sweat from your 
fingertips will leave brown fingerprints on a polished copper surface after only a 
couple of hours. What has probably happened to your boiler is a reaction between 
the copper and chemicals and minerals in your water supply. When you wiped down 
the boiler with water and rags to remove polish residue you probably left just 
enough water on the surface to cause it to react with the copper. The best way to 
resolve this problem is to polish the boiler again, but this time wipe it down with 
distilled water. Distilled water lacks many of the acids and minerals that cause 
copper to discolour, just wipe it on and buff the boiler until it is completely dry. If 
you want to maintain the polished surface without having to resort to drastic

intimates her passion for 
quilting has been a life-long 
affair since the age of 
seven. 

“We used to sit around 
the house when I was little 
and sew quilts together for 
mother,” says Dunn. “There 
was something so special 
about sitting there and 
putting together a beautiful 
quilt.” 

And today the love of 
patterns, color’ and 
imagination still shine 
brightly in the friendly eyes 
of Prince Edward County’s 
Dunn. 

“There’s just something 
about it that is so 
interesting. To assemble 
colors and patterns together 
is fascinating — it just 
takes you over.

Scores of interviews were conducted by detec- 
tives. They were sure Sandra was involved in her 
husband's death. They asked her to take a poly- 
graph test. She refused. Finally, from her co- 
workers, they learned of her relationship with 
Alan Palliko. When Alan was questioned, he 
admitted dating Sandra. When 
Sandra had been asked to list all 
male dates, she had not included 
Alan’s name. Police knew she was 
lying.

A woman named 
Sandra often visited Alan at the bar, but 
that didn’t deter our boy from becom- 
ing engaged to Judy. , 
udy apparently loved Alan, 
although at times she had 
second thoughts. She told a 
friend that Alan had once told 
her that he had killed a man. 
Judy was soothed by the fact 
that Alan had said it was a

Here’s how Wes Keller, 
editor of the Shelburne Free 
Press/Economist, sees it: 
“Canada Post has a curious 
way of satisfying the 
concerns of its customers. 
But, on reflection, maybe 
the corporation is simply 
acting in a manner 
consistent with the attitudes 
of all levels of government 
in the final decade of the 
20th century. Those 
attitudes reflect a notion 
that governments and 
corporations are always 
right, that the masses are 
frequently wrong and that 
the people eventually will 
accept whatever is handed 
to them, no matter how 
objectionable it might have 
seemed at first.” 

Mr. Keller goes on to 
explain in his July 4 
editorial how Canada Post’s 
plan to install community 
mail boxes (CMB’S) in 
Shelburne showed a total 
lack of planning or 
sensitivity to local needs 
(not a surprise if you’ve 
dealt with Canada Post). 
And he rightly points out

that the ultimate aim of 
these cost-cutting measures 
is to make Canada Post 
even more profitable so it 
can be totally privatized, - 
the Mulroney government’s 
acknowledged plan. 

Then he asks: “Would the 
Shelburne post office be a 
necessity in a for-profit 
corporation, given that the 
Shelburne mail would be 
sorted in Mississauga and 
distributed through the 
unpopular CMB’s”. 

Very good question. 

The message is simple. 
It’s time rural Canadians 
took back what is rightfully 
ours: the power to control 
our own lives, including the 
services which make our 
rural way of life 
worthwhile. 

Please let your Federal 
member of Parliament, your 
Provincial member of 
Parliament, and Mr. Harvie 
Andre, Minister responsible 
for Canada Post, know the 
rural Canadians will no 
longer tolerate such abuse.

In fact, according to the Ontario Private 


Campground Association (OPCA). over 


00,000 Ontario camping families are 
“tad as hell” 


At issue 


Provincial Minister of 
evenue, Remo Mancini, is about to ream 
them with assessments and property taxes 
on their mobile summer havens 

This while Premier David Peterson tours 
the election trail promising no further 
Increase in taxes : 

Effective Jan. 1, 1991, trailers parked ina 
campground for more than 90 days a year, 
hooked up to services and equipped with 
more than one added structure like a deck, 
carport, garage or added room, will be 
assessed for property taxes. The value will 
be added to the taxes of the campground 
Owner, who then must collect from the 
individual campers.

Combined with normal inflationary raises 
in rent and the federal GST, these new 
taxes could hit some campers with a 50 per 
cent Or more increase in their summer 
recreational costs. 

OPCA Managing Director Frances Craig 
estimates the assessments will range from 
$300 to $500 annually, “possibly more.” 
They could take into account trailer size 
and additions whether or not the trailer 
still rests on its wheels, is licenced for 
highway travel, or is otherwise clearly 
portable. 


Hardest hit will be people on fixed 
incomes, 

Lynne Challinor, Red Eagle Trailer Park 
owner in Coe Hill, leases 160 of her 200 
Siles seasonally, many of them to Quinte 
area residents. She guesses 25 per cent are 
retired, and claims her park is already 
Wollaston Township's biggest property 
taxpayer. 

Terry Preston, co-owner of the Glen 
Allan Trailer Park at Marmora, figures a

retired. He thinks the annual salaries of the 
others might average $20 to $25 thousand. 

He says his municipal land taxes have 
already gone up 64 per cent over the past 
two years. 

Arnold Duffy operates Carleton’s Cove 
Tent and Trailer Park at Foxboro, with 87 
sites all told. Of his 32 seasonals, he says: 
12 are retired, and among the other 20 
you'd find “middle income at the most.” 

Red Eagle camper Valerie Savage, of 
Belleville, says, “I think it’s terrible. We 
don’t own the land, we just rent it. I think 
it’s dreadful. They’re just looking for more 
to tax.” 

An eight-year veteran of the same park, 
Don Howard of Frankford, manages with 
his wife and son on a single salary of 
$21,000 a year. He warns, “I'll quit 
camping, and a lot more with me.” 

OPCA President, Bill Jay, calls seasonal 
camping the “blue collar holiday.” He 
points out most devotees are “low income 
people, factory workers, and retirees,” who 
can’t afford summer collages but have

poured much effort over the years into 
making their trailer sites attractive and 
comfortable. 

Many campers and owners suspect 
falling attendance at provincial parks is 
behind the move. Heavy taxes could force 
seasonals to become mobile again, paying 
more at the pumps and making more use of 
subsidized government facilities that don’t 
Cater to seasonals, 

But Jay points out private park tourist 
attendance is down by 30 per cent this year, 
too. While beach closures in the Quinte 
area and rainy weekends have taken their 
toll, he puts the blame province-wide more 
Squarely on the artificially inflated 
Canadian dollar and “taxes that are already 
too high, especially on gas.” 

Gasoline, cigarette, and liquor taxes, he 
claims, discourage American tourists in 
particular, and drive Canadians south for 
their holidays.

Afterwards, I remember 53,000 people stamping their feet 
and clapping and cheering in an effort to bring rookie 
sensation Mark Fidrych back on the field after the final out. 
The whole stadium shook. Finally, he came out and tipped 
his hat and the crowd went wild. It was frightening. The 
crowd was a huge natural force like a tornado, a hurncane, a 
giant thunder storm, a great beast that could so easily turn in 
its path and rend instead of praise. It felt much like the films I 
have seen of the great Nazi rallies at Nuremburg.

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Mandatory bottle 
and can deposits 
make good sense 


Belleville may not have started recycling yet, 
but it has co-sponsored a resolution calling on 
the province to levy refundable deposits on all 

rpes of pop containers. 

Belleville joined Chatham, Newmarket and 
Parry Sound in initiating the motion at the annual 
meeting of the Association of Municipalities of 
Ontario (AMO). 

We agree and would go a step further -- the 
province should levy refundable deposits on all 
types of beverage containers. 

According to Toronto Councillor Howard 
Moscoe, speaking in support of the motion, only 
an estimated two per cent of all non-refillable 
pop containers are being recycled through that 
city's blue box program -- a dismal record for 
householders there and for the beverage industry. 
Combined with the fact that the government has 
dropped its requirement that 35 per cent of all 
bottles be refillable, pop containers are clogging 
landfill sites, Moscoe said. 

Such a law was passed some ten or 15 years 
ago in Michigan in the U.S. Opponents at the 
time argued that the bill would cut down the 
choices for consumers as beverage companies 
would refuse to do business there, that it would 
put too great a burden on beverage companies 
and stores selling the non-refillable containers 
and that consumers would suffer. 

In fact, the doom and gloom proved to be 
untrue. A visit to the state of Michigan doesn't 
seem to reveal any less consumer choice and 
consumer grocery carts seem just as full of pop 
as here. Stores seem to be able to handle the 
retums as well. 

What does look different are the sides of the 
roads. Drive down any highway and note the 
lack of litter. The fading cans that litter every 
road in Ontario simply don't exist. Drivers throw 
fewer of the cans out of car windows and 
scroungers and youngsters pick them up nearly 
as quickly as they land, thanks to the returnable 
deposit. 

And such a law makes sense from a conserver 
point of view. Can we afford to keep throwing 
away Our resources to clog ditches and land fill 
Sites? We think not. We need a similar law here 
in Ontario. We can't afford a throwaway society.

Canada Post workers to 


strike again warns CPAA 


The Editor: 

Canada Post is about to 
strike again. 

Remember all those 


newspaper ads promising 
“better service for rural 
Canadians”? Well, “better 
service’ Canada-Post style, 
apparently, means 
something far different than 
we as postmasters are 
accustomed to providing. 
Starting in September, 
hours at many post offices 
in small Ontario 
communities will be cut 
back for the sake of 
standardization’. In truth, 
this means some offices 
will b ordered to open at 8 
a.m., and will lock their 


doors at 5 o’clock. All 
offices won’t be permitted 
to start business on 
Saturday until 9 o’clock 
and close at 12 noon. In a 
few cases, standardization 
means adding 15 or 30 
minutes to a post offices’s 
hours of operation, but for 
the most part, we’re being 
cut back at crucial times 
when many customers now 
do their postal business. 

As postmasters and 
assistants, we are strongly 
opposed to these cutbacks 
in hours, just as we opposed 
the noon-hour closures 
Canada Post imposed on 
many mid-sized and 
smaller rural post offices in 


Southwestern Ontario the 
past year and in Northern 
and Eastern Ontario now. 
We have served rural 
Canada to the best of our 
ability for the past 90 years 
as members of the 
Canadian Postmasters and 
Assistants Association. We 
certainly don’t like being 
undermined by a postal 
corporation bent on 
privatization at any cost, 


particularly when it 
inconveniences our 
customers. 


We ask readers of this 
newspaper to consult your 
postmaster for the reduction 
in hours planned for your 
post office. Please call your 


Member of Parliament to 
register your opposition to 
this move by Canada Post.

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Some evergreens are regarded as shrubs rather than 
evergreens because their leaves are broad rather than fine like 
the spruces, pines, junipers or cedars. But evergreens they are, 
retaining their leaves all season. Admittedly during deep 
freeze days those leaves get pretty tired looking, but come 
springtime, they rise again bright and pert as ever. I'm talking 
about the azaleas, rhododendrons, euonymous and boxwood. 

Thebroad-leaved evergreens are not as popular as their fine- 
leaved cousins because they demand a soil condition that is 
not generally recognized -- acidity. While the fine-leaved 
evergreens tolerate neutral or slightly alkaline soil, the broad- 
leaved evergreens won't, particularly the azaleas and 
rhododendrons. If they don't like the soil, they will sit and 
sulk, flower sporadically and grow at a snail's pace.

or magnesium in the soil, a minimum amount of organic 
matter and low rainfall. The opposite conditions tend to make 
soils acid -- if there is a high percentage of limestone in your 
area, your soil will tend to be alkaline. If there is a high 
content of decayed vegetation in the soil, it will tend to be 
acid. If you usually get plenty of rainfall or if you water 
regularly, that tends to wash calcium and magnesium into the 
subsoil and help maintain an acid condition. You can modify

alkaline soils by digging in plenty of peat together with the 
monthly addition of an acid-type evergreen fertilizer, but they 
will thrive much better with the following planting procedure. 

In my area, the water is so hard that a damp washcloth 
could be considered a lethal weapon, which means my soil is 
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alkaline. But I am successfully growing the broad-leaved 
evergreens because of procedures I applied at planting time. I 
dug the planting hole a foot deeper than required and pul in a 
12-inch layer of peat moss to help neutralize alkaline ground 
water. I filled the hole with a mixture of three parts peal to one 
part soil and mounded this mixture to a height of 12 inches. 
Then I planted my broad-leaved evergreen (rhododendron) 
and watered at planting time and continue to water monthly 
from early spring to mid-summer with an acid-type fertilizer 
and every two weeks with an aluminum sulphate solution. 

The fine-leaved evergreens also require a little extra care in 
the planting procedure. Balled and burlapped evergreens can 
be planted as is. Simply cut the rope from around the stem 
before filling the planting hole. If the evergreen is in a fibre 
container, remove the bottom and slit the sides before 
planting. But if the container is plastic, it must be removed. 

Simply soak the container, run a knife between the sides of 

the container and the root ball and slide the container away. 

Plant immediately and soak in well. And if you wish, use the 

same media mix as with the broad-leaved evergreens and 

don't forget the acid-type fertilizer once a month. The results 
will be well worth the effort.

Mike... about your collectibles 
Question: | was looking at a set of six chairs that were priced very reasonably, in 
fact the price was so good I thought that something must be wrong with them. I 
asked the dealer why these chairs were priced so low and he mumbled something 
about the fact that the set was ‘scrambled’ and not being as valuable as a complete 
set. | have never heard the term ‘scrambled’ before and I don't plan to buy these 
chairs until I know what it means, could you please explain it for me? 

Answer: Anyone who has ever tried to find matching sets of antique chairs knows 
how difficult it can be, some people spend years looking for the missing chair that 
will complete their set of 4 - 6 or 8. On the other hand, dealers have trouble selling 
incomplete sets, the compromise is called ‘scrambling’. 
Lets say you have four matching chairs and you want to increase the size of the set 
to six. The four chairs are taken apart and two copies are inade of each component 
(two legs, two spindles, etc). The chairs are reglued but now each chair has at least 
two new pieces incorporated into it, the result being that when the four original 
chairs are reassembled there are enough new and old parts left over to build two 
extra chairs! With scrambled sets all the chairs retain a majority of original parts so 
any new pieces could be explained on it's own but when you see ‘repairs’ like this on 
every chair in the set it has probably been scrambled. sometimes even seasoned 
collectors won't spot a scrambled set, the main reason being that your chances of 
running into a set like this in a local antique store are quite slim,.it simply is too 
costly to have the extra parts made so it isn't often that you get to examine one. It is 
very likely that the dealer who owns the chairs you looked at was unaware of the 
sets scrambled condition until long after he bought it and now, quite rightly, offers 
them at a reduced price. If the set appears to you to be well finished and sound, 
argain, unless you have your heart set.on buying

Her attacker then plunged a knife into her throat. - 

Lillian screamed and instinctively kicked backwar 

at her assailant. The man loosened his grip. It was at 

that precise moment that Lillian caught sight of the 
stranger's full black beard. The man lost his nerve and 
ran into the dark night. Lillian was rushed to hospital 
and miraculously survived. The knife thrust to her 

t had been superficial. 

aleceat two fiom tis passed before the bearded man 
struck again. Monika Sorn, a 17-year-old student, lived 
in the village of Hemsbach, about 10 miles from the 
site of the previous attack. When she didn’t return 
home from school, her parents notified police. People 
simply did not go missing in Hemsbach. ; 

The villagers immediately banded together, forming 
a search party. Within hours, Monika’s body was found 
in a field. She had been raped while unconscious or 
dead. The killer had crushed her skull with a large 
rock, which lay bloodstained near the body. 

Known sex offenders in the general area were ques- 
tioned, without results. In fact, no one could recall a 
sexually-motivated crime where the rapist first killed 
his victim or rendered her unconscious before the act 
of rape occurred. 

The third attack took place three months later. This 
time the victim was 11-year-old Liane Woessner, who 
was pulled off her bicycle as she cycled to her aunt’s 
home in Bruchsal. When she failed to show up at her 
aunt’s house, police were notified. 

A short time after the report was received, Liane’s 
body was found in a field. Once again, the attacker 
had killed first and then raped. From the condition of 
the girl's skull, police were able to ascertain that the 
killer had struck his victim several times with a ham- 
mer. The child’s bicycle had been tossed into a ditch, 
but no worthwhile fingerprints were recovered. 

On Dec. 22, 1975, the rapist struck again. Seventeen- 
year-old Susanne Bach was taking a short cut through 
a park in the small town of Weinheim when a man, 
whom she later described as having a beard, snuck u 
behind her and viciously struck her over the head wi 
a hammer. Fortunately, several people witnessed the

On March 28, 1977, another university student, Sylvia 
Lauterbach, was walking along a path toward the vil- 
lage of Bretzenheim with the intention of visiting a 
friend. The bearded man, now known as the Hammer 
Murderer, struck. Sylvia’s naked body was found next 
morning near the path. Her head bore the distinctive 
wounds made by the hammer. f 

With Sylvia’s murder, police were certain they were 
dealing with one sex maniac, operating in the southern 
half of Germany. He had been careless in his method 
initially, which had resulted in some of his. victims 
escaping with their lives. Now, he had perfected his 
deadly system. He used his hammer to kill, and then 
raped his victims. He left no clues, except his blood 
type, which was the same as a large portion of the 
population of West Germany. 

he attacks continued. On April 29, 1977, 
21-year-old Marie-Therese Majer fell to 
the bearded stranger on a road near 
Schriesheim. Obviously realizing that 
half the country was on the lookout for a 
man with a black beard who drove a 
Volkswagon, the attacker took a two- 
year vacation. He didn’t strike again until April 21, 
1979. This time his victim was 15-year-old Gudrun 
Thome, a schoolgirl! who lived near Heidelberg. Her 
body was found about a mile from her home in a 
deserted field. 

Nine days later, Ellen Abel fell to the killer’s ham- 
mer. Another murder hiatus was followed by the kill- 
ing of 12-year-old Marie Elsa Scholte, who was found 
raped and murdered in a field near the town of Lud- 
wigshafen. On Feb. 23, 1981, Gabriella Bohn, 16, was 
murdered. She, too, was from Ludwigshafen. It was 
the first time that the hammer murderer had killed 
twice in the same location. 

Three months later, on May 15, 1981, little Ulrike 
Hellmann, 10, was attacked. The girl was in the proc- 
ess of struggling for her life along a little used road 
when 34-year-old Karl Lenk came down the road on his 
bicycle. Lenk ran toward the screaming child. The 
bearded man saw him coming and drove away in his 
nearby Renault. 

Tiny Ulrike was unhurt, but terrified. Lenk leaned 
over her. All she said was, “‘AL204.” The killer had 
changed from a Volks to a Renault, but 10-year-old 
Ulrike had the presence of mind to make a mental 
note of the license number. 

The vehicle was traced to Bernd Bopp, 27, a teacher 
at a school in Alzey. Inside his Renault, detectives 
found a four pound hammer. Bopp was picked out of a 
lineup by Karl Lenk and Ulrike Hellmann. 

Bopp confessed to all the attacks related here, as 
well as others where his victims had lived and Kad not 
reported the incidents. 

Why had he killed? Psychiatrists claimed that he had 
had a disappointing romance years before. It seems a 
lame excuse for a multiple murderer, but, as a 
rejected lover, he had grown to hate all women. Many 
of his victims bore a resemblance to the girl who had 
pikes him years earlier.
